The Secretary announced the appointment of the Assistant Secretaries 
of Convention: the Reverend M. Gregory Richards, Chaplain of Campbell Hall, 
to supervise the keeping of the minutes; the Reverend Gary D. Hand, Rector 
of St. Mark's Parish, Van Nuys, to supervise the counting of the floor when 
there is a standing vote; and Margaret Hultgren (Mrs. Harold G.) of St. 
Timothy's Parish, Apple Valley, to supervise the certification of Delegates 
to this Meeting of Convention. 


In accordance with Canon XXVIII, the President announced the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Robert J. Bowen of St. John's Parish, Los Angeles, to serve as 
Judge of Elections®. The President appointed the Regular Committees of 
Convention, whose members are listed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President called on the Reverend Lynn Jay, Vicar of St. Stephen's 
Mission, Santa Clarita, for the report of the Committee on Incorporation 
and Admission of Parishes and Missions. She advised that one application 
had been received for presentation to the Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
fourth Convention. The application was made by St. Hilary's Mission Cong- 
gregation. St. Hilary's had been recommended by the Program Group on 
Mission Congregations, had appeared before and been approved by the Stand- 
ing Committee, had received the approval of the Bishop; and had been found 
by the Committee on Incorporation and Admission of Parishes and Missions to 
have fulfilled all canonical requirements. She moved that St. Hilary's be 
admitted into union with the Convention in the Diocese of Los Angeles in 
keeping with the application for status. The motion was seconded and 
carried unanimously. Representatives of the congregation were asked to 
stand and were greeted warmly by the Convention. 





@ Hereinafter in these Minutes referred to as the Judge of Elections 
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The Secretary, speaking for the Committee on Credentials, reported 
that in accordance with Article IV, Section 16 of The Constitution of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles®, and Canon XIII, Sections 13.00 and 
13.02 of the Canons, the Committee received and inspected, on November 
27th, 1989, the Certificates of Lay Delegates to the Annual Meeting of the 
Ninety-fourth Convention of 141 Parishes and Missions in union with Conven- 
tion representing 409 Lay Delegates. The Committee found that they were 
entitled to representation and vote in this Meeting of Convention. This 
was from a possible total of 151 Congregations and 423 Lay Delegates who 
might be eligible. 


Further, the Secretary, speaking for the Committee on Credentials, 
reported that in accordance with Article IV, Section 15, of the Constitu- 
tion, and Canon XII, Section 12.00, of the Canons, the Committee examined 
the list of all Clergy of the Church canonically resident in this Diocese 
as authorized by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on November 24th, 1989. The 
Committee found that 3 bishops, 361 Presbyters, and 13 Deacons were canoni- 
cally resident in this Diocese, a total of 377 clergy. Of this number, 306 
were entitled to vote in this Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary then moved the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED that visiting and assisting Bishops be extended the courtesy 
of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the lay members of Diocesan Council, the Stand- 
ing Committee, the Corporation of the Diocese, and Regional 
Presidents not regularly elected Delegates to Convention be ex- 
tended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of Con- 
vention, in order to fulfill more effectively the respective of- 
offices to which they have been elected; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles be 
extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention for 
the purpose of gaining experience and more fully sharing in the 
life of the Diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that any chaplains of the Armed Forces serving in 
that capacity within the Diocese of Los Angeles, but canonically 
resident in other jurisdictions of the Episcopal Church, be ex- 
tended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in view of the specialized ministry exercised 
amongst us in the Diocese of Los Angeles by the Monastic Communi- 
ties, the lay members of the Order of the Holy Cross and the 
Sisters of the Holy Nativity be extended the courtesy of a seat 
in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Mr. Robert Bowen, Judge of Elections, be ex- 
extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of 
Convention so that he may exercise the duties and only those 
duties the Bishop and Convention have requested him to assume. 


The Motion was seconded and carried unanimously.

The Secretary then moved the following resolution: 


WHEREAS, Youth of the Episcopal Church are vital, active, and creative 
members of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, whose 
important contributions now and in the future should be recog- 
nized, and 


WHEREAS, on issues which face the Church now and in the future, the opin- 
ions and input of our young people are essential; and 


WHEREAS, in several other dioceses of the Church, young people have the 
opportunity for acknowledgment of their views; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that five young people chosen by the Program 
Group on Youth in cooperation with the Regional Youth Councils 
and/or Regional Councils be extended the courtesy of seat and 
voice at this Meeting of Convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 


The Secretary placed in nomination, in order, the names of all persons 
listed on the Official Ballot. In each instance an opportunity was given 
for nominations from the floor before a motion was made, seconded and 
carried to close the nominations for each office. One nomination from the 
floor was made: the Reverend Peter Ensor for Clergy Director of the Cathe- 
dral Corporation. 


The Secretary moved that in accordance with Rule 17, Paragraph 2, of 
The Rules of Order, the following persons be declared elected by acclama- 
tion in view of the fact that they were unopposed for their respective 
offices: the Reverend George W. Cummings, Secretary of Convention; Betty 
Connelly, Director of Canterbury, Irvine; Alan Shaw, Director of Canter- 
bury, USC; the Reverend Barbara Mudge, Director of the Corporation of the 
Diocese (3 years); Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr., Director of the Corporation of 
the Diocese (2 years); Mr. Francis S. Banks, Director of the Corporation of 
the Diocese (1 year); Mrs. Mary Liz Bylin, Director of the Corporation of 
the Diocese (3 years). The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President called on the Judge of Elections to instruct the members 
of Convention on voting procedures. The first ballot was then cast. 


The President recognized Mr. William B. Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons. Mr. Rodiger moved the following as a 


second reading. Amend Article VI, Section 15, so that it will read as 
follows: 


Clerical Delegates 


15. Every member of the Clergy in regular standing, who is canonically 
resident in the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat in every Annual or 
Special Meeting of Convention. The right to speak and vote shall belong 
only to each member of the Clergy in regular standing actually and canoni- 
cally a resident of this Diocese, provided the member shall be 

(a) actually settled as a Rector or Assistant Minister, or 


(b) recognized as a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
Diocese, or 


sak: 


(1) as an instructor in some seminary or college, or 
(2) as a Chaplain in the Armed Forces of the United States, or 
’ (3) as a full-time officer, agent, or employee of General Conven- 
tion, the Executive Council (or a Department thereof) canonically res- 
dent in this Diocese, or 
(4) as a full-time officer or employee of the Diocese or of an 
institution of the Diocese (Canon XXIV). 


Canonical residence shall date from ordination within the Diocese, or 
from the date of acceptance of Letters Dimissory by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese. 


A competent member of the Clergy once entitled to a seat and vote, 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the func- 
tions of office by age or infirmity, or by being temporarily without 
charge; provided that the latter reason shall not apply to a member exclu- 
sively engaged in secular work. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following as a first reading. Amend Article VI, 
Section 15, of the Constitution so as to add the following language follow- 
ing (c) (4) which will read as follows: 


eee OF 


(d) not presently engaged in ecclesiastical employment, provided that 
the Ecclesiastical Authority is satisfied that the member of the Clergy 
continues to use reasonable opportunities for the exercise of the office to 
which ordained, and also provided that the member of the Clergy shall 
report such exercises of office in writing to the Ecclesiastical Authority, 
in the manner prescribed by the Ecclesiastical Authority. When the deci- 
sion is made by a Bishop, it shall be with the advice and consent of the 
Standing Committee. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger presented the following as a first reading and recommended 
no action. Amend Article VI, Section 15, of the Constitution so that the 
second paragraph will read: 


...The Canonical residence of a member of the Clergy shall date from 
approval of candidacy for ordination within the Diocese, or from the date 
of acceptance of Letters Dimissory by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese ... 


The Bishop recommended further consideration on this matter and possible 
reconsideration by Convention. 


Mr. Rodiger presented the following and recommended no action. Amend 
Article VI, Section 16 of the Constitution, so as to delete the present 
language and replace it with the following language: 


Lay Delegates 


16. The Lay Members shall consist of Delegates chosen in proportion to 
the average attendance reported by the congregation for the four key 
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Sundays on the Parochial Report for the previous year. Each Parish or 
Mission in Union with Convention shall be entitled to at least one lay 
delegate. Those Parishes and Missions reporting an average attendance 
(based on an average of the four key Sundays) of 101 to 200 will have two 
lay delegates, from 201 to 300, 3, from 301 to 400, 4, and additional at 
the same proportion. If a Parish or Mission does not hold services on a 
key Sunday, then it may petition the Ecclesiastical Authority for permis- 
sion to substitute an average of three immediately preceding years' same 
key Sundays for the key Sunday that is missing. The Lay Delegates from 
each parish and mission shall be chosen by the qualified voting members of 
that congregation, or by the Vestry or Bishop's Committee thereof, as 
Parish or Mission By-Laws may determine; provided, that no person shall be 
competent to serve as a Lay Delegate, who has not been a qualified voter of 
the congregation represented during the six calendar months prior to 
election. Each Parish or Mission may at its discretion elect Alternate 
Delegates who shall have the same qualifications. Each Parochial Mission 
established in accordance with Canon II and reporting its membership to the 
diocese separately from the membership of the sponsoring parish and not 
included in its count, shall be entitled to lay delegates to the same 
extent and elected in the same manner as a Mission in Union with the 
Convention. Each Mission recognized by the Bishop and not in union with 
Convention shall be entitled to one Lay Delegate chosen by its members. 
The Diocesan Cathedral, if not otherwise a Parish or Mission, shall be 
entitled to Lay Delegates to the Convention if and as provided by the 
Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles respecting the Diocesan Cathedral; 
provided, however, that such Canon shall not provide for election of a 
number of Lay Delegates of the Diocesan Cathedral in excess of the number 
to which it would be entitled if it were a Parish in union with Convention. 


The matter was referred back to the Commission on Constitution and Canons 
for further study. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following as a first reading. Amend Articles 
XV, Section 33 of the Constitution so that it will read as follows: 


THE DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION 
Deputies to be Elected 


33. At the Annual Meeting of Convention held nearest January first of 
the year next preceding the year in which the regular meeting of the 
General Convention is held, there shall be elected four Clerical and four 
Lay Deputies, who shall represent this Diocese in the said General Conven- 
tion and who shall continue in office until their successors are elected. 
The Clerical Deputies shall be Presbyters or Deacons, actually and canoni- 
cally resident within the Diocese at the time of election and thereafter, 
and the Lay Deputies shall be resident communicants of some Parish or 
Mission within its limits, in union with the Convention or recognized by 
the Ecclesiastical Authority. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following as a first reading. Amend Article XX, 
Section 44 of the Constitution so that it will read as follows: 
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Vote by Orders 


44. The election shall be made in the following manner: the Clergy and 
the Laity shall vote by orders, and the election shall be by ballot. If 
two-thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote be present, and two-thirds of 
all the Parishes and Missions entitled to vote be represented, then a 
majority of each order present shall determine a choice. If such two- 
thirds of the Clergy, Parishes and Missions be not present, two-thirds of 
the votes of each order present shall be necessary to determine a choice. 


Mr. Rodiger subsequently withdrew the motion for the time being, to be 
reconsidered later in the Convention. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following. Amend Canon V, Section 5.01 (e.), so 
that it will read as follows: 


Election of a Rector 


After compliance with the foregoing procedure, the election of a 
Rector shall require a two-thirds affirmative vote of the full authorized 
lay membership of the Vestry. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following. Amend Canon XXIII, Sections 23.00 
and 23.01, so that they will read as follows: 


The Archivist/Historiographer of the Diocese 
DUTIES 


23.00. It shall be the duty of the Archivist/Historiographer to 
obtain, prepare, and preserve all special, historical, and biographical 
matter, printed or manuscript, pertaining to the Diocese, its Parishes, 
Missions, institutions, and undertakings. 


The Archivist/Historiographer shall also, from time to time, as 
may be directed by Bishop or by Convention, furnish material or data to be 
used for purposes that will further the interest of the Church and will 
assist in the preparation of historical papers. 


The Archivist/Historiographer shall present a report at each 
Annual Meeting of Convention. 


MAY APPOINT ASSISTANTS 


23.01. The Archivist/Historiographer shall, with the approval of the 
Bishop, have power to appoint assistants, who shall be confirmed communi - 
cants of the Church in good standing and may be members of the Laity. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr., Chair of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions. He spoke regarding the expeditious handling of resolu- 
tions on the Second Day of Convention and gave notice that he would move 
suspension and substitution of Rule 6 of the Rules of Order. 
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The Secretary moved that the Reports of work of the Program Groups, 
Regions, Commissions, Committees, Institutions, Organizations and Schools 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of 
Convention, published as Volume II, Part 3, of The Journal, and distributed 
in the convention packet to be received by title at this Meeting of Conven- 
tion. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President called on the Reverend Canon George Regas, Rector of All 
Saints' Parish in Pasadena and Chair of the Commission on Ministry, to give 
its report, which appears elsewhere in The Journal. He presented his 
report by title. A motion to accept the report was made, seconded and 
carried. 


At 3:45 p.m., following the singing of a hymn, the President called a 
fifteen minute recess. 


The President recognized the Program Group on Mission Congregations. 
Following a video presentation on the Mission Congregations of the Diocese, 
the Reverend Barbara Mudge recognized the congregations whose mission dues 
had been paid in full. Representatives of these congregations stood to the 
applause of the Convention. 


The President called on the Reverend Canon Richard Van Horn, President 
of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. He presented his report by 
title. The complete report of the Standing Committee appears elsewhere in 
The Journal. 


The Meeting of Convention voted to regard its earlier action on 
Article VI, Section 15, regarding Clerical Delegates, which is printed 
earlier in these Minutes as amended, as the First Reading so that the 
change must be presented to the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of Convention 
for a second reading and vote. 


The President called on the Judge of Elections to report on the First 
Ballot, results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The Second 
Ballot was then taken. 


The President recognized Mr. Rodiger, Chair of the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons, who returned to the Proposed Amendment to the 
Constitution, Article XX, Section 44 regarding a Change of Time Period in 
Residence for Clergy Eligibility in a Vote for the Election of a Bishop 
(First Reading). (This proposed amendment is printed in full earlier in 
these Minutes). He again made the Committee's original motion to amend the 
Article, which was seconded and carried. 


_ _ The President called upon Mr. Stephen Miller, representing the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific. His report on the work of the School was 
warmly received. 


The President recognized the Secretary, who moved the following: 
WHEREAS , this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church 

in the Diocese of Los Angeles recognizes with regret the absence from 

its fellowship of the Right Reverend Francis Eric Bloy, D.D., S.T.D.; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assure him or its 
prayers and best wishes for a speedy recovery. 
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The motion was seconded and carried. 
The Secretary then moved the following: 


WHEREAS , this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention recognizes 
with regret the absence from its fellowship of Canon Janice Rusack; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention sends her 
greetings and best wishes. 


The motion was seconded and was approved by acclamation. 
The Secretary moved the following: 


WHEREAS, during this past year the following Presbyters of our Diocese have 
resigned their cures on attainment of retirement age or disability: 
the Reverend Fathers John Ashey, Robert Cornelison, Keith Landis, John 
Noble, John Edwards, Everett Simson and Robert Worster; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles hereby expres- 
ses to them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for their 
devotion and years of service to our Lord and for their comradeship in 
the Church and wishes them well in the days before them, praying that 
their health and happiness may abound and that they may long enjoy 
fellowship in Ministry with us.

The motion was seconded and the resolution approved by acclamation. 


The President recognized Mrs. Benjamin Short, President of the Episco- 
pal Church Women of the Diocese of Los Angeles (ECW). The complete report 
of work of the ECW is printed elsewhere in The Journal. Mrs. Short was 
warmly received by the Convention. 


The Suffragan Bishop, the Right Reverend Oliver Bailey Garver, Jdr., 
led a service of prayer for the evening at 5:40 p.m., after which Conven- 
tion recessed. 


The Convention Dinner was held in the Marquis Ballroom of the Los 
Angeles Airport Marriott Hotel at 7:15 p.m. Mr. William Doulos, Executive 
Director of the Genesis Project, was the keynote speaker at the dinner. 
His speech is printed in its entirety elsewhere in The Journal. 


Second Day 


The morning of the second day of the Annual Meeting of the Ninety- 
fourth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles began with 
the Holy Eucharist in the Marquis Ballroom of the Los Angeles Airport 
Marriott Hotel, Los Angeles, California at 8:30 a.m. Bishop Borsch pre- 
sided and delivered the homily. The Necrologist of the Diocese, the 
Reverend H. Belfield Hannibal, offered prayers at the intercessions, for 
the departed Bishops of the Diocese of Los Angeles, other Bishops of the 
Episcopal Church who died in the past year, recently deceased clergy and 
lay leaders of the diocesan community. 
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After a brief recess, Bishop Borsch delivered his Convention Address, 
which, with his homily, is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


After a brief recess, Convention reconvened. The President recognized 
the Judge of Elections, who reported on the Second Ballot, the results of 
which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The Third Ballot was cast. 


The President recognized the Reverend Canon Bruce MacPherson, who 
began the report on Adelante 2000. Results of the initial congregational 
planning process were summarized by Mr. William E. Lindsay of St. Wilfrid's 
Parish, Huntington Beach, who was followed by representatives of three 
congregations. 


The President recognized the Secretary, who presented the following 
resolution: 


WHEREAS, St. Margaret's School, San Juan Capistrano, California has made 
application to become a Diocesan Institution; and 


WHEREAS, the Corporation of the Diocese has reviewed the financial 
condition of St. Margaret's School and found it to be acceptable; and 


WHEREAS, the Chancellor has reviewed the Articles of Incorporation and 
By-Laws of St. Margaret's School and has made a number of revisions to 
conform to the Corporation Law of California, the desires of the 
School and the Diocese, and the Canons and has approved the Articles 
and By-Laws with these changes; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that subject to adoption of articles and by-laws 
in the form approved by the Chancellor, this Annual Meeting of the 
Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
approve the application of St. Margaret's School as an Institution of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The resolution was moved, seconded and carried. 


The President recognized Mrs. Daniel Connelly and the Reverend M. 
Gregory Richards, Diocesan Representatives for the Presiding Bishop's Fund 
for World Relief. They addressed a plan for regional coordination of 
promoting the Fund in the Diocese. They recognized the Reverend Canon 
Richard I. S. Parker, who ended eight years of leadership for the Fund in 
the Diocese in August after raising nearly $1.5 million. They also recog- 
nized the Reverend David Duncan, who spoke on behalf of a new "child" of 
the Fund, Episcopal Migration Ministries, which he coordinates in the 
Diocese. 


The President recognized the Reverend Jose Carlo, Hispanic Missioner 
of the Diocese, for his report. He announced "adios" to the successful ly 
completed "five year plan" and the inception of a second plan. A complete 
report appears elsewhere in rhe Journal. 


At 12:05 p.m., following Noonday Prayers, the Convention recessed for 
unch. 


Convention reconvened at 1:35 p.m. with the singing of a hymn. 
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The President recognized the youth of the Diocese, particularly 
"Fred's Flyers", who served as pages for this Meeting of Convention. One 
of the young people, Mr. Jared Hughes, spoke on behalf of the Program Group 
on Youth. "Fred's Flyers" were greeted with a standing and resounding 
ovation by the Convention. 


+ The President recognized the Judge of Elections who reported on the 
Third Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
The Fourth Ballot was cast. 


The President recognized the Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. Francis S. 
Banks, who spoke on the current budget, the importance of audits to congre- 
gations, increased premiums in group medical insurance, and the need to 
honor the 1% giving plan to support seminaries. Details of the Treasurer's 
report and audit certificates are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President recognized Ms. Mitties McDonald DeChamplain who chairs 
the Budget and Stewardship Committee of Diocesan Council and who presented 
the Program and Budget for 1990, which is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
The Program and Budget were moved, seconded and carried after some 
discussion. 


The President recognized the Secretary who moved the following: 


WHEREAS, this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles recognizes with regret the absence from 
its fellowship of the Reverend John Ferstead, Rector of St. Michael's 
Parish, Riverside, who is undergoing treatment for cancer; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assure him of 
its prayers and send wishes for a speedy convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 


The President recognized Mr. Rodiger, Chair of the Committee on Rules 
of Order. He moved that the Rules of Order be amended as follows: 


Amend Rule 5 so that it will read as follows: 


RULE 5 
Division of Question 


If a question under consideration contains several distinct proposi- 
tions, the same may be divided on the request of any member, subject to the 
decision of the Presiding Officer that the division can be made. If objec- 
tion is made to such division a motion to divide may be put before the 
Meeting of Convention. When a motion for division is made, the mover must 
specify the manner in which it is desired that the question be divided. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 
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Amend Rule 6 so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 6 


Speaking 


No member may speak more than once on the same question, nor longer 
than fifteen minutes. By consent of three-fourths of the members, the 
Convention may grant leave to a member to speak a second time on the same 
question, but no longer than ten minutes. The chairperson of a Committee, 
or the mover of a resolution, presenting a report, shall be permitted an 
opening and closing speech on every question submitted for action, but not 
to exceed ten minutes for each speech, unless special leave be given by the 
Meeting of Convention to extend the time. 


A member desiring to make a nomination shall rise and receive the 
recognition of the Presiding Officer before naming the candidate. A member 
may speak for not longer than two minutes, when nominating a candidate for 
election to any office. 


After a resolution of substance is moved and seconded, no motion of 
any kind is in order for a period of six minutes, or until no member wishes 
to speak, whichever comes first. During such period no member shall speak 
more than three minutes. The Presiding Officer shall alternatively recog- 
nize speakers in favor of and opposed to the resolution, if any. 


Amend Rule 7 so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 7 
Members must Vote 


Every member present shall vote, whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Meeting of Convention on account of being personally inter- 
ested in the result, or for other cause. 


Amend RULE 9 by striking it altogether since it bears upon a voting 
proceedure which was abandoned many years ago. This action contemplates 
that all of the remaining Rules will be renumbered in accordance with the 
omission of Rule 9. 


Amend Rule 13 so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 13 
Points of Order 


When a member is called to order by the Presiding Officer, or by 
another member rising to a point of order, that member shall immediately 
yield the floor unless permitted to explain. All questions of order shall 
be determined by the Presiding Officer; but any member may appeal from the 
decision of the Presiding Officer, and on such appeal no member may speak 
more than once without leave of the Meeting of Convention. 
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Amend Rule 14 so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 14 


Changing Rules 


The prescribed Order of Business may be departed from and any Rule of 
Order may be suspended or changed at any time by unanimous consent of the 
members of the Meeting of Convention present. If notice of intention to 
propose such departure, suspension or change is given at the first session 
of a Meeting of Convention, the departure, suspension or change may be made 
at a subsequent session by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


Amend Rule 16 so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 16 
Committee on Rules of Order 


The President of Convention may appoint a Standing Committee on Rules 
of Order. All proposed changes in the Rules of Order shall be referred to 
such Committee, if appointed, for consideration and report. When questions 
of order are raised, which are not provided for by these rules, the Presi- 
dent may refer such questions to the Committee on Rules of Order for their 
opinion. Robert's Rules of Order shall be the parliamentary guide in all 
cases not provided for in the foregoing rules. 


Amend Rule 21, sub-section a., so that it will read as follows: 
RULE 21 
Order of Business 


The Order of Business of a Meeting of Convention shall be consistent 
with The Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles and the 
following provisions: 


a. The Presiding Officer shall call the Meeting of Convention to order 
and the Secretary of Convention, under the direction of the Presiding Offi- 
cer, shall announce a quorum in accordance with Canon X, Sec. 10.00. ... 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger yielded the floor to Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr., Chair of the 
Committee on Resolutions, who moved the following: 


RESOLVED, that the requirement set forth in Rule 20 of the Rules of Order 
of the Meeting of Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles that a 
resolution likely to involve debate be filed seventy (70) days before 
the opening session of Convention be suspended for the purposes of 
allowing the consideration of the resolutions entitled “Women's Right 
of Choice" and "South African Church Support" by this Meeting of 
Convention. 
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The motion was seconded and carried. Mr. Tucker then moved: 


RESOLVED that Rule 6 of the Rules of Order of the Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles be suspended for the purpose of this Meeting of Conven- 
tion and that the following rules be substituted therefor: 


1. Discussion on any resolution shall be limited to no more than ten 
minutes unless by a simple majority vote of the Meeting of Convention 
the time is extended. 


2. The ten minute period shall be divided as follows: 
a. Proposer of the resolution shall have up to three 
minutes for opening remarks and up to one minute for 
closing remarks. 
b. Each speaker shall have up to two minutes to 
speak. 
c. At the sooner of nine minutes or when no member 
desires to speak, the Chair shall call on the pro- 
poser for closing remarks. 


3. After the proposer's opening remarks, the Chair shall alternately 
recognize speakers opposed to and in favor of the resolution. 


4. Except for an amendment to a resolution by a proposer or acceptable 
to a proposer, no motion of any kind is in order for a period of six 
minutes. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections who reported on the 
Fourth Ballot. The results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
The Fifth Ballot was cast. 


The President recognized Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr. of All Saints' Parish 
in Beverly Hills, Chair of the Committee on Resolutions. Mr. Tucker 
thanked members of the Committee for their work. For the Committee, solely 
to place resolutions before the Meeting of Convention, Mr. Tucker moved the 
following resolution: 


TITHING 


WHEREAS, the following resolution was adopted by the 69th General Conven- 
tion at its meeting in July, 1988: 


RESOLVED, the House of Bishops concurring, that we the members of 
this 69th General Convention of the Episcopal Church affirm the 
fhe as the minimum standard of giving for Episcopalians; and be 
it further 


RESOLVED, that we the deputies and bishops of this Convention do 
hereby affirm through our signatures that we are tithing, or that 
we have adopted or will adopt a plan to tithe within the next 
three years; and be it further 


RESOLVED, that we do call all members of the Church to join us in 


accepting the tithe as the minimum standard of Christian giving; 
and be it further 
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RESOLVED, that the Secretary of Convention be directed to prepare 
and distribute signatory pages for bishops and deputies of each 
diocese signifying their commitment to the tithe as the minimum 
standard of giving; and be it further 


RESOLVED, that the Secretary be directed to collect the signa- 
tures with this resolution and publish the list of signatures in 
the journal; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles concurring, that the 
tithe be affirmed as the standard of giving for Episcopalians; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Lay Delegates, Clergy and Bishops do hereby 
pledge ourselves to tithe, or to work towards tithing, as the standard of 
our own giving and of our witness in the world; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that we do call parish and mission congregations to 
join us in accepting the biblical tithe as the standard of Christian 
giving. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
DELINQUENT PAROCHIAL REPORTS 


WHEREAS, Canon 1.6 of the Episcopal Church requires all congregations to 
submit to their dioceses parochial reports by February 1 of each year and 
the dioceses to the national church by March 1; and 


WHEREAS, the national church provides computer service to produce print- 
ready statistical information contained in the parochial reports and 


published each year in the Journal of Convention; and 


WHEREAS, as an incentive for the timely submission of the parochial re- 
ports, the national church makes no charge for the computer service to 
those dioceses submitting reports on time and an increasing charge to those 
submitting reports late; and 


WHEREAS, approximately thirty percent of the congregations of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles submit parochial reports late, causing the Diocese to pay 
$1,000 to $1,200 unnecessarily; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Treasurer of the Diocese be instructed 
to charge those congregations submitting their parochial reports after 
February 1 for the cost incurred by the Diocese because of the late submis- 
sion of parochial reports, apportioning the cost equally among the delin- 
quent congregations. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
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FINANCIALLY TROUBLED PARISHES 


WHEREAS, the Apostle Paul has given us the principle of equality in writing 
to the Church at Corinth: "I do not mean that others should be eased and 
you burdened, but that as a matter of equality your abundance at the 
present time should supply their want, so that their abundance may supply 
your want, that there may be equality." (II Corinthians 8:13f), and 


WHEREAS, the Apostle exhorted the Galatians, “Bear one another's burdens, 
and so fulfill the law of Christ," (Galatians 6:2), and 


WHEREAS, the Bishop, as shepherd of the Diocese is concerned for the 
well-being of all congregations and is the symbol of unity with one 
another; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that any parish in financial difficulty be urged 
to be in consultation with the Bishop for negotiating a plan to resolve its 
financial difficulties as well as to restore the congregation to a position 
of health; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Treasurer of the Diocese notify the Bishop of 
any parish unable to meet its financial obligations, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Bishop or his representative meet with the 
Rector and Vestry of said parish for the purpose of assisting them with a 
plan to restore them to a sound fiscal and spiritual basis. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
AUDIT REPORT 


WHEREAS, the Canons of both the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States and the Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles provide that each parish is 
required to conduct an audit of its financial records on an annual basis; 
and 


WHEREAS, the vestry of each parish are the directors of the parish corpora- 
tion and, as such, may be found liable under the California Civil Law for 
breach of their directorial duties for failing to comply with the Church's 
Canons; and 


WHEREAS, a systematic, regular and routine annual audit established as part 
of the on-going business of the church is a sign of good business practice; 
and 


WHEREAS, , _ an annual audit will assist the vestry and other members of the 
parish in maintaining an adequate accounting system and good fiscal con- 
trol; and 


WHEREAS, the Church's Canons do not require the services of a Certified 
Public Accountant, Public Accountant or professional person, outside of the 
membership of the parish to conduct the audit, provided however, an inde- 
pendent Audit Committee is appointed which does not include the Rector, 
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Treasurer or any member of the parish with responsibility over the finan- 


aia records of the parish or members of those person's immediate families; 
an 


WHEREAS, the failure to conduct an annual audit and submit the audit report 
to the Diocese by September lst of each year is an act which may be found 
to be in deliberate disobedience of the rules of the Church and an act of 
irresponsibility by the members of the vestry; and 


WHEREAS , there are three separate notices of delinquency sent at monthly 
intervals as a reminder of the importance of the audit; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that those parishes that have not performed an 
audit for the past calendar year be ordered to submit an audit to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that those parishes and missions that do not have a 
current audit report on file with the Treasurer of the Diocese be ineligi- 
ble for financial assistance in the form of grants or loans from the 
Diocese. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
1991 FUNDING FOR CASA RUSACK 


WHEREAS, the Ninety-first Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles (1986) approved a resolution which calls the Diocese and its 
Regions to develop programs to identify and encourage the considerations of 
priestly vocations amongst women and racial or ethnic minorities; and 


WHEREAS, this same resolution resolved that the Diocese shall work to 
develop the resources to provide appropriate financial assistance to those 
who might otherwise not consider the possibilities of the priesthood 
because of the long and costly educational preparation that precedes 
ordination; and 


WHEREAS, the empowerment and training of hispanic lay leaders as a means of 
identifying and raising vocations is a crucial task facing the entire 
Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS, the Ninety-second Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles (1987), affirmed its support of Casa Rusack and its program as a 
vital means of developing and extending hispanic ministries within the 
Diocese; and 


WHEREAS, the Ninety-third Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles (1988), enthusiastically endorsed the Second Five Year Plan for 
Hispanic Ministries, Extendiendo los Brazos, Casa Rusack being an integral 
part of this plan; and 


WHEREAS, the hispanic population within the boundaries of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles has more than doubled since 1987, and the need for trained 
hispanic lay leaders and the raising of vocations to the priesthood is 
extremely important to minister to these brothers and sisters in our midst; 
and

WHEREAS, Casa Rusack's funding for the last three years by grants from the 
Cathedral Corporation, VIM and Province VIII, will end in 1990; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles direct Diocesan 
Council to earnestly consider funding Casa Rusack in the amount of $60,000 
in the 1991 Budget of this Diocese. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


WHEREAS, the Diocese of Los Angeles has a unique opportunity to spread the 
word of Christ among our youth through the private schools located within 
this Diocese affiliated with or operating in any way under the name of the 
Episcopal Church or any of its institutions (hereafter called "Episcopal 
Schools"); and 


WHEREAS, this Meeting of Convention wishes to strengthen this resource 
particularly as part of its activities in the Decade of Evangelism begin- 
ning in 1990; and 


WHEREAS, the National Association of Episcopal Schools (NAES) has empha- 
sized that the "main difference between a public school and the parish day 
school is the intentionally religious character of the latter" and has 
suggested that all such "schools should publish in their bulletin or 
handbook for parents a statement saying that all parents must expect their 
children to participate fully in the worship services of the school and to 
receive regular religious instruction in the classroom"; and 


WHEREAS, the Diocesan Commission on Schools is to be commended for the fine 
effort it has made to encourage all Episcopal Schools (both diocesan and 
parish day schools) to comply with the suggestion of the NAES; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that it is the sense of this Annual Meeting of 
the Ninety-fourth Convention that the Diocese of Los Angeles make a serious 
effort to be certain that all Episcopal Schools conduct Christian religious 
education on a regular weekly basis in accordance with the doctrine and 
worship of Christ as this Church has received them; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the sense of this Meeting of Convention 
that the responsibility and authority of the Diocesan Commission on Schools 
should be expanded from just parish day schools (as is the case at present) 
to all Episcopal Schools; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is recommended that the Bishop of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles establish and appoint a temporary committee to 
report to him its recommendations as to how this program might be effec- 
tively implemented within the Diocese. In particular this committee should 
consider whether there is any need for strengthening the role and composi- 
tion of the Commission on Schools, if so how it might be accomplished and 
any changes that would be required in the Canons and actual practice of the 
Diocese. 
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After discussion, the Reverend Canon Richard Van Horn moved to refer the 
matter to the Diocesan Commission on Schools. The motion to refer was 
seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
ECUMENICAL COOPERATION 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church and the Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America encourage cooperation between denominations except where doctrine 
and conscience prohibit; and 


WHEREAS, there already exists between our two church bodies Interim Eucha- 
ristic Fellowship; and 


WHEREAS, plans are in motion to supersede this interim fellowship with full 
intercommunion; and 


WHEREAS, previous Lutheran/Episcopal dialogue documents encourage us to 
utilize new and existing facilities to further local joint efforts at 
ministry and mission; and 


WHEREAS, costs for land and construction continue to escalate; and 


WHEREAS, the principles of Christian stewardship encourage us to avoid 
duplication of time, energy and financial resources; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the appropriate agencies concerned with 
congregational planning for our local Episcopal jurisdiction be encouraged 
to consult with the appropriate jurisdiction of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America for the implementation of joint ministry and mission 
strategies, particularly: 


a) in evolving urban and inner-city environments where congregations and 
facilities already exist; and 


b) in new and rapidly developing areas of our jurisdictions with regard to 
purchasing property, construction of facilities and other efforts 
associated with starting new congregations; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles endorse such plan- 
ning toward joint development and direct the appropriate agencies of this 
Diocese to proceed with this work and consultation. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
YOUTH REPRESENTATION 
WHEREAS, youth of the Episcopal Church are vital, active, and creative 
members of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, whose important 


contributions now and in the future should be recognized, and 


WHEREAS, on issues which face the Church now and in the future, the opin- 
ions and input of our young people are essential, and 
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WHEREAS, in several other dioceses of the Church, young people have the 
opportunity for acknowledgment of their views; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles instruct the Commit- 
tee on Constitution and Canons to propose the appropriate canonical changes 
to insure that young people will have seat and voice at all future meetings 
of Convention in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
CONVENTION DELEGATE REPRESENTATION 


WHEREAS, the current system for determining the number of delegates to our 
Convention has been in effect since 1946; and 


WHEREAS, there have been many changes within the Church since that time 
involving. the designations of "members", "communicants" and “confirmed 
communicants"; and 


WHEREAS, some of our Parishes and Missions have had difficulty in determin- 
ing the number of delegates to which they are entitled and have suggested 
alternative ways of selecting delegate representations; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles request the Bishop 
to appoint a special committee to investigate and make recommendations 
relating to the system whereby we compute delegate representation for 
Convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
NUCLEAR DETERRENCE 
BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of 
the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm and endorse the statement: 


"We conclude that nuclear deterrence is a position that cannot receive the 
church's blessing." 


The motion was seconded. A standing vote was counted: 248 voting aye and 
204 voting no. The motion carried. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections, who reported on the 
results of the Fifth Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in 
The Journal. The Sixth Ballot was cast. 


Mr. Tucker continued on behalf of the Committee on Resolutions and 
solely to place resolutions before the Convention, he moved: 


EARTH DAY 


WHEREAS, God the Creator, has given as His gift to humankind the planet 
earth to have in trust as home and habitat; and

WHEREAS, God bids us be faithful stewards of this our island home; and 


WHEREAS, each person has, accordingly, a responsibility to till and care 
for this garden; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles observe April 22nd 
as Earth Day 1990 in keeping and concord with many churches and organiza- 
tions throughout the World; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that each and every congregation, in this Diocese, 
be commended on the Sunday of April 22nd, 1990 to pay special attention to 
the propers and prayers for the creation, and stewardship of the earth and 
the care of the environment. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
AMERICAN FLAG DISPLAY 


WHEREAS, the flag of the United States of America is a symbol of freedom to 
tens of millions of people throughout the world; and 


WHEREAS, the flag represents the nation of which this Church is a part; and 


WHEREAS, the display of the national emblem in church buildings and places 
of worship is a common practice throughout much of the Anglican Communion; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the display of the flag of the United States 
of America on Diocese, parish and mission property is hereby commended by 
this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the display of said flag during worship 
services is recommended to all parishes and missions within this diocese. 


The motion was seconded. A vote by orders, requested by eight persons, 
failed to carry in both orders. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
CHURCH MEMBERSHIP 


WHEREAS, membership in the Episcopal Church in the United States has 
declined markedly in the past decade; and 


WHEREAS, as Christians, one of our duties is to spread the good news and 
make Christians of all; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Bishop of this Diocese, together with 
such committee(s) as he may appoint, prepare for presentation to the 
Meeting of the Ninety-fifth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles (1991), a plan to increase significantly the membership of the 
parishes and missions of this Diocese during the next decade; and that the 
preparation of this plan be given the highest priority during the coming 


year; 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this plan, upon presentation to the Convention, 
be accompanied by such resolutions and amendments to the canons, as may be 
necessary to implement this plan within this Diocese. 


The motion was seconded. After not less than six minutes of debate, the 
Reverend Timothy A. Safford moved to table the motion. The motion to table 
was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
RECTOR'S TENURE 


WHEREAS, accountability of individuals responsible for the operation of any 
organization is generally deemed desirable; and 


WHEREAS, as individuals mature their thoughts, habits and beliefs tend to 
change; and 


WHEREAS, the principles of justice and fairness require that all Chris- 
tians, lay and ordained, be given broad scope to effectively pursue their 
respective ministries; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Committee on Constitution and Canons be 
instructed to prepare appropriate resolutions for consideration by the 
Annual Meeting of Convention in 1991 to implement, subject to such amend- 
ment of the National Canons as may be necessary, the following: 


1. to provide for the termination, without cause, of the services of 
any person serving as Rector without a written contract providing specifi- 
cally to the contrary, on affirmative vote of two thirds of the vestry, 
subject to payment to the Rector of reasonable severance compensation not 
to exceed six months base pay or, alternatively, such reasonably equivalent 
notice period as the vestry may recommend; 

2. to provide for the termination of the services of any Rector or 
other ordained person for cause, without notice, in cases of moral turpi- 
tude or because of conduct believed by the vestry in its sole discretion, 
on : two thirds affirmative vote thereof, to be contrary to Christian 
morals. 

3. to provide that Parishes, upon calling a new Rector, shall contract 
in writing for tenured services on the basis of service for a specified 
term of years, not exceeding seven, subject to periodical renewal by the 
vestry and Rector on such terms as they may agree on; 

4. to provide that upon calling a new Rector, any Parish, as a condi- 
tion of its contract with the Rector, whether the contract is written or 
oral, may discharge the Rector without cause, at any time during the first 
eighteen months of service, upon majority vote of the vestry; and 


BE IT RESOLVED FURTHER, that the Committee on Constitution and Canons 
prepare all such resolutions as are necessary or advisable to amend the 
Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, and, to the extent legally neces- 
sary, to present to such other legislative bodies for consideration and 
vote as may be required, to effectuate the Purposes of said resolutions. 


The motion was seconded. On a vote by orders, requested by eight members 
of Convention, the motion failed to carry. 
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The President temporarily relinquished the Chair to the Suffragan 
Bishop, the Right Reverend Oliver B. Garver, Jr. The Chair recognized the 
Judge of Elections who reported on the Sixth Ballot, the results of which 
are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The Seventh Ballot was cast. 


Bishop Garver recognized Mr. Tucker, who continued the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions, who, for the purpose of putting the matter before 
the Convention, moved the following: 


ABORTION 


WHEREAS, the Sixty-ninth General Convention at its meeting in July, 1988, 
adopted the following resolution: 


RESOLVED, The House of Deputies concurring, That the Sixty-ninth 
General Convention adopt the following statement on childbirth 
and abortion: 


All human life is sacred. Hence, it is sacred from its inception 
until death. The Church takes seriously its obligation to help 
form the consciences of its members concerning this sacredness. 
Human life, therefore, should be initiated only advisedly and in 
full accord with this understanding of the power to conceive and 
give birth which is bestowed by God. 


It is the responsibility of our congregations to assist their 
members in becoming informed concerning the spiritual, physiolo- 
gical, and psychological aspects of sex and sexuality. 


The Book of Common Prayer affirms that “the birth of a child is a 
joyous and solemn occasion in the life of a family. It is also 
an occasion for rejoicing in the Christian community." (p. 440) 
As Christians we also affirm responsible family planning. 


We regard all abortion as having a tragic dimension, calling for 
the concern and compassion of all the Christian community. 


While we acknowledge that in this country it is the legal right 
of every woman to have a medically safe abortion, as Christians 
we believe strongly that if this right is exercised, it should be 
used only in extreme situations. We emphatically oppose abortion 
as a means of birth control, family planning, sex selection, or 
any reason of mere convenience. 


In those cases where an abortion is being considered members of 
this Church are urged to seek the dictates of their consciences 
in prayer, to seek the advice and counsel of members of the 
Christian community and where appropriate the sacramental life of 
this Church. 


Whenever members of this Church are consulted with regard to a 
problem pregnancy, they are to explore, with grave seriousness, 
with the person or persons seeking advice and counsel, as alter- 
natives to abortion, other positive courses of action, including, 
but not limited to the following possibilities: the parents 
raising the child; another family member raising the child; 
making. the child available for adoption. 
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It is the responsibility of members of this Church, especially 
the clergy, to become aware of local agencies and resources which 
will assist those faced with problem pregnancies. 


We believe that legislation concerning abortions will not address 
the root of the problem. We therefore express our deep convic- 
tion that any proposed legislation on the part of national or 
state governments regarding abortions must take special care to 
see that individual conscience is respected, and that the respon- 
sibility of individuals to reach informed decisions in this 
matter is acknowledged and honored; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles reaffirm this 
statement of the Sixty-ninth General Convention of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States on childbirth and abortion. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
CANTERBURY IRVINE FOUNDATION BY-LAWS AMENDMENT 


WHEREAS, the Board of Directors of the Canterbury Irvine Foundation has 
submitted the following amendment to Article III, Section 2 (b) of their 
By-Laws to read: 


",..(b) In addition to the above, there shall be one director 
to be elected by the Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles 
at its Annual Meeting to serve for a three year term. Such 
term shall commence at the close of the Meeting of Convention 
at which the director is elected and the term shall end at 
the close of the Annual Meeting of Convention held three 
calendar years later. Such director may be re-elected, but 
shall not serve in excess of two consecutive terms. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles hereby approve the 
amendment to Article III, Section 2 (b) of the By-Laws of the Canterbury 
Irvine Foundation quoted herein. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
THE USE OF PARISH PROPERTY 


WHEREAS, governments are instituted, amongst other reasons, to establish a 


reasonable order for the conduct of affairs by the community and its 
members; and 


WHEREAS, in the ordinary course of events, the Church should support, and 
encourage support of a system of government which makes allowance for the 
peaceful change by the people of laws not satisfactory to the people; and 
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WHEREAS, throughout history, Christians have, from time to time, felt 
compelled to peacefully violate laws which they believed unjust as a matter 
of principle; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles condemn the use by 
any person of the property of any Parish or Mission to further the viola- 
tion of any duly enacted law, unless the members (as defined in the Canons) 
of such Parish or Mission have, by resolution or by-law, after reasonable 
notice and hearing thereon, approved of the proposed said use of such 
property. 


The motion was seconded. In a vote by orders, requested by eight members 
of Convention, the motion failed to carry unanimously. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
PRIVATE PROPERTY 


WHEREAS, events of the past year have demonstrated that the “socialistic” 
principles long espoused by the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics have, 
in fact, resulted in economic disaster for the peoples of that nation as 
well as their “Eastern Bloc" neighbors; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles endorses the right 
of ownership and control of private property by individuals, subject to 
reasonable regulation for the health and welfare of the community, as 
essential to justice and the development of human freedom. 


The motion was seconded. After not less than six minutes of debate, a 
motion to table the resolution was made, seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker then moved: 
WOMEN'S RIGHT OF CHOICE 
WHEREAS, all life is sacred; and 


WHEREAS, God empowers human beings with the freedom to make choices, and 
with responsibility for those choices; and 


WHEREAS, efforts to deny women safe and legal abortions are cause for grave 
concern; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirms that the 
pregnant woman is the moral agent in the profound and personal decision 
whether or not to terminate a pregnancy; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention is committed to 
renewing efforts throughout the Diocese and the nation to create a society 
in which abortion is less and less a necessary option, and in which the 
quality of life is assured for each child born. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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The President returned to the Chair and recognized the Judge of 
Elections who reported on the Seventh Ballot, which is printed elsewhere in 
The Journal. The Eighth Ballot was then cast. 


The President recognized Mr. Tucker who continued the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions by moving the following: 


SOUTH AFRICAN CHURCH SUPPORT 


WHEREAS, the Archbishop of Cape Town and head of the Anglican Province of 
South Africa, Desmond Tutu, has called for the support of all Christian 
people in the struggle against South African apartheid; and 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church at its 1988 Triennial supported this call and 
passed a resolution supporting economic sanctions against South Africa as 
well as the boycott of Shell Oil; and 


WHEREAS, the Diocese of Los Angeles at its 1985, 1986 and 1987 Conventions 
passed resolutions supporting Archbishop Tutu and calling for economic 
sanctions by foreign countries against South Africa; and 


WHEREAS, the Los Angeles Diocese supports the Office of South African 
Ministries and was founding member of the Southern California Ecumenical 
Task Force on South Africa; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Diocese of Los Angeles continue to 
support Archbishop Tutu and the Church of South Africa in their struggle 
for justice; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Diocese applaud the efforts of the United 
States Government, in conjunction with the United Nations, to resolve the 
issue of the independence of Namibia from South Africa and to safeguard the 
security and independent economic development of Namibia. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker then moved: 
RESOLUTION ON EL SALVADOR 


WHEREAS, the Presiding Bishop, together with the leaders of eight other 
national denominations, has declared Outrage over the deliberate and 
calculated campaign by government forces in £1 Salvador to intimidate and 
harass the churches of that beleaguered country; and 


WHEREAS, El Salvadoran churches of all denominations, their refugee cen- 
ters, hospitals, clinics and social ministries to the poor are being 
systematically threatened, harassed and brutalized; and 


WHEREAS, the priest, lay assistant and people of the Episcopal Church in 
San Salvador have been arrested, jailed and beaten, and their ministries 
for the poor have been stopped; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles stands in solidarity 
with the churches of E1 Salvador in their work to bring relief and comfort 
to the recent victims of the war in that country, and calls for the release 
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from custody of the Reverend Luis Serrano and the thirteen Episcopal Church 
workers held by the National Guard; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention calls on our Presi- 
dent and the Congress to reorder their priorities to bring an end to the 
armed conflict in El Salvador, use their considerable power and influence 
to achieve a negotiated peace, and to withhold all military aid until the 
murderers of the six ‘Jesuit priests are brought to justice and civil 
liberties are returned to the churches and dissident groups of £1 Salvador. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
DEMAND FOR ACCOUNTING 


WHEREAS, it has been widely reported within the last ten days that one or 
more American citizens in £1 Salvador acting under the auspices of, and 
funded by, various church groups in the United States, may have been 
involved in activities contrary to the laws of the United States; and 


WHEREAS, the said citizens are alleged to have smuggled, hidden and distri- 
buted military weapons for the benefit of Soviet backed rebels in El 
Salvador who are attempting to overthrow by force the legitimately elected 
government of El] Salvador; and 


WHEREAS, the Soviet backed rebel forces, using said weapons and similar 
weapons, have instituted a reign of terror against innocent civilians, 
occupying their homes and using them as shields against the legitimate 
government, thus causing the death of thousands; and 


WHEREAS, funds provided by this Church may have been used to support those 
who are aiding the Soviet backed rebel forces in their murderous tactics; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles demands an immediate 
accounting from the Presiding Bishop of this Church and from the National 
Office of this Church, of any funds directly or indirectly provided by the 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, or any subdivision or 
unit thereof, which may have been used to acquire, transport, store or 
distribute arms or ammunition for or to rebels in El Salvador. 


The motion was seconded but failed to carry. 


The President appointed Canon R. Bradbury Clark as the Chancellor of 
the Diocese and Messrs. Clarence E. Fleming, Jr.; William B. Rodiger; and 
John A. Tucker, Jr. as Vice-Chancellors. 


The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this Meeting of 
Convention be dispensed with and that the President and the Chancellor be 
authorized to attest to the accuracy of the Minutes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections, who reported on the 
Eighth Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
The Ninth Ballot was cast. 
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The President recognized the Secretary, who moved, on behalf of the 
Committee on Arrangements, that the Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fifth 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles be held on November 
30th and December lst, 1990, at a location to be announced. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The President entertained a motion that the Meeting of Convention be 
adjourned until June 9, 1990, to be held concurrently with the Special 
Meeting of Convention for the Election of a Suffragan Bishop and for the 
sole purpose of completing elections of Deputies and Alternate Deputies to 
General Convention. The site of the Special Convention is to be announced 
later. The motion was made, seconded and carried. 


The Annual Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in 


the Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned at 5:55 p.m. with a blessing and 
dismissal by the Bishop.

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THE ADDRESS OF 
THE BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
THE RIGHT REVEREND FREDERICK H. BORSCH 
to 
THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
NINETY-FOURTH CONVENTION OF THE CHURCH 
IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 
Saturday, December 2, 1989 


Do you sometimes feel torn between a desire to go it alone and a wish 
to share with others? There is a perspective from which all of life can be 
seen as efforts, on the one hand, to establish identity, independence and 
autonomous freedom, and, on the other hand, the desire for coming together, 
interdependence, mutual accomplishment, belonging, some form of unity. 
Think of your own life. Think of all the efforts you made when you were a 
youngster, and then a teen-ager, to begin to break free from parental 
restrictions and influence. By trial and error, sometimes in painful 
scenes of sulking or angry shouts of refusal and the slamming of doors, or 
with tearful partings, a measure of independence was gradually established. 
For many of us this was followed by diligent efforts to establish economic 
freedom -- one's own apartment and car, separate office space, financial 
control -- even financial power. For some people this quest never seems to 
stop. It is as though total independence and individual freedom were the 
goal of life, which one continuously seeks to maximize. 


For most of us, however, sooner or later we find another impulse 
within ourselves. Even in those teen-age years -- as we are separating 
from our parents and a number of their values, we begin to spend more and 
more time with a special friend or hanging around with a group of friends. 
These friendships make demands on our time and freedoms. We have to give 
up aspects of our own control if our friendships and common endeavors are 
going to work. 


Still later we may know love which brings us to a committed relation- 
ship with another in which we willingly give up a great measure of our 
independence, being pleased to share and sacrifice, often in extraordinary 
ways, as part of another family. Within that relationship we may, of 
course, sometimes feel ourselves chafing, wanting to keep what we regard as 
our own "space," necessary measures of personal control and freedom. Still 
we surrender much independence for the sake of the other and the relation- 
ship. We discover the mystery that we cannot become fully ourselves 
without giving of ourselves. 


For most all of us there are other relationships -- other family, 
friends, colleagues. We band into various forms of community out of shared 
self-interests and sometimes for the care of others. Much recent social 
commentary has suggested that contemporary Americans have lost some of 
their capacity for such community -- that forms of individualism have won 
out over a sense of the common life and of shared common values, especially 
when it comes to caring beyond the immediate family and a small circle of 
friends. There appears to be truth in this judgment as both the political 
right and left seem to be far more concerned with individual economic 
interests or rights and liberties than with the character of communities. 


Viewed from a larger perspective, however, one can imagine the pendu- 
lum will again swing. People have a great need for belonging. Some, in 
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fact, fear that the absence of sound community values could sooner or later 
bring about new forms of totalitarianism. 


What seems most desirable for our lives is being able to achieve 
genuine measures of autonomy and individual freedom, but for which the goal 
is not just individual control and power, but rather an interdependence 
which values mutual commitments and sharing. In his letter to the Romans, 
Paul writes of a form of this experience -- of finding oneself free of the 
compulsiveness of living only for one's own desires and pleasures, and then 
using that freedom to commit to God's purposes of rightness and compassion. 


Indeed, one can see in the history of Christian communities many 
attempts to achieve an interdependence which values and respects both the 
individual life and the awareness that we can only fulfil our individuality 
in relationships and community. Each individual is made in the image of 
God and, loved by God, is to be valued beyond calculation. At the same 
time, each is called by God into community and service of others. This 
was and is the story of the people Israel and is realized in the Christian 
understanding of koinonia -- a community of people, each individual special 
and unique, but called together in such a way that neither being Jew or 
Greek, male or female, slave or free is a bar to full membership in the 
community; that is, ethnicity, gender or economic status do not leave 
anyone with inferior status. 


In the familiar image of the body Paul describes this interdependence 
and equality. All parts of the body need each other. So, if the tooth is 
hurting the whole body can be miserable. If the ear is listening to 
wonderful music, the whole body may dance. 


Our Gospel reading this morning describes a relationship that is still 
more profound. It is the relationship of a parent and the adult child -- 
between Jesus and the one whom he loves and who loves him, a relationship 
of care and mutuality of wills. They not only love each other, but they 
together care in the same ways and together love others. Into this oneness 
-- this life of unity -- Jesus' followers are invited to share. This is 
the Spirit of love, of the Lord God and of the Lord Jesus, which Paul tells 


us, is the same Spirit given to every Christian in their diverse lives and 
ministries. 


Life together; unity in which we give freely of ourselves and so, 
mysteriously and somewhat paradoxically, most realize who we can be as 
individuals. We are fearful and fascinated, perhaps meant in this life to 
know such unity only in partial ways, which yet draw us on. 


: I trust that many of you know and feel the call of such koinonia and 
unity. Perhaps you realize it in family, although one must be careful. As 
vital as our family relationships can be, the family can also become one of 
the most selfish units in society. I often don't like to hear them, but 


the Gospels have some strong things to say to those of us who would give 
our family absolute primacy in our lives. 


I hope many of you know and feel koinonia and unity in your Christian 


communities -- your congregations. Oh, I know -- congregations are imper- 
fect. ; We all know they _are full of the half-hearted and the sometimes 
hypocritical -- the sometimes manipulative and the emotionally needy; in 


other words, people like ourselves. I am sure that is why some drop out or 
do not join us, but I trust you have learned, as I have learned, that it is 
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impossible to be a Christian by oneself. It is not just that we need each 
other when we are weak or low. We also need each other when we are strong 
and well --, in order to give and share of ourselves, becoming most who we 
are as we interdepend and give freely of ourselves. 


In our congregations, within groups in our congregations, I trust all 
of us have known this fulfillment of love -- even if imperfectly in this 
life, yet at times in wondrous surges, human yet more than ourselves, 
enabling us to reach out beyond ourselves, to care for and with others to 
seek to include them. I like to think of us in this Diocese as having more 
than 150 such power stations -- communities in which the unifying charac- 
ter of God's love is growing within and strengthening us with power to 
reach out to others. 


There is, however, another truth we need to be aware of as Christians 
and Episcopalians. There are times when even congregations can begin to 
live unto themselves, defining community and ministry by values which can 
be seen as too much their own: conservative or liberal, older - younger, 
ethnically or in other ways rather homogeneous and alike. Sometimes we 
beat ourselves over the head about this: why are our congregations not 
more diverse? Because of housing and other patterns, few of them are very 
fully representative of the diversity of our society. 


We are not even as good as we should be about this diversity as a 
Diocese, but here we at least have much greater opportunities. It is a 
major reason why we come together in gatherings like this and why the basic 
unit of the Church catholic has always been understood to be the Diocese, 
not the individual parish or congregation. Of course, it is in the congre- 
gation that we most experience ministry and community, but the fullness of 
our potential is realized when we hear each other's different voices, the 
disadvantaged and better-off, those who have less good schools and poor or 
no medical services, and those who are advantaged, conservative and liberal 
of spirit, different races and languages. It is liberation theology which 
has taught us "the hermeneutics of suspicion;" that is, to be suspicious 
of any interpretation of the Bible -- and for that matter every sermon -- 
which comes from a community which does not know poverty and oppression. 
Only through the diversity of our gifts, experiences and ministries can we 
together know the fullness of God's call to us as a people. 


One struggles for the right analogy. As with our nation, some have 
spoken of amelting pot. That image, however, suggests a loss of identi- 
ties, not a sharing of them. Some have, therefore, suggested a mosaic, but 
that analogy seems too static, the pieces touching but otherwise not 
sharing. Another frequent image is the salad. I like that: all kinds of 
colors, tastes and textures; lettuces, broccoli bits, carrots, tomatoes, 
radishes; perhaps some cheese and cucumber. 


Yet some do not find this analogy quite good enough. The different 
ingredients do all come together in one bowl, but they aren't fully commit- 
ted in unity. One could pull out the radishes if one were not so keen on 
them. 


My favorite analogy is that of the stew. Huckleberry Finn once said 
that he didn't like meals that were served with each item separate. Things 
tasted much better, he said, when the juices all swapped around. That's 
true in a good stew: tomatoes, carrots, onions, maybe some beef or lamb, 
potatoes, garlic, rosemary and thyme, a bay leaf, finely chopped parsley, 
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pepper, a bit of stock and tomato sauce. The different ingredients are all 
still quite recognizable. They retain their own identity, but the juices 
have swapped. The sum is more than the parts. 


Although it is in the nature of analogy that no analogy fits perfect- 
ly, I will want to return to the comparison of the Diocese with a stew in a 
few minutes. In the meantime -- while you are perhaps thinking which 
ingredient you or your neighbor is most like -- I wish now to bring our 
attention to another meal which draws us together this morning: a remem- 
bering and anticipation, a thanksgiving and sacrifice, a feeding and 
empowering, both individually and as a community -- in which we become more 
who we are meant to be -- within and as the body of Christ. 


As we continue our preparation for this sharing in the one body, let 
us confess our common faith in the words of the Nicene Creed. 


teh oth Fe te hte Fe et ce t-te Fe OF tk Fe + 
(This part of the Address was given as the Sermon at the Holy Eu- 
on Saturday morning. Following the Eucharist the balance of the 
Address was given at the opening of the business session.) 
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You will recall that at the end of the homily I left us all in a stew 
-- a diocesan stew in which we all retained our identities but we're all in 
the same pot -- flavoring one another and the whole stew together. Prob- 
ably if I were pressed, I do think of some of you as garlic and pepper, 
others as carrots, a few as rosemary, and many -- thank God for you -- as 
meat and potatoes. Bishop Garver and I might be the two bay leaves, 
getting to travel around and touch everything. Yet, again, the analogy is 
not perfect, because we are flavored by you as well as flavoring. 


But what a privilege it is to be able to see the Diocese whole, as it 
were, to see and savor what many of you cannot -- from Santa Barbara, Santa 
Maria and Lompoc to and through the high desert, the Inland Empire, down 
through Laguna Hills, Newport Beach and San Clemente -- up into Long Beach 
and the beach cities, back through the west side and the center city, to 
Compton, Downey, then Alhambra, Pasadena and the San Gabriel Valley. 
Korean, Filipino, Chinese, . Japanese, Cuban, Mexican, Salvadoran and many 
other Hispanics, Black, White, Vietnamese and other Asians, liberal, 
straight, gay, conservative, rich and poor, small and large, traditional- 
ist, charismatic, high church and low and just about anything goes. I mean, 
what's a Bishop to wear? Sometimes what is he to say? In what language? 
The great community organizer, Saul Alinsky, once said, "good luck to the 
guy who tries to organize L.A." He could have said that about the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, but I'm not here talking about Organizing it. Even if one 
could, it would probably be a mistake to organize too tightly. I'm talking 
about experiencing, savoring -- and helping the many parts of the Diocese 
stay in touch with each other, giving each other their flavor, strength- 
ening, supporting, challenging, caring, praying for each other. 


I have been your diocesan Bishop for a year and a half now, and it's 
fair to ask me my impressions. It's fair to ask -- but hard to answer. I 
know that there are two strong and somewhat opposing responses within me. 
One is to tell you that I am in awe of what you are accomplishing in the 
name of Jesus Christ. Two months after Paul Lawson had come to join us as 
our Director of Diocesan Social Ministries, he said to me, "You know, I 
don't think this Diocese even begins to be aware of how much it is doing in 
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terms of care for others." Every congregation has at least some form of 
outreach -- and often a multiplicity of them, visiting the sick and elderly 
and those in prison, feeding the hungry, providing temporary shelter, 
housing and clothes, education, schools, medical services, advocacy to 
those treated unjustly, language classes, assistance to immigrants. 
Numerous community groups meet in our buildings. Cathedral grants have 
helped many congregational programs get started. Money is given to semi- 
naries, world missions, the Presiding Bishop's Fund, college and hospital 
ministries. A number of you are involved in our splendid diocesan agencies 
Ministering to and with the elderly, seamen, abused children, the sick, 
youth at risk and their families. The list could go on. 


"I'm still finding out what all is happening," Paul said. "But a very 
conservative estimate would indicate that $25 million a year is being given 
in terms of goods and services, in advocacy and assistance -- probably a 
lot more. You've got to tell them -- the people of the Diocese. It's a 
great story." 


It is a great story. It's a story with many, many chapters. And part 
of me would be quite content this morning to tell you more of this story of 
worship, devotion, evangelism, compassion and service going on regularly, 
in so many ways throughout our Diocese. 


But that's not the whole story, because a part of me, and I should 
imagine a part of everyone of you, is frustrated. I think sometimes of 
those articles one reads in science magazines about how humans use only a 
small part of their potential brain power. By God, and for God, what more 
we could be doing in terms of education, evangelism and service! What 
potential we aren't using. Far too much energy is still going into intra- 
church complaints about what we don't have or don't like. Too many people 
with unresolved anger problems use the church as their place to vent. Too 
many people with half-hearted faith and uncharged batteries are hardly 
being lights to the world. Some congregations are acting too much like 
clubs rather than power stations. We are lacking in the most solid Chris- 
tian education. 


Which story is true? Well, they are both true, and I wouldn't blame 
you if you said, “Ease up, Bishop. After all, it's human nature we're 
talking about -- a lot which is good and dedicated and a lot which is less 
SOs 


But there still is a part of me that wants to shout, "Pull up your 
socks, you Episcopalian Christians. You are doing so much for God. The 
Holy Spirit can enable you to do so much more. I don't mean working 
yourself to the bone on a lot of activity for activity's sake. I mean 
believing in God and believing in God at work in you -- in us; opening 
ourselves to the Spirit." 


We are entering a decade of evangelism and growth. We have so much to 
offer -- a reasoning, vibrant faith for growing people, which respects 
individuals and offers community, belonging and ministries. A faith which 
does not claim all the answers, but offers something more important: 
through biblical story, sacrament, symbol and song -- through loving God 
with minds and hearts -- a direction we may go in our lives, following 
Jesus the pioneer and forerunner of our faith -- toward God, the source of 
all love and wisdom, and the destiny of the human adventure. 
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Stewardship is at the heart of our faith and evangelism. As individu- 
als and congregations you are very generous, but my friends there is so 
much more to do. In my last ministry at Princeton I used to watch Episco- 
palians -- some of great means, others more moderate -- give significant 
gifts to their university. I grew curious and asked some of them whether 
they ever gave like that to their churches. A few did, but others told me 
no one had ever asked them for major gifts. What is worse no one had ever 
given them a vision -- beyond congregational maintenance and a few small 
programs -- of what the Church could accomplish. That's a shame in another 
way, because few groups in the world are as cost effective as the Church in 
using gifts directly to assist those who most need help. 


I don't want to dwell on stewardship this morning. I only use it as 
an example of what we are already doing but where much more can be done. 
Most of us know what needs to be accomplished to encourage proportional 
giving in our congregations. The Diocese wants to help. Maybe we can 
together most help by giving people a larger vision. 


And certainly the Diocese needs the help of the congregations. Here 
we are -- easily the largest Diocese in the country in terms of population 
and one of the largest in terms of members. Yet we rank low in terms of 
giving to the ministries of the Diocese. That's not just because we are in 
the western states. Other western dioceses do much better. The national 
averages is a little over 20%. Our congregations average about 12 1/2%. 


We are a first-class diocese in terms of size and responsibility, but 
we try to operate as though we were some middle-sized Diocese. To some 
degree infusions from Episcopal endowments help to disguise matters, but 
that in turn deprives the Bishop of the opportunity to be more adventurous 
-- to help new and struggling churches. This is still our biggest weakness 
when it comes to the Mission Share Fund. Too many of us are content to 
keep the Diocesan machinery going instead of looking to new opportunities. 


The Diocese, by your vote, fulfills its pledge to the National Church 
and the Province. Next year, as a result, 35% of the mission share you 
give to the Diocese will go for that purpose. The reason that percentage 
is so high is that it is based on a fixed percentage of what congregations 
take in and spend. That percentage of about 4 1/2% of congregational 
budgets has stayed the same, but as congregations have taken in more, many 
have given proportionally less to the Diocese. 


But I want again to return to the theme of generosity. I know, in 
many cases close at hand, that great stewardship challenges as well as 
opportunities face a number of our congregations. I want the Diocese to 
help. But I think there's a special kind of arithmetic at work here, and 
that the Diocese can most help by enlarging the opportunities for giving. 
I believe that congregations will only begin to fulfil their potential for 
stewardship when they give more away and see themselves as parts of a 
larger whole. 


The good news is that this is happening more and more. I am told that 
many congregations have lifted their Sights and increased their giving -- 
enabling us to fulfil priorities set through the open budgeting process in 
which so many of you participated. We have been able greatly to expand our 
Support of missions, Hispanic ministry, Christian education and youth work. 
I am told that there is a good reason to believe many if not all of the 
opportunities in the hope column of the 1990 budget will be able to be 
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funded. I want especially to commend and thank Mitties deChamplain, Dick 
Van Horn, Jon Bruno and so many others among you, including the regional 
assemblies, who have put so much energy and talent into this nearly year 
long process. I want also to give our special thanks to all the members of 
the Diocesan Council -- that most important body in the ongoing mission of 
the Diocese -- who in this and other areas have given so well of their time 
and talent. 


There are so many individuals throughout the Diocese who deserve 
special thanks today. I wish there were time to single them out one-by- 
one, but I want to pay particular tribute this morning to Doug Vest who 
will be retiring this year as Missioner for Ministry. There are few 
clergy, and for that matter not many congregations, who have not benefited 
from Doug's ministries as counselor, teacher, reconciler, retreat leader, 
writer, and friend. Today as a Diocese we thank him for that service and 
are glad that he will continue in our midst and in many ways, I know, 
continue his ministries. 


Many of you know that as of the middle of next year we will lose 
Bishop Garver's leadership and commitment as Suffragan of our Diocese, 
though he will continue in other roles, as Vice-President of our Province, 
Chaplain at Harvard School and, I'm sure in a number of ways will remain 
helpful to us all. There will be occasion to give special thanks and to 
celebrate his ministries nearer to that time. Today I want to share with 
you my belief that for my ministry and for us all a new Suffragan will be 
needed in this complex Diocese to help share the Episcopal work. I have 
spoken with the clergy, the Diocesan Council and the Standing Committee 
about my wish that we proceed expeditiously to an election on June 9, 
1990. In several ways I might have preferred a different route and to 
spare the Church -- which can become consumed by episcopal elections -- 
another process -- the third in six years. But, as I have consulted with 
many others (the clergy throughout the regions, the Diocesan Council and 
Standing Committee) I have come to believe it is necessary. 


Jenny Ladefoged, of St. Michael and All Angels Parish in Studio City, 
has generously consented to chair a committee to offer us nominees. Each 
region has chosen a representative and together we are selecting others to 
balance the Committee. Jenny gives representation from the Standing 
Committee and Lou Hemmers from the Diocesan Council. A list of the members 
of the Committee (with still several places to fill) will be given to you 
later this morning. 


Also I would like you to have a draft of a description for this 
position on which we have begun to work. We would be very glad to have 
your advice and comments on it. These can be given to Jenny or any member 
of the Committee. This, too, does need to be done expeditiously, however, 
as we would like to publish the description and the full Committee in the 
next Episcopal News and be on our way with a search for the best candi- 
dates. It is a great opportunity for us. 


You will hear in a few minutes how far we have come with Adelante 
2000. Fifteen pilot congregations have used a biblically based planning 
process to look forward, to discover new life in the Spirit for the congre- 
gations. I am in awe of what has happened. I've talked to some old-timers 
around the Diocese who told me that they at first gave a kind of yawn. 
They'd seen planning programs come and go. But they are amazed at what has 
caught on in these congregations -- in terms of plans for evangelism, 
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education, spirituality, stewardship and outreach. We're making slower 
progress with our diocesan planning but the two processes are interdepen- 
dent. What we now are ready to do, as a result of the pilot program, is to 
release the program and energy of adelante 2000 to all the other congrega- 
tions who wish to use all or part of it. 


It's those two stories again. Already we are accomplishing much for 
our Lord. But look out for the Episcopal Church when we really are charged 
up and fully intentional about our God-given potential. 


The Adelante 2000 program is at the core of our planning and hopes for 
the decade of evangelism. In case you haven't noticed, the day is over 
when one could just open the doors of an Episcopal Church and expect 
growth, when one could count on the beauty of worship, congregational 
warmth and pastoral care to draw people in. Those will nurture and 
strengthen people for ministry, but we have to learn much better to share 
our faith -- to communicate the excitement of our Christian lives -- what 
we have found by way of belonging, ministry and new hope. There are 
activities and programs that we know can help us. There are ways to help 
churches grow and to keep their new disciples. Deepening the faith of the 
congregation is the key. Education for adults and children is central. 
Stewardship is a means to stronger faith. People are looking for churches 
that are doing something to help in their communities. We need house 
churches, small groups, Bible study, prayer groups, training classes -- 
along with Sunday worship. And then we need to tell -- to share: with 
friends, neighbors, co-workers. 


There are already resources available. In addition to the earlier 
video on the basics of mission, I am working on a video on evangelism to be 
released early in the year. I have asked Tim Safford to join Jerry Havens 
as co-chairs of our Program Group on Evangelism and Renewal, and with 
Hartshorn Murphy as staff liaison, in full cooperation with adelante 2000, 
to help lead us forward on the decade of evangelism. Look out for the 
Episcopal Church when we really get charged up and fully intentional about 
our God-given potential. 


You have seen in the Episcopal News the plans for the new Diocesan 
Center. In January you will have a video telling you more about all that 
we believe the Center can do to support and further our ministries. I know 
that there have to be concerns about its cost, how we are going to pay for 
it, and where it should fit in our priorities when there are so many needs 
in society and in our Diocese. I want to share with you the quite human 
oe that I have these concerns too. But first let me share again our 
vision. 


A center for ministries -- a sense of being together -- of location -- 
of place, which we haven't had in this Diocese since we lost our Cathedral, 
which maybe we've never had and now will have for the first time. A place 
of beauty. A place of worship and hospitality. A place where all of 
Christian ministry can be seen whole: worship, education, communications, a 
book store, social ministries to the city and for the diocese, services 
provided for all our congregations in youth work, deployment, evangelism, 
stewardship, finances. A place to meet, to share meals, to pray, to hold 
conferences and retreats. ; 


One thing I sometimes think we are a little short of in this Diocese 
is a sense of future. I believe we will be thanked for generations to come 
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for what we, with our oldest congregation of St. Athanasius and St. Paul, 
are beginning to build today. This is our opportunity -- our time. I 
believe future Christians will look back on you -- Episcopalians of the 
early 1990's -- who had the vision and courage to build for the future -- 
to build this Center for Service. 


Is it meant to take the place of a possible new Cathedral or pro-Ca- 
thedral for the Diocese? No, we still may want and need a Cathedral. I 
wish to make that question part of our planning process. I do believe, 
however, that the Center will serve a number of purposes that Cathedral 
centers of old did -- and thus have a strong contemporary cathedral charac- 
ter -- as a place of daily gathering, hospitality, ministries and worship. 
With its doors open, many hundreds can stand about the church and help 
celebrate. 


Shouldn't we instead of a diocesan center, be raising money for the 
poor and new missions? That's a tough question to which there are no set 
or easy answers. I suppose each one of you has to answer it when you think 
about building a new parish church or facility or even just putting money 
into repairs. The fact of the matter is that we have a deadline for 
leaving our present building. We might, of course, have gone to some other 
location, away from the city and the center of the Diocese. Or we might 
cut back on the vision. Yet the vision offers so much which, I believe, 
will in the long run strengthen our commitment to new missions and the care 
of the disadvantaged. It is, of course, a major part of the purpose of the 
Center to serve those in need as part of the wholeness of the mission. 1 
believe it sill also help us to create new vision, and a new sense of 
discipleship among our donors. I believe that before the next decade is 
out, we will look back and recognize that the building of the Center helped 
us to raise new giving for new and struggling churches and for those with 
whom we are called to share. 


But can we raise the money? How will we do it? Will it not strap our 
resources? I don't believe so. I'l] certainly tell you that every vision 
like this takes a lot of courage and faith, but we have many resources -- 
small and large -- in our midst. As we move toward the end of the planning 
stages there is already much good news. I am particularly grateful today 
to the Vestry, Grants Board, the Rector and people of the Church of Our 
Saviour, San Gabriel for providing us with a visionary, leadership gift of 
$500,000 for the Center. As mightily as the size of that commitment 
pleases me, I am even more pleased by the character and spirit with which 
it was given -- an unanimous vote on the part of the Vestry as a commitment 
to being full partners in the future of this Diocese and in the vision of 
what this Center can mean not only for themselves as a parish but for all 
the rest of the congregations and institutions of the Diocese as well. For 
the friendship and leadership of the Wardens, the Rector, and all the 
people of Our Saviour, I think we can be especially grateful. 


Along the way there will be many other stories of generosity to tell. 
I just received news that St. Paul's Church, Ventura recently was given a 
legacy of some $320,000 dollars of which they tithed $32,000. In addition 
to other outreach grants, their first act was to give $10,000 of the legacy 
for the Diocesan Center. 


With another major gift of $500,000 from the Cathedral Grants Board 
(whose ministries will reach out from the Center), and the 100% pledging 
commitment of our Center Committee, I'm glad to tell you that we are on our 
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way. We still have a good way to go. It means a lot of work for me and 
for the splendid Chair of our Committee, Ann Lucas, for Kathy Bitting, 
Chair of our Development Committee, for Tom Holland, director of the 
project, Kristi Wallace, Associate for Development and many others. But it 
is good work, for we are talking about more than money. We're talking 
first of all about evangelism, about strengthening commitment and helping 
people deepen their sense of Christian mission. We are talking of new 
opportunities for service. 


I'l] need your help. We are nearing our goal of having within each 
congregation a small group of people who will be knowledgeable about the 
vision of the Center and able to share it with their congregation. They 
can help the congregation consider its own gift and ways of participating 
in the building of this Center for service. I believe it will be rewarding 
work -- really more of a pleasure than any burden -- and full of sense of 
accomplishment. I hope a number of you will join with me in it. I'11 look 
forward to meeting and working with you. If your congregation doesn't yet 
have such a committee, I hope you will take leadership in helping to form 
one. 


What is meant by a congregational gift? It means whatever each parish 
or mission wants it to mean. There is no set figure. I don't want any 
congregation to feel pressured -- other than to say I very much hope they 
will be a part. I would be sorry if any of our congregations was not 
represented there on dedication day, able to say, "we're a part of this. 
We helped make this happen in a way we think is distinctive and special for 
our church." Obviously as a Diocese we can hope that each congregation 
will want its gift to be something significant, and the fact that the gift 
can be given over five years makes this easier. But we want the giving to 
be a joy -- out of thanksgiving and a sense of future vision for this 
Diocese. I believe that in the end voluntary giving will be seen to be 
more rewarding for us all. 


I also believe that before very long the Center will be seen as a 
place of great significance for many of our congregations at a geographical 
distance from the center of the Diocese -- a kind of second church center 
-- a home away from home -- giving them what they have never had -- a place 
to come in the heart of the Diocese, a Center to identify with as their 
own, to overnight if they wish, to rest and pray and work in mission -- a 


pa of beauty -- making a statement of worship and service on behalf of 
us all. 


_. If we are fully successful in raising the funds for the Center, we 
will, counting the $2 3/4 million sale price of our present building, also 


be able to go forward with a strengthening endowment for operations and our 
programs. 


One of the major programs of the new facilities will be developed 
through our Christian Education Center. Here again the Church of our 
Saviour -- out of its own strong sense of the importance of Christian 
education -- has provided an additional $300,000 to be used over six years 
to help us make a major new initiative in this crucial area for church 
growth and mission. As many of you know, I see one of my primary minis- 
tries as Bishop to be a teacher of the faith in your midst and for others. 
I am thrilled by the prospects of becoming a Diocese which is a leader in 
Christian education. Through your pledges to the diocesan budget and with 
the Our Saviour's gift we are forming a joint task force to plan how we 
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can be the very best. I am suggesting to them, not only a major Center at 
the heart of the Diocese, but also other centers in the north, east and 
south of the Diocese -- smaller resource centers and, to begin with, 
part-time persons skilled in resources and helping train teachers and 
church school directors. The satellite centers -- which I hope in time 
will grow into more major centers for education, youth work and other 
ministries -- will be linked to the new Center for Service -- offering 
resources and creating programs and some of our own curriculum material for 
use throughout our fields of mission. 


The education of children is vital for evangelism and the future of 
the Church. Adult Christian education is necessary if we are to have good 
education for our children, and it is vital for church growth, the evangel- 
ism of the 1990's, lay ministry and stewardship. We are soon going to have 
a first-rate Christian education program in our Diocese. 


Goodness! There is so much more to share with you. Opportunities for 
lay ministry are growing and developing, helping give everyone an awareness 
of their ministries. I am so pleased with the work of our Commission on 
Lay Ministry -- in helping us see how through workshops and networking we 
can awaken more and more disciples to their callings. Similarly the Peace 
and Justice Commission has done very important work in helping individuals 
see opportunities for their ministries and to educate us to be better in 
advocacy and assistance to the oppressed and those in need. We have been 
working to see how we can be of more assistance in leveraging our resources 
in order to help provide housing for those with low incomes. We are 
grateful for the courage and compassion of those among us who have given 
personal witness to our mission to stand with the poor and oppressed in 
Africa .and in £1 Salvador (where so many people, as Graham Greene once 
described the people of this region, seem to be either the torturables or 
the untorturables, and where the Church, when it wants to help the tor- 
tured, and the victims of strife and oppression, is itself accused of 
treasonable activity so that its leaders and members join the persecuted 
and tortured). Others from our Diocese have given similar witness in the 
Philippines, Korea, the Holy Land, Vietnam and other places at home and 
abroad. Our congregations and the Diocese together have made a gift of 
$50,000 to the Diocese of California and E1 Camino Real to assist earth- 
quake victims -- especially the poor who have been made homeless. 


We have in the past year bought or traded for land for new missions. 
We are working to strengthen our hospital ministries, university chaplain- 
cies and clergy support and development programs. Again you will note in 
the proposed Mission Share Budget significant increases in mission work and 
also in youth ministries. There is money for our first full-time Hispanic 
Missioner and to help support education in Spanish for lay ministries. We 
are trying to put our priorities where you have told us you think they are 
most needed, and, with you, I look for major advances in these critical 


areas. 


At the Clergy Conference and the clericus meetings the clergy have 
heard of my hopes for the regional celebrations in the Easter season. In 
the past these have been looked at primarily as confirmation services, but 
I am hoping for wonderful celebrations -- each being devised and taking on 
the character of your region. They might be half-day or all-day festivals, 


perhaps with youth and choir gatherings, lay ministry and evangelism 
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workshops, booths and picnics and Eucharists. They can be more like 
missionary rallies to which you can invite family members and friends who 
can see what joy and challenge the Christian life can be. 


People have responded to me, "we don't have churches big enough for 
that." Great! If necessary let's hold them outside -- taking advantage of 
life in Southern California. Let's make it exciting. I look forward to 
what your region can do. 


Were there time this morning, I would wish to go on -- stressing the 
great opportunities of our diocesan schools and institutions, particularly 
the Hillsides Home for Abused Children, the Seamen's Center, St. Barnabas' 
Senior Center, and the Neighborhood Youth Association for your involvement 
and personal and congregational support. They need and greatly deserve 
your care and encouragement. We could talk about college work, clergy 
development, hospital chaplaincies and so much else your generosity is 
helping to strengthen. 


It is, indeed, time to give thanks for all that is being done in our 
Lord's name and, at the same time, to pull up our socks. Look out for the 
Episcopal Church when we really are charged up and fully intentional about 
our God-given potential. Look out when, as Bill Doulos put it last night, 
we fully catch the wind of God's Spirit. We are a terrific stew. Together 
in Christian unity, together as the Body of Christ, through planning, 
Christian Education, our new Center, evangelism, missions, service -- in so 
many WayS -- we are going forward with our Lord -- our pioneer and the 
forerunner of our destiny. Challenges and great opportunities lie before 
us today, on toward 2000, and on into the age that is to come. Adelante 
and Amen.

THE FIRE OF A GREAT CHARITY 


I was born in 1943, in the environment of holocaust and world war. The 
only age I have ever known has been the nuclear age. The Cold War and the 
militarization of our planet have been the dominant political themes of my 
generation. And in the midst of the most blatant materialism, the relative 
deprivation of the Third World, at home and abroad, is more massive today 
than at any other time in history. 


Yet tonight I am filled with hope. Not so much because of what I see--hope 
jis the essence of things not seen--but because I am over-whelmed with a 
vision of the goodness of God. 


I don't know how to be the church, without loving and serving the poor. 
And I don't know how to believe in God without holding at the center of my 
heart and mind this hopeful vision. 


I work in my little corner of the world--among the homeless and addicted of 
Pasadena and on Skid Row Los Angeles--just as you do in your corner of the 
world. And the ancient formula is that God transforms the widow's mite-- 
the tithe of our resources, our scant devotion and the small offering of 
our lives--and God creates a new world. 


The Book of The Acts of the Apostles records this futuristic hope: "In the 
latter days I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh; your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy; your young shall see visions, and your old shall 
dream dreams." 


My dream, and my vision, is that the 21st Century will reverse the reali- 
ties of our current Age of Fear, and become instead the Age of Compassion. 


Why can't it be so? 


It would be quite like God, whose Spirit moved over the face of the waters 
to create the universe, who called Israel out of the wilderness into the 
Promised Land, to fashion out of the waywardness of an entire civilization 
a new tangible expression of justice and mercy. Surely there must be some 
answer here and now to the desperate cries of the poor, some reward to the 
yearning of God's people for a Kingdom of Righteousness. Surely there must 
be some historic culmination to the prayer and commitment of the faithful 
down through the centuries: "Thy will be done on earth, as it is in 
heaven." 


So this hopefulness, not out of naivete but rooted in 15 years of ministry 
among the poor, is my theology and my sociology; this is the essence of my 
doctrine and my politics. And I maintain this hope in the midst of shock- 
ing realities. 
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The first time I wore this new double-breasted suit, for example, I re- 
turned from an important meeting late at night to my Skid Row hotel room. 
And as I made my way the two blocks from my secure parking space to the 
Genesis Hotel I passed a kind, black gentleman who warned me that I was 
about to get mugged. He pointed to a group of marauders 100 feet away 
gathered in front of the neighborhood liquor store. I was flattered to 
think that for once in my life I had bought a suit that was worthy of such 
attention. But what my friend didn't know was that the entrance to my 
hotel came just before the liquor store. He didn't know that I lived at a 
place which symbolized the creative and hopeful “genesis” of a new 
community. 


I can't tell you what a thrill it was, as I ducked into the safe confines 
of my residence, to look back over my shoulder and smile at my friend a 
smile so broad that my face couldn't contain it. He thought I had lost my 
way, but I was going straight for my destination; he thought I was a 
stranger, but I was at my own doorstep; he thought I was vulnerable, but I 
am possessed by an invincible hope. 


The Bishop was kind enough to offer me a room at the Marriott tonight. I'd 
love to stay at the Marriott sometime, because I love to escape Skid Row 
and enjoy the good things of life. I love to embrace strangers without 
Suspicion or fear. I love good food and good company. A week ago I 
luxuriated for a few days as I often do at the home of a friend overlooking 
the Rose Bowl. And two months ago I stayed at the home of another friend 
at St. Malo along the ocean in San Diego County. You all should take care 
of yourselves as well as I do. 


I can't accomplish anything anymore tonight, of course. I will only drive 
by the cardboard boxes that line the sidewalks with God's children asleep 
inside. I will only see again the little bonfires in the alleyways of Los 
Angeles with people gathered around struggling to keep warm. And without 
speaking, without stopping, without healing anyone, I will pass by the 
lives of those who are homeless and sick, lonely and addicted. I will 
smell the urine and hear the cursing, and see the drug dealers and the 
prostitutes at the corner of Fifth and Main. All these people, all the 
outward fear and alienation, with all the pent up creativity and goodness 
of God inside. I will be glad as I always am to reach my door. 


And I will sleep well tonight because I know that the resources of God and 
of the people of God are sufficient to touch these lives and to change this 
urban landscape of America. So I will return tomorrow morning for the 
eucharist, but on this night more than any other I want God to know that 
this Episcopal Diocese is represented at the corner of Fifth and Main. 


So, Bishop, I'd like a rain check on the Marriott, but perhaps after our 
banquet tonight I could exchange this new suit for your vestments! 


And you should also sleep well tonight, because we all know the grace of 
God--that immeasurable resource of forgiveness and new beginnings, that 
call to discipleship that raises up the prophets and the martyrs and the 


sees that promise of salvation that casts out fear and creates a new 
world. 


I believe with all my heart that there is a paradigm of goodness alive 
within our midst that is intended by none other than God to bless our lives 
and our civilization. It exists in embryonic form through some of the good 
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work that we do, but it has not yet produced its flower. We see the green 
shoots of hope all around us--represented by so many of you in this room 
and spread to the far corners of this Diocese. 


There is a new world that waits to be created by us. 


We would do well to rediscover the arrogance of Jesus, who came to make all 
things new, who healed the sick and brought good news to the poor, who 
overturned the systems of oppression that made their home in the outer 
courts of the Temple, and who claimed for the church an even greater 
ministry. 


In order to get hold of this elusive moral universe that is emerging, think 
with me for a moment of a more tangible example of new creation. Consider 
the City of Los Angeles. Speaking on behalf of our civilization, we might 
say that we are captains of industry who have created a City of Angels out 
of a desert. Just for a moment leave aside all your complaints about urban 
life, and concentrate on the sheer physical accomplishment. We came to a 
place where there was no water, and now 13 million people live within the 
boundaries of the Diocese of Los Angeles. We created a government here, a 
system of health care and education, a network of religious and social 
service institutions. And we were so successful that we had to build a 
freeway system to link together the communities that are wall to wall in 
the basin where once there was no water. Property that had been worthless 
in one generation became so valuable in the next that we had to build 
skyscrapers and houses on stilts to effect literally the highest and best 
use. This the work of the free enterprise system, and somewhat strangely 
tonight I suggest to you that this capitalism, with all its faults, can 
become the partner of the church, with all our faults, in the creation of a 
new social order. 


But, you protest, “When did God ordain capitalism?" Of course, in the long 
history of our faith God has most often used the unordained. I say this to 
you as a lay reader in good standing in the Episcopal Church! God called 
Abraham and Moses. And when Jesus wanted to fill the ranks of his disci- 
ples he sought out the local small businessmen and entrepreneurs. The 
religious establishment has traditionally scorned the way in which God has 
chosen to work in the world. You consider capitalism to be foolish in some 
of its pursuits, oblivious to the great moral crises of our day. And I 
agree that capitalism needs to be enlightened. What better way to redeem 
the free enterprise system than to set it loose in a great moral crusade to 
create jobs and training opportunities for America's underclass; to find a 
cure for AIDS; to provide treatment facilities for the addicted; to rebuild 
our affordable housing? 


So capitalism ought to be at the forefront with the church in providing 
services to the homeless and the hungry, just as it is already the partner 
of Church and Temple in recreating single-room-occupancy housing. 


We can convert the free enterprise system to respond once again to real 
needs rather than to generate artificial needs. I scoff at the fact that 
during the decades of the 60's and the 70's the institution of capitalism 
sold on late night television a vegematic to nearly every household in 
America. And of all the millions of vegematics not one of those all-pur- 
pose kitchen gadgets of domestic salvation was ever used more than once. 
We scoff at that mindless system of free enterprise, yet I also marvel at 
that bold opportunism. Conversely, we have a great loyalty to those 
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religious groups that plod along forever in the ponderous struggle against 
hunger and homelessness. There is one such institution on Skid Row that 
prides itself in the fact that for 100 years it has been doing exactly the 
same thing, in the same place, in the same way. If a priest were on the 
board of directors of that agency (and he probably is), he would pass out 
100-year commemorative pins. But if a capitalist took over that institu- 
tion, she would open the next board meeting with the statement: "Maybe we 
should try a new approach!" 


Capitalism adopts goals that are sometimes trivial, yet it moves with 
relentless progress toward accomplishing those goals. Religion entertains 
goals that are worthy of the gods, yet we seldom bring them into focus and 
move toward substantial achievement. We don't imagine ourselves as the 
captains of moral industry, the pioneer builders of a spiritual city. God, 
we say fondly, moves in mysterious ways. The wind of the Spirit blows 
where it wills. And who are we to set the agenda and write the script for 
the coming age? I will tell you who we are. We are co-creators with God 
of reality. We were never meant to be passive whining victims of the 
status quo. God has entrusted to us a universe of frightened children, 
yearning for the peace and justice of God's Kingdom. 


Capitalism is not all good, and, religion, you'll be happy to know, is not 
all bad. Both institutions have richly blessed the lives of all of us. 
But religion is too quick to raise the banner embroidered with the words of 
Jesus, "The poor you will have with you always;" too quick to perceive 
liabilities and too timid to grasp opportunities; too quick to distance 
itself from the can-do spirit of American industry and too slow to recog- 
nize that capitalists are mostly Episcopalians in grey flannel suits. 


Those of us here who work with the poor are all too familiar with the truth 
of Jesus' sobering words: “The poor you will have with you always." But we 
don't accept these words as the battle cry of the new age. We prefer 
instead Jesus' other promise, "Behold, I make all things new." 


God leads us into the center of the city tonight, not only to the skid 
rows, but to the corporate board rooms, to the chambers of government and 
to the chambers of commerce. These institutions are also part of God's 
sacred universe; these are our partners for the new age. We don't suffici- 
ently understand how secular our culture has become, how much we must 
assault and invade our own society with the Gospel of Christ. The church 
must elbow and argue its way to the center of our national life and speak 
in a clear voice about its commitment to the life of worship and about its 
passion for the poor. 


We are the salt of the earth because of our servanthood; we are the leaven 
in the Jump because we love mercy and act justly; we are the bright and 
shining city set upon a hill because of our solidarity with the poor. So 
surely there has never been a wider opportunity for a church to lead. 


Why can't it be so? 


There is no reason why the church cannot convene a holy alliance with 
government and capitalism to transform our world. If we tackle our crises 
by ourselves, we will be limited to token and symbolic action. We must 
move beyond the model of lighting candles in the wind. 
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I think of my work at Union Station, where I have found a place for 15 
years with the poor of Pasadena. We have come a long way since the early 
days when George Regas commissioned Alice Callaghan to open the doors in 
the morning and I mopped the floor in the evening at our little $100-a- 
month storefront. Even back in 1974 George was a good judge of talent. 
But now we have a shelter program and 21 12-Step meetings a week. We have 
a Patron's Art Class and a Health Screening Project, counseling and rap 
sessions and psychiatric intervention, case management and referrals to 
jobs and housing. We are renovating 150 rooms of permanent single-room-oc- 
cupancy housing. And today, with a paid staff of 20 and 300 volunteers, 
supported by 45 churches, and with a budget of $700,000 a year, I get to 
mop the floor at a beautiful new $1.2 million facility! 


And I think of the newer work of Church and Temple, where we are part of a 
process, that with the participation of many other churches and temples, 
will eventually convert 65 Skid Row hotels into oases of warmth and safety. 
Do you realize that when you create that many oases within a 50-square 
block area, you are no longer lighting candles in the wind? Once again you 
have brought water to transform a desert! 


Programs such as Union Station and Church and Temple fill my life with 
people and activity, with strategy and purpose, and most importantly, with 
hope. And as these endeavors combine with other models of compassion, we 
present to the world a paradigm of goodness that will compel the participa- 
tion of enlightened secular society. Once again the church, as in the 
first century, will become notorious for its good works. We are turning 
the world upside down. 


What are the components that will make this new paradigm work? How can we 
move from our unfocused zeal to actually solving the problem of homeless- 
ness and hunger and addiction? When can I sleep at night without hearing 
the cries of children outside my window? The reason I live on Skid Row is 
so that I can hear those cries and interpret them to you. But the more 
ultimate reason is that I want to see firsthand how powerfully the resur- 
rection faith moves mountains of neglect and injustice. And I have the 
privilege of bringing you this good news also. Despite the trauma that 
always accompanies creative change, despite the loneliness that always 
inflicts itself upon the pioneer spirit, we are succeeding at the Genesis, 
against the odds. We are proving that if you want to see how brilliantly 
the light of the resurrection shines, you take that light into the darkest 
corner of the world. 


The church must strengthen its life in five areas in order to gain momen- 
tum, to catch the wind of God's Spirit for the coming age. 


The first component for this new paradigm of goodness is devotion. The 
church is capable of great devotion that is largely dormant within the 
lives of our parishioners. We are struggling to get people to tithe, yet 
often larger challenges call forth sacrifice when smaller challenges fail. 
I'd love to make a stewardship call sometime and when the parishioner 
relates that she couldn't possibly give 10% of her gross income I would 
ask, "Well, then, would you give away a year of your life to serve in a 
domestic peace corps? Would you come out of retirement to work for us at 
Union Station? Would you move to Skid Row to manage our hotels?" We might 
be surprised at the response. And we might also, by the way, get a few 
more tithers. I absolutely believe that there is among our people more 
potential for a dramatic response to the call of discipleship, if only they 
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took the church seriously, if only they knew that we were engaged in the 
transformation of the world. 


The second ingredient for this paradigm of goodness is competence. If you 
made me choose between the qualities of devotion and competence, I would be 
tempted to choose the latter. We're not going to lose the Kingdom of God 
because of a lack of compassion. We're going to lose because of incom- 
petence. A respected member of my parish worked as a volunteer at Union 
Station a good many years ago and she finally wrote out of frustration a 
letter which encouraged me, as she put it, to "get the trains run on time." 
I have tried to accommodate her request for responsible leadership. The 
search for excellence in management must extend to the church and to the 
social service industry. We are working with God's poor, and that is the 
highest calling that demands the highest degree of integrity and profes- 
sionalism. Those who are accustomed to being treated so shabbily by life 
must find a high standard of performance in our programs. I am proud of 
the Genesis Hotel and of our new Union Station facilities because they are 
state of the art physical expressions of compassion, and they are filled 
with staff and volunteers who carry out programs and relationships with 
grace and skill. 


The third ingredient if we are to give birth to an Age of Compassion is the 
critical need for creativity. The problem of homelessness, the lack of a 
single-room-occupancy housing, the epidemic of addiction, the scarcity of 
jobs for low-skilled workers--all are nearly intractable dilemmas. The 
increasing polarization of the rich and the poor, the lessening governmen- 
tal commitment to provide health care and counseling for those who need 
them most--these are systemic deficiencies that tempt one to give up. Yet 
in this century we have found a cure for polio, not by magic, and landed on 
the moon, not by miracle. We simply applied the energies of our people to 
work creatively on these challenges. But today we are still using the soup 
and salvation ethics of the late 1800's to address the problems of urban 
America. We could just as easily fly a kite to the moon. We must tap the 
Creative genius of the people of our Diocese to overturn the systems of 
oppression. 


The fourth component for this new model to succeed is a commitment to 
enlist the best and the brightest of our people. We are wasting the 
richest talents of our parishioners because they are involved in pursuits 
where the financial rewards accumulate but the sense of purpose dissipates. 
We would be shocked to know how many of our people find little fulfillment 
during the 40 to 60 hours a week that they work, and these are people with 
great skills and creativity who could be liberated for full-time service 
meeting the needs of a desperate world. But we don't have a model of 
Christian capitalism that can harness their energies. We believe in the 
highest and best use for real estate, but not for human beings. We need to 
find a way to sustain masses of people in a growing social service indus- 
try. Christianity must rescue capitalism from meaninglessness, and capi- 
talism must rescue the church from mediocrity. So we must create new 
models for ministry that will excite our finest people to engage our 
greatest challenges. 


And finally, to usher in this new Age of Compassion we need more concrete 
demonstrations of what we are talking about. More churches must sponsor 
housing ministries for the disabled and the elderly. More church and 
temple coalitions must work with local government to buy up the remaining 
hotels on:Skid Row. Investors, developers and contractors must create new

models for low-cost housing, and we must find a way within our economy to 
facilitate home ownership for the poor. Doctors and dentists and psycholo- 
gists must make room in their offices for Med-i-Cal patients and for some 
who have no resources whatsoever. Rehabilitation centers must offer some 
of their beds free. More ecumenical groups must serve meals and offer 
emergency shelter and distribute food as an entree into the world where 
even deeper needs for fulfillment can be met in a more holistic fashion. 


At some point in this demonstration of creative and competent devotion, 
token efforts become substantial. Candles in the wind become the fire of a 
great charity. The symbols of hope become the dawning of a new world. 


A perfect world is beyond our human grasp. But 150 years ago some vision- 
ary may have looked forward to a society where black people were not 
slaves, where women had the right to vote, where children did not have to 
labor, where public education was available to all, where the elderly could 
retire with a measure of dignity. That visionary person would have pre- 
vailed over the skepticism and despair of his contemporaries. We are only 
building on these traditions of our faith; we are trying to extend the 
useful life of our young nation. And in many ways we are succeeding. 


We are breaking the paradigm of the Cold War that has needlessly enslaved 
my generation, and replacing it with a revolutionary new model of interna- 
tional embrace. We are breaking the paradigm that not only allows but 
mandates a nuclear arms race, and we are creating a new paradigm that will 
eventually reorder the budget priorities of governments and the career 
choices of millions of our citizens. The paradigms of apartheid in South 
Africa and endless violence in the Middle East and Central America will 
crumble as the church infuses capitalism and government worldwide with a 
moral vision. And the world as we enter the 2lst Century ten years from 
now will not be recognizable to us. It will be a radically different world 
because the church is planting the seeds within our society of justice and 
mercy. There is a model of righteousness waiting to be born within us and 
within our nation. And may God's will be done on earth, as it is in 
heaven. 


It would be quite like God to raise up out of the ashes of holocaust and 
nuclear madness, out of the ethos of racism and exclusivity, out of our 
century of oppression, a bright and shining city set upon a hill. 


Some words of Thomas Merton have been pinned to my bulletin board for many 
years, and they have insinuated themselves into my heart and mind. Thomas 
Merton wrote: 


"This is the great work of God's Love which is designed to over- 
throw the powers of the world in the moment of their seeming 
triumph. This is the great work of Love which will be performed 
in many obscure and weak and unknown men and women, Christians 
despised by the world and cast aside as useless...In these souls 
Christ will enkindle in the latter days of the world the fire of 
a great charity." 


And so arms are out tonight for the hungry, a warm embrace to the outcasts, 
shelter for the homeless, recovery for the addicted, jobs for the unem- 
ployed, faith for the unbelieving; hearts are open now to gays and 
straights, to singles and families, to rich and poor; healing hands reach 
out to victims of AIDS, to the elderly, to the mentally i11, to widows and 
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orphans, to the handicapped, to the immigrants and refugees, to the child- 
ren. Encouragement and renewal flow again to the faithful. And we glimpse 
on the far horizon of our hopefulness a shining city set upon a hill. 


I offer you tonight this vision for church and society in the 21st Century. 
And tomorrow morning we wake afresh and work anew to make this vision a 
reality. So may God enkindle in our souls the fire of a great charity, 
that the great work of God's love may create this new world.

PRESENTED AT THE 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NINETY-FOURTH CONVENTION

Hispanic Ministry 
1. THE FIRST PLAN 


The first Five Year Plan for the Development of Hispanic Mission and 
Ministry in the Diocese of Los Angeles waS approved at Diocesan Convention 
in December of 1983. It was officially initiated on July 1, 1984 and was 
operative for the next five years until June 30th of this year. 


It emphasized the policy of this diocese to uphold ethnic ministries and 
detailed a plan for one such ministry, to the largest ethnic group within 
the borders of the diocese, Hispanics. 


It also recognized that in this diocese we are all ethnics and reaffirmed 
that, "the mission of the Church is to restore all people to unity with God 
and each other in Christ", (BCP, page 855). It sought "to involve all the 
parishes and missions of the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
in a coordinated and cooperative commitment to mission and Ministry to, 
with and by Hispanics." Awareness raising, communications, education and 
training, new materials, evangelism, advocacy, stewardship, evaluation, 
etc., were all included. 


2. SOME RESULTS 


At a special meeting of the Diocesan Program Group, held at St. Simon's 
Parish, San Fernando in mid-1989, the results of a Survey of the existing 
work was tabulated and analyzed. Some of the conclusions were:

DURING 1989: 


1. - Approximately 4500 hispanic individuals have attended special 
services at these 16 congregations. 


2. - There are more than 150 lay leaders in these congregations, 
desirous of further education and training so that they can 
extend their ministries. 


3. - There are at least five persons desirous of participating in 
the programs leading toward the ordained ministry 


[Hispanic Episcopalians need to discover their gifts and 
creative potential in Christ and assume their responsi- 
bilities as Christian stewards. This is part of the 
rational for Casa Rusack.] 


4. - Mission Share Fund, Cathedral Corporation Grants, and Corpo- 
ration Sole, gave approximately $203,000 to support these 
congregations. 


Jubilee Ministries, Church of Our Saviour, and rentals added 
approximately another $165,000.

6. - But, and this is most significant for the future, these con- 
gregations will raise, through pledges and fund-raisers, ap- 
proximately $310,000 for local self-support. This accounts 
for 45% of their budgetary needs and amounts to a pledge of 
$4.50/per week/per person. 
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Also, approximately 37% of the total funds programmed for 
hispanic ministry, $250,000, is essentially used in support 
of the English ministry at these locations.

But, the English ministry at these locations is supporting 
hispanic ministry with approximately $225,000. (This seems to 
Support the theory that the ministry is at least two direc- 
tional and that bi-lingual congregations can be mutually 
Supportive.

Hispanic young adults and adolescents are increasingly bi- 
lingual and often prefer to use English. Sunday schools and 
youth groups are already bi-lingual. (By 1995 possibly half 
of the hispanic ministry will be in English and feeding into 
the existing English ministry.) 


10. + Diocesan and regional awareness and participation in hispanic 
ministry has observably increased and can be seen in the 
Support for advocacy and social outreach programs involving 
hispanics, (immigration, food closets, Engl ish-as-a-second- 
language, El Salvador, etc.). Also, interest in bi-lingual 
capability and cultural sensitivity has increased. 


11. - More materials on evangelism, stewardship, worship, music, 
history, etc., are available but much more is needed in Span- 
ish, English and bi-lingual. 


3. THE SECOND PLAN 


The second, "Five Year Plan for Hispanic Mission and Ministry in the 
Episcopal Diocese of Los Angeles" was approved at the 1988 Diocesan 
Convention and became effective on July 1, 1989. The plan is best known by 
the title of: ExrENDIENDO LoS BRAZOS, and seeks to strengthen, build upon, 
re-direct (if necessary), and extend the frontiers of the first five year 
plan to meet the challenge of the 1990's.

REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN INVESTMENT TRUST 
The Trustees of the D.I.T. are pleased to report that they have received 
the Price Waterhouse audit report and Financial Statements reflecting the 
D.I.T. operations for the year ending October 31, 1989. 


The Net Assets of the Trust increased th $57,229,175. The shareholder's 
Total Return for the year was 15.16%. The components are: 1) Value per 
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Share increasing from $84.55 to $92.11 for an 8.94% gain; and 2) Dividends 


per share of $5.50 or 6..22% on the average value per share during the 
year. 


Our investment advisers have taken a very conservative course over the past 
year and the above results were obtained with less than half the portfolio 
invested in equities. 


The Trustees, at no direct cost to the D.I.T., have retained Merrill Lynch 
Asset Information and Management Services (AIMS) to provide them with 
quarterly reports. These reports are lengthy, highly analytical and probe 
our performance as compared with other funds, throughout the country, with 
similar objectives. 0.1.1. performance places it in the 22nd percentile of 
1600 balanced portfolios. The D.I.T. return for that period is 13.85% 
compounded annually. More on their initial reports will be contained in 
the Annual Report which will be delivered in early January.

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ANNOTATIONS ON THE MISSION SHARE FUND BUDGET 


The following document is intended briefly to describe and clarify the many line 
items contained within the Mission Share Fund (MSF) budget. These explanations are 
offered as a means of making the budget more intelligible and hopefully more meaningful 
to all of those who are asked to vote for its approval at Convention. 


RECEIPTS 


Mission Share Fund Receipts. This line represents the total annual income generated by 
all pledges to the Diocese from individual parish and mission congregations. 


Non-payment of MSF pledges. A line intended to reflect any shortfall in Mission Share 
Fund income, due to non-payment of MSF pledges. 


Prior Year Pledge Receipts. Refers to Mission Share Fund income received after the year 
in which it was pledged. 


General Endowment Income. Funds from endowment income used for general purposes 
within the MSF budget 


Episcopal Endowment Income. Endowment income restricted to help defray expenses in 
the Office of The Bishop. 


Missions Endowment Income. Endowment income restricted for use in defraying costs 
of Missions operations. 


Redeemer Fund Interest Income. Endowment income designated for use in covering 
general Diocesan overhead expenses. 


Miscellaneous Income. Annual income received from a variety of sources (eg. interest 
from Diocesan investments). 


Cathedral Corporation Overhead. Rental income received from the Cathedral 
corporation for the use of Diocesan House facilities. 


Prior Year Unexpended Receipts. This line refers to unexpended income in any given 
budget year which is carried over into the following year. 


National EAST Grants. This line would reflect income received from the Episcopal 


Asiamerica Strategy Task Force of the National Church, restricted for use by the 
Commission on Asian Ministries. 
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Other Grants. 


Corporation Sole. Endowment funds placed in trust with the 
Bishop under the legal entitlement of Corp Sole. At the discretion 
the Bishop, these dollars are currently being used in three ways: 
1.) an Unrestricted gift which is intended to supplement MSF 
budgetary needs in general; 2.) a traditional provision to cover 

the cost of Retired Vicar's Group Insurance; 3.) a restricted 
gift to help with support and growth of Mission Congregations. 


Corporation of the Diocese. The Corporation of the Diocese is 
the legal corporate entity of the Diocese, and is responsible for 
property and investments. The Corporation has traditionally 
granted a restricted gift for the use of Mission Congregations, 
and a general purpose gift for Other budgetary needs. 


Foundation Grants/External Fundraising. This line will reflect any additional 
income for the MSF budget received from foundation grants and corporate gifts. 


DISBURSEMENTS 


1. WORLD AND NATIONAL MISSION. Well over 30% of MSF dollars are 
committed, by vote of Convention, to support the broader ministries of the National 
Church and Province. 


Episcopal Church National Apportionment. This annual 
assessment figure is calculated by the National Church at 4 1/2% 
of the combined general purpose income of all congregations in 
the Diocese. 


General Convention Assessment. The National Church calculates 

an annual assessment for all Dioceses to cover the costs of the General 
Convention. Full payment of the assessment is due in January of every 
year. 


General Convention Deputies' Travel Expenses. A cumulative 
expense necessary to generate income to cover the cost of travel, 
lodging, and food for Deputies to General Convention. 


Province VIII Assessment. An annual proportional assessment 
given to support the operations of the Province. 


Provincial Synod Travel Expenses. Money set aside for delegates 
to the annual Synod meeting to cover travel, lodging, and food expenses. 
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Accumulated Lambeth Travel Expenses. Dollars set aside 
each year to cover the eventual costs of underwriting the Bishop's 
participation in the worldwide gathering of Anglican Bishops 

at Lambeth every ten years. 


2, OFFICE OF THE BISHOP. This line item represents the total cost of compensation 
for the Diocesan Bishop, Suffragen Bishop, Executive Assistant to the Bishop, and 
Assisting Bishops. This figure includes all benefits. 


3. THE BISHOP'S STAFF. This figure represents the total cost of compensation 
(including benefits) for the Canon to the Ordinary, the Archdeacon for Clergy Deployment, 
the Missioner for Administration, and the Controller. 


4. DIOCESAN PROGRAM AND MINISTRY. 
Mission Congregations 


The ongoing support and development of mission congregations is one of 
the top priorities for funding identified by the Bishop and affirmed 
throughout the Regions of the Diocese. The Mission Development 
Fund figure designates the sum to be given for the support and expansion 
of missions (which includes Asian, Hispanic, Black, Rural, and Suburban 
mission outreach). Included within the total figure is compensation for 
the Archdeacon for Congregational Development. The Retired Vicar's 
Group Insurance line reflects the dollars necessary to provide for the 
ongoing health and life insurance premiums of mission vicars who have. 
reached retirement age. The Worker's Compensation Insurance line 
reflects the cost of this annual insurance premium. 


Specialized Diocesan Ministries 


Commission on Asian Ministries (LAD/EAST). Funds designated 
to support the ongoing work of the "Los Angeles Diocese, Episcopal 
Asiamerica Strategy Task Force" as it endeavors to sustain and further 


expand Episcopal ministry to Asian congregations and the Asian 
community. 


Commission on AIDS. This money is given to assist the AIDS 
Commission in its work with minority outreach and support. Funds 
will also be used to assist the AIDS commission coordinator with 
regional education, to support the work of "The Abbey," and to 
continue AIDS masses and work on legislative action. This figure 
includes personnel compensation. 
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Commission on Architecture. This disbursement is given for 
general housekeeping purposes and for seed money to support a 
Diocesan conference in 1990. 


Chaplaincy of LACO facilities. This line item reflects the desire of the 
Diocesan Council and the Bishop to underwrite the work of the chaplain 
and staff at four major Los Angeles County Facilities (including Los 
Angeles County General Hospital, Rancho Los Amigos, Central Jail, and 
Central Juvenile Hall. The chaplaincy of LACO facilities provides a 
pee ministry to the poor, the oppressed, the homeless, and youth 
at risk. 


Program Group On Small Parishes. Funds designated for the 
continuation of matching grants which aid in the support, 
maintenance, and encouragement of the ministries within small 
parishes. Please note: the substantial decrease in MSF dollars to 
this program group was justified in light of the fact that there 

are adequate resources available for the support of this important 
ministry through the White-Perkins Fund (an endowment designated 
for the use of small parishes). 


Commission On Black Ministries. Funds designated for the use of 
this commission in its ongoing efforts to promote, recruit, train, and 
deploy blacks in individual ministries--lay and ordained. These dollars 
will also be used to address the challenges of stewardship and 
congregational development. 


Program Group On Christian Education and Leadership 
Training. Funds designated for the support of DRE/Superintendent 
Training and Networking, Regional Workshops for teacher 
training, Bible Institute Follow-up, Program Group Retreat, and 
for assistance with Provincial National Conference. This line item 
includes staff compensation. 


Commission on Ministry with the Disabled. This commission will 
receive funds to produce newsletters, to create a convention information 
center, to cover conference expenses, educational materials, publicity, 
parish service and interpreters for Diocesan Convention. 


Commission on Ecumenicity. Funds disbursed to help cover 
commission expenses and the maintenance of ongoing program 
for the next three years. 


Program Group on Evangelism and Renewal. Funds disbursed 
in order to assist this group to facilitate the "Decade of Evangelism" 
along with the National Church through regional workshops and 
congregational consultation and support. 
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Commission On Housing. Funds designated to assist in the raising 
of consciousness within the Diocese as to the critical housing needs of 
the poor, the elderly, and the disabled. 


Commission on Theology and Human Sexuality. Funds to be used 
for Diocesan training programs, resource materials, travel expenses, 
education and training of members. 


Commission on Social Relations (Hunger). Funds to be used for 

the continued publication of "Nimbus," a quarterly newsletter, and for 
providing additional representation at the Province VIII hunger 
conference. 


Commission on Liturgy and Music. Funds to assist in the support 
of Camp Stevens Choir Camp Conferences, communications, newsletters, 
Lay Eucharistic Minister Training, etc. 


Commission on Marriage and Family. Funds to be used for two 
lay and two clergy marriage enrichment retreats, as well as the cost 
of production of a manual and housekeeping expenses. 


Commission on Ministry. Funds to assist in the support of the work of 
the commission in its ongoing efforts to develop and promote an enriched 
clergy, including continuing education expenses forclergy and internship 
years for seminarians. Please note: the decrease in MSF dollars to this 
essential ministry of the Diocese was justified in light of a $200,000 VIM 
(Venture In Mission) endowment, the income from which is currently 
available to help underwrite the needs of the commission. 


Commission on Peace and Justice. Funds to assist in office support 
expenses, newsletters, congregational resources, conferences, and 
continuing education and leadership training seminars. 


Commission on Refugee Resettlement. Funds to help support the 
vital work of this commission as it seeks to resettle refugees from 
around the world who relocate themselves within this Diocese. 


Program Group on Young Adult Ministry. Funds to augment 
existing program and to cover operational expenses, 


Lay Ministry Task Force. These program dollars are given to 
help increase the visibility of the ministry of the laity, encourage 
the ministry of individual lay people, and raise the awareness of 
what ministry of the laity is and where it takes place. 


Deployment Office. Program dollars disbursed to assist in the 
recruiting and placement of clergy. 
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Program Group on Camping. Funds to help in the overall support of 
the summer program of Camp Stevens and to add to other monies 
generated some funds for property renovation. The MSF budget also 
underwrites the cost of Worker's Compensation Insurance 
premiums for Camp Stevens staff. 


Program Group on Hispanic Ministries. Funds to assist in the 
multiple ministries of this program group, including parish program 
work, Christian education, stewardship materials, music, workshops, 
translation, youth retreats, consultations, Diocesan conference on 
Hispanic work. The major increases have to do with the growing 
program at Casa Rusack, including salary costs. The line includes 
personnel costs for the Hispanic Missioner. 


Program Group on Higher Education. Funds to assist in program 
activity as well as support for the salaried chaplaincies at UCI, UCLA, 
and USC. This money also provides for other parish-based ministries 
to colleges throughout the Diocese. 


Program Group on Stewardship. Funds to assist in enhancing the 
stewardship potential of the Diocese, through continuing education 
of clergy and laity. This figure includes personnel costs of the 
Missioner for Stewardship. 


Program Group on Youth. Funds for the continuation of current 
programs, for training of youth advisers, newsletter publication, 
Diocesan youth events, summer camp at Camp Stevens, Summer Youth 
work projects, participation in the Provincial Youth Ministry, etc. 
These figures include personnel costs for the Coordinator for Youth 
Ministries. 


Program Group on Communications 


The four line items within this program area include funds to support basic 
Program Group Operating Costs, to subsidize the production of The 
Episcopal News, to cover the cost of communications Staff (Episcopal 
News Editor, Assistant Editor, and office staff), and to help underwrite 
Video Program production within the Diocese. 


Other Ministries and Services 


Western Career Development Center. This line provides 
funds to underwrite the use of this psychological testing and 
career counseling center in the assessment of candidates for 
Holy Orders and in the professional guidance of clergy. 
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Ecumenical Relations. Funds intended to promote the 
involvement of the Diocese within the larger ecumenical 
community of which it is a part. 


Clergy Conferences. Funds which are to be used in the 
partial underwriting of expenses for the annual gathering 
of Bishops, clergy, and spouses. 


Diocesan Council. These funds are used to cover the costs of 
Council overnight retreats, duplication and distribution of 
materials related to the general business of Council, and other 
incidental operating expenses. 


Standing Committee. Funds to help cover the miscellaneous 
expenses of the committee. 


Diocesan Convention. Funds to cover the cost of general 
preparation for and execution of the annual Diocesan 
convention. 


Secretary of Convention. Funds to pay for the annual stipend 
remitted to the convention Secretary. 


5. PROGRAM OF THE DIOCESE THROUGH THE REGIONS. 


Regional Council Expenses. These funds are made available 
to support the outreach of the Diocese within various regional 
boundaries. 


Episcopal Human Service Institutions. These funds are 
designated to help in the support of three significant Diocesan 
institutions: St. Bammabas Senior Center, the Neighborhood Youth 
Association, and the Seamen's Church Institute. 


6. ADMINISTRATIVE SUPPORT SERVICES. 


A. Diocesan House Overhead. Most of these basic operating 
expense lines are self-explanatory, with three possible exceptions: 


Bishop's Adjustment Fund as Approved by Diocesan Council. 
This particular line provides funds to enable the Bishop to augment 
the salaries of lay employees. 


Annual Audit. This line covers the yearly cost of performing an 
audit of Diocesan books, as mandated by constitution and canon. 
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Repay Mission Expansion Fund Loan. This line provides for the 
Tepayment of money borrowed from the Mission Expansion Fund to 
cover the cost of certain repairs of Diocesan House facilities. 


B. Support Staff. These lines cover the cost of Compensation for 8 
Employees, provide for the support of Part-time Assistance, and 
provide coverage of benefits for the full-time support staff at Diocesan 
House. 
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There are a number of significant ministries in the Diocese which are funded through 
sources other than the Mission Share Fund Budget:

The Reverend Kenneth D. Higginbotham and 
Jennifer Ladefoged were welcomed as newly elected members of the Standing 
Committee. The Reverend Lynn Jay was elected to represent the Standing 
Committee on the Commission on Ministry and the Reverend Canon Richard Van 
Horn and Jennifer Ladefoged were elected to represent the Committee on 


Diocesan Council for one year. 


During the twelve months there were nine regular meetings of the Committee. 
Consent was granted to three dioceses for episcopal elections. Approval 
was granted for the ordination of fifteen bishops. (Appendix 1) 
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The Committee recommended thirteen persons for ordination to the Diaconate, 
twelve persons for ordination to the Priesthood. (Appendix 2) 


The Committee approved six transactions on the part of congregations of the 
diocese; three loans for construction or improvements; three sales of 
property. (Appendix 3) 


The Committee recommended parish status for St. Barnabas, Pasadena and 
Admission in Union with the Diocese for St. Clare's Mission, Rancho Cuca-— 
monga and St. Raphael's Mission, Chino Hills.

The Work of Diocesan Council 


The purpose of the Diocesan Council is to assist the Bishop with the 
implementation of the programs and policies authorized by the annual 
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diocesan convention. At the January meeting of Council, the group or- 
ganized itself into three sub-committees: 1) Agenda and Planning, 2) 
Structures and Membership, and 3) Budget and Stewardship. 


Agenda and Planning is charged with planning the direction for the entire 
Diocese. Besides coordinating the calendar and agenda for Council, this 
group took responsibility for developing a Diocesan-wide planning process 
for all parishes, diocesan institutions, program groups and other bodies. 


Structures and Membership is charged with oversight of all program groups, 
commissions, and other groups. This committee is responsible for identi- 
fying and developing leadership for the various commissions and program 
groups and for ensuring adequate communication between these groups and 
Diocesan Council. 


Budget and Stewardship is charged with developing the diocesan budget with 
as much input as possible from regional councils. This year, the committee 
shifted from a one year budget planning process to a three year process. 


Diocesan Council met monthly, except in July and August. The Council heard 
reports from the groups named above as well as from the Standing Committee, 
the Corporation of the Diocese, and other groups. Council also heard 
regular reports about the progress of the new Diocesan Center.

On Camping 


During the past year, the Program Group on Camping has initiated a major 
renovation of the older facilities at Camp Stevens. Improvements are being 
made to the restroom facilities in two of the dormitories and a new 3-bed- 
room staff residence has been build. Plans are underway to construct a 
small observatory for a new 12" telescope and to continue the renovation of 
the dorms and staff housing. 


An additional 12.5 acre parcel of land was purchased near the northeast 
corner of Camp Stevens. This new property will provide additional hiking 
and overnight camping opportunities as well as serving as a buffer to 
protect part of the camp from adjacent housing development. The Program 
Group on Camping is seeking funds to purchase an additional 60 acres to 
protect the camp from housing developments on its west side. 


Another existing project this year is the possible acquisition of a forest 
service lease on a 5 acre site near Frazier Park in the Los Padres National 
Forest. This would be the beginning of a long-awaited dream to establish a 
second camp/conference center in the northern part of the diocese.

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On Christian Education and Leadership Training 





The Program Group has completed two of its goals for 1989. The Gathering 
of the Scriptural Community - a Diocesan Bible Conference, was held April 
13. - 15. Eighty participants heard from and experienced Bible Study with 
Bishop Borsch, the Reverend Dr. Minka Sprague and the Reverend Joseph 
Russell. Dr. Sprague of New York Theological Seminary and Joe Russell, 
Minister of Christian Education for the Diocese of Ohio, as well as Bishop 
Borsch not only focused on the Anglican approach to Scripture but offered a 
variety of approaches to Bible study which could be adapted to local 
parishes. These "hands on" experiences provided both knowledge and skill 
training. 


The second goal of the Program Group has been to continue the Fall Regional 
Workshops for Church School Teachers. Those workshops were held at St. 
Columba's, Camarillo; St. Edmund's, San Marino; and St. John's, San Bernar- 
dino in late August and September. They offered specific skills in lesson 
planning and using Bible stories. There were workshops on discipline in 
the classroom, music and arts/crafts for the liturgical seasons, as well as 


help with ways to more fully integrate children into the Sunday morning 
liturgy. 


CELT has continued its cooperative relationship with Cathedral Films in the 
production of a Video Companion to the Outline of Faith in the Prayer Book. 
A grant from the Cathedral Corporation, as well as the outstanding success, 
both in sales and critical acclaim, of the Story of the Episcopal Church, 
has allowed CELT to expedite the completion of the tapes on Anglicanism, as 
well as those on Holy Scripture. The Anglicanism videos will be in distri- 
bution as Diocesan Convention meets. 


In February, the Program Group offered both heartfelt love and appreciation 
to Elizabeth Ann High, wishing her Godspeed as she enters the new phase of 
her ministry in the setting of retirement. Both a luncheon with “old 
friends" and a gift said this with more than words. 


In October a retreat provided the Group an opportunity for long range 
planning of the basic goals of de-centralization and curriculum evaluation. 
The year has been a full and satisfying one for the eleven members of CELT. 
We eagerly anticipate the new dimensions of Christian Education in the 


diocese which will be possible as the proposed Diocesan Center is 
completed.

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On Evangelism and Renewal 





The Program Group continued its support for programs begun in 1987; the 
Evangelism Consultation Teams, Christian Formation, i.e., the Catechume— 
nate, Workshops on Prayer, and coordination with all "Renewal" programs 
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active in the Diocese. Specifically, the Evangelism Consultation Team 
doubled its size to 16 members so that it can assist more churches with the 
development of their plans for evangelism, than the nine with which the 
Consultation Team was formerly working. The subcommittee on the Catechume- 
nate has continued training so that it, too, is ready to assist additional 
congregations. 


In conjunction with the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer, the Program Group 
sponsored a Workshop on Prayer and Quiet Day led by the Reverend Adam 
McCoy. In addition we have continued our effort to be a resource for 
information and suggestions for programs of renewal, especially for those 
active within the diocese. 


Recently, the Program Group has been reorganized so that it can be more 
effective in preparing for the "Decade of Evangelism" through an emphasis 
on education and the all important element of Prayer. Currently the 
education has been done through two extensive articles in the Episcopal 
News. As a basis for our focus for the coming year, the Program Group will 
concentrate on the implementation of the National Convention's definition 
of Evangelism: 


"Evangelism is the proclamation of Jesus Christ in the power of 
the Holy Spirit in such ways that persons may be led to believe 
in Him as Savior and follow Him as Lord within the fellowship 
of His Church." 


Prayers recommended for use in 1989-1990 for the Decade of Evangelism are: 
FOR INDIVIDUALS: 


"Jesus Christ, Son of God, make yourself known through me." 
"Jesus Christ, Son of the living God, speak to me through others." 


FOR GROUPS AND CONGREGATIONS:

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On Ministry in Higher Education 


The Program Group on Ministry in Higher Education has focused much of its 
energy on participation in and planning of specific programs. During the 
New Year's weekend, the Diocese of Los Angeles sent 18 students to take 
part in the National Gathering at Estes Park, Colorado where over 300 
students from around the country gathered for a conference called "Pro-Vo- 
cation". February 1-3, the Diocese hosted the Province VIII gathering of 
chaplains at Serra Retreat House. Bishop Frederick Borsch celebrated the 
eucharist and preached. The meeting centered around Bible study and 
reflections on personal experiences in campus ministry. 


Both the National Gathering and the chaplains' Province meeting gave birth 
to the idea of a Province Gathering of students which is planned to take 
place at the Mercy Center in Burlingame, California January 5-7, 1990. 
Students and chaplains from five geographical areas are planning that 
conference. The Program Group is also planning a conference within the 
Diocese on faculty ministry which will take place in the Spring of 1990. 


The Program Group has also been supporting and evaluating existing programs 
and developing new ministries. It conducted one of its periodic evalua- 
tions at UCLA in May. A new focus for the Program Group has been a greater 
concern to uphold and strengthen existing Canterbury Foundations at UCLA, 
USC, and UCI in the hope that these boards will participate more fully in 
the overall ministry on respective campuses. 


In its on-going concern to develop congregation-based ministries, the 
Program Group discussed forming a consultation team to assist congregations 
considering the development of a campus ministry. With the ordination of 
the Reverend Frederick Miller, a faculty member at California State Univer- 
sity at Fullerton, the Program Group hopes to establish a firm foothold on 
that campus. An experimental ecumenical ministry is house at Trinity, Los 
Angeles to assist ministry at Los Angeles Community College. 


During the summer Chairperson Stephen Barney sent a letter to all congrega- 
tions in the Diocese asking for the names of high school students gradua- 
ting and going to college so that chaplains could easily identify and 
welcome them. The Program Group hopes to widen this avenue of communica- 
tion with congregations in the future.

to the Diocesan Convention: 


Personnel changes since the last report: Clergy leaving former cures: 


The Reverend Bruce MacPherson resigned as Vicar of St. John's, La Verne to 
assume the position of Canon to the Ordinary; The Reverend Gary Hall 
resigned as Vicar of St. Aidan's, Malibu to become Rector of St. George's, 
La Canada; The Reverend Conrad Ciesel resigned as Vicar of St. Columba's, 
Big Bear and St. Richard's, Lake Arrowhead to become Rector of Christ the 
King, Quincy (Diocese of Northern California); The Reverend John Ashey 
retired on medical disability from Christ the King, Palmdale; The Reverend 
Mark Lieske, priest-in-charge at St. Clare's, Rancho Cucamonga and the 
Reverend Charles Belknap, Vicar of Incarnation,» Norwalk resigned to pursue 
secular work. 


Clergy in new cures include: The Reverend Richard Harms, Vicar of St. John 
Chrysostom, Rancho Santa Margarita from Bishop's Staff, Diocese of San 
Diego; The Reverend Douglas Gordon, Vicar of St. Columba's, Big Bear from 
secular work; The Reverend Michael Carr, Vicar of St. Richard's, Lake 
Arrowhead from St. Bede's, Los Angeles; The Reverend Alex Geston, Vicar of 
St. Benedict's (Filipino) Mission from the Diocese of Hawaii; The Reverend 
Leland Jones, Vicar of St. Andrew's, Irvine from the Diocese of San Diego; 
The Reverend Keith Landis, priest-in-charge at St. Luke's, Fontana from St. 
Bartholomew's, Pico Rivera; The Reverend Harlan Weitzel is now full time 
Vicar at St. Hilary's, Hesperia. 


New Yokes established, old ones broken: Several partnerships in shared 
ministry have evolved over the last year: The Church of Our Saviour, San 
Gabriel has established an outreach center to (primarily) Hispanics at 
Immanuel Church, El Monte. Through the auspices of the Our Saviour Center, 
outreach services provided include a feeding program, thrift shop and a 
computer equipped literacy center. 


St. Martha's Parish, West Covina serves as home to St. Benedict's Mission, 
the new Episcopal Filipino preaching station established by the Office of 
the Bishop in the Fall of 1988. This congregation is intended to serve the 
needs of Filipino and Filipino-americans who are Episcopalians rather than 
members of the P.1.C. (Philippine Independent Church). 


Trinity Parish, Orange and Resurrection Church, Yorba Linda are exploring 
options for shared outreach and evangelism in Yorba Linda which may lead to 
Resurrection becoming a parochial (rather than diocesan) mission of Trinity 
Church. 


Finally, partnerships in fellowship and prayer have evolved between St. 
Luke's, La Crescenta and Magdalene, Glendale; Trinity Parish and St. 
Nicholas', Los Angeles; and St. Timothy's and St. Martin's in Compton. 


Merger: Two mission congregations were merged in January of 1988. The 
Church of the Annunciation (Korean) in Anaheim and the Church of the 
Incarnation (Anglos and others) Norwalk were merged and renamed: St. 
Francis’ Church. The Reverend Jonathan Won was appointed as Vicar of the 
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combined missions which is housed at the site of the Church of the Incar- 
nation. This opportunity for cross cultural ministry is a rich one anda 
model to be studied and perhaps duplicated in other regions of the diocese. 


Land Purchased: Following the sale of the Milliken property (former pro- 
posed site for St. Clare's, Rancho Cucamonga) the diocese was able to 
purchase a new site which is more suitable for development. This five acre 
farm contains a circa 1914 ten room farmhouse which serves as "house- 
church" until we are ready to build a church. 


New Buildings: St. Alban's, Yucaipa has begun construction on a multi- 
purpose building at their new site, which can be used as a sanctuary, 
meeting hall and childcare center. Following a successful capital funds 
drive, the balance of the funding was provided through a construction loan 
from the Corporation of the Diocese. 


St. John Chrysostom's School in Rancho Santa Margarita has begun their 
Phase One construction of school classrooms. Funds have been raised from 
the larger community and additional loans are being provided by Security 
Pacific Bank. 


Planning to Build: The following missions are presently planning to build: 
Epiphany, Agoura/ Westlake: sanctuary, educational wing; Christ the King, 
Goleta: educational space; St. Hilary's, Hesperia: sanctuary, offices; St. 
Andrew's, Irvine: child care center; St. Aidan's, Malibu: vicarage; St. 
John's, La Verne: sanctuary; St. Francis’, Simi Valley: sanctuary; St. 
Stephen's, Santa Clarita: sanctuary; St. Dunstan's, Moreno Valley: multi- 
purpose first building; St. Clare's, Rancho Cucamonga: sanctuary; St. 
Columba's, Big Bear: sanctuary or educational space, vicarage; St. Thomas’, 
Hacienda Heights: educational building (under construction); St. Alban's, 
Yucaipa: multi-purpose building (under construction); St. John's, Santa 
Margarita: school (under construction, phase one), sanctuary. 


Land: Land is still being sought for two mission congregations in hopes 
that they might someday be able to build: St. Raphael's, Chino Hills and 
Resurrection, Yorba Linda. 





Miscellaneous: St. Barnabas' Mission became a parish at the Diocesan 
Convention last year and following admission, the Reverend Ivor Ottley was 
elected as their first Rector. 


Two churches came into Union with Convention, a further step towards parish 
status: St. Clare's, Rancho Cucamonga and St. Raphael's, Chino Hills. 


Two mission received their names from the Bishop: St. Hilary's, Hesperia 
and St. Benedict's, meeting at West Covina. 


St. Michael's, Isla Vista held a successful capital funds drive, raising 
nearly $25,000 for building maintenance and improvements. This is a 


noteworthy achievement from a congregation composed mainly of students at 
U.C. Santa Barbara. 


The Chapel of St. Francis and St. Mary's, Los Angeles (Atwater) completed 
extensive renovations to their plant and now provides space to the Parson- 
age, an outreach ministry to persons with AIDS. 
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Clergy housing: several missions are concerned about providing suitable 
housing for their Vicars. An interesting shared equity plan was developed 
at Epiphany, Agoura/Westlake which allowed the Vicar's family to move into 
more appropriate housing financed privately with the down payment invested 
by members of the congregation. Other places are looking at similar 
approaches in their communities which, over time, will lead to more vicar- 
ages (eventually, rectories) being an available option. 


Two major shifts occurred this year in stewardship and filling vacancies. 
Beginning in the Fall of 1988, the Program Group began to indicate to 
missions early on the support they were likely to receive from M.D.F. 
(Mission Development Fund). By doing so, we hoped to move, philosophically 
at least, from providing subsidy to being in partnership in ministry. The 
best stewardship models encourage the Church to develop its budget only 
after having completed its canvass. The M.D.F. grant thus becomes one of 
many pledges committed prior to establishing a budget. Administrative 
procedures in former years were seen as having been less than helpful in 
teaching good stewardship. 


Secondly, at the time of vacancy, mission congregations are encouraged to 
search for their new Vicar much the same way that a parish searches for a 
new Rector. It was once believed that this one major difference -- the 
ability of a parish to Call their priest, rather than having one appointed 
-- would encourage missions to parish status in order to gain that power. 
However, on the down side of the appointment process was the fact that 
missions often felt themselves to be abused or ignored in the appointment 
process. This new procedure, with consultation, has been well received and 
has the potential to encourage greater local leadership. 


Over the last year, the work of the Program Group on Mission Congregations 
has been vastly benefitted by support of the larger church, locally and 
nationally. Seven missions have received grants from the Cathedral Cor- 
poration totaling over $82,000; to enable them to develop stronger programs 
of service and outreach ranging from children's tutorial and literacy 
programs to adult and family counseling. Our Asian congregations have 
benefitted from devolving grants from our local LAD/EAST group as well as 
National Church funding. Indeed, such great progress has been made in 
Asian church development due, in part, to the support of the National 
Church which, to date, has allocated more money to Los Angeles than any 
other diocese. Finally, the Bishop, through Corporation Sole, has been 
more than generous in providing support to several missions for special 
projects or to take advantage of unique opportunities not anticipated in 
their budget. 


Lastly, we were pleased to welcome our Bishop, Frederick Borsch, "back" as 
chair of the Program Group as traditionally, the Bishop of the Diocese has 
chaired this particular Program Group. His commitment to the mission of 
the Church is well known and amply demonstrated through his involvement 
with our work and vision. 


Future Challenges: 


1. We need to explore the possibility of shared ministry with other denomi- 
nations, most especially the Lutherans. As a resolution from the Program 
Group at this convention reflects, the Synod has already called us to join 
them in seeing a new vision for what the church can do through cooperative 
sharing of facilities and staffs. 
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2. Money. The funds allocated from the Convention to the Department of 
Missions has not allowed us to adequately begin to work for further mission 
expansion by being able to offer competitive salaries to attract men and 
women to the mission field. Start up funds are needed to begin new work in 
the diocese and to turn around declining situations. 


3. Capital Funding. As is clear by the above list of 14 missions in some 
state of building and the two concerned about land, the diocese will be 
called upon to remain in economic partnership by providing loan funding for 
construction of new facilities and for appropriating land. Even with local 
capital campaigns, the price for existing mission development is over $10 
million dollars. Additional money will be needed for setting aside new 
land in newer areas of the diocese ripe for new church development. 

This year has been an exciting and challenging time. All of the missions 
of this diocese have experienced growth spiritually, although at times that 
has been through decline and pain. Many are exploring new and challenging 
opportunities for outreach or service. Many have accepted the Bishop's 
challenge to begin to plan for the future and to be more intentional in 
their work. All are hopeful for the future and grateful for the support of 
the whole diocesan family which joins them in partnership for Christ 
through the Mission Share Fund and in other, less tangible but nonetheless 
valued ways. 


It has been my great joy to serve among the clergy and laity of our mission 
congregations and the members of the Program Group. Their dedication and 
commitment and vision are true gifts of grace to this diocese which con- 
stantly humble me and renew my faith. To all of them, I am deeply grateful.

The Program Group has moved further along in its chartered direction. That 
direction is to provide support and encouragement to the Small Parishes of 
the Diocese. In the past twelve months we have: 


1. Provided a grant for continuation of an urban bi-lingual 
Christian Education program. 


2. Provided a grant to help with the building of a Mary 
Chapel to serve as a meditation center. 


3. Provided a grant to assist in the purchase of video 
equipment and tapes for a parish Christian Education program. 


4. Set aside funds from our budget to provide video equipment 
for Small Parishes for communications. 


5. Provided funds to assist in the retiring of an old debt, 
so that much needed education ministries could begin. 


6. Provided assistant and guidance in helping a parish to re- 


ceive a large assistance grant for interior renovation from 
White-Perkins Funds. 
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At this writing, the group is in dialogue with additional parishes to 
assist them in the future. 


In April, the group sponsored a Celebration of Small Parishes, which 
featured a presentation on Reshaping the Future by Dr. Arlin Rothauge of 
the National Church Staff. This presentation was in two parts, an evening 
seminar at St. Athanasius and St. Paul and a Celebration of the Eucharist 
at St. Bede's. Bishop Borsch joined us as celebrant and Dr. Rothauge was 
the preacher. The participants gathered after the service for a picnic at 
a local park. Representatives, both clergy and lay, from seventeen of the 
thirty plus small parishes attended one or both of the events. As a direct 
result two clergy will be going for training in parish ministry from the 
national church and other people have expressed interest in supporting and 
assisting the program group. 


We say “thank you" to Archdeacon Hartshorn Murphy for his support. We look 
forward to the coming year as we work with the diocese and our small 
parishes. Please keep us and them in your prayers.

Our ministry to the aging has really grown in many parishes this year and 
we hope to increase our membership and interest in a workshop.

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Committee on World and Domestic Hunger 


The Hunger Committee continued to serve the Diocese of Los Angeles with the 
quarterly publication of the hunger newsletter, NIMBUS: A Stormcloud of 
Holy Action. Through NIMBUS the Hunger Committee offered parishes liturgi- 
cal resources (for World Food Day in October) direct-action guides for 
such activities as Soup Night and local food distribution programs, and 
legislative action alerts to further policy change on hunger issues. 


Our Diocese also supplied other Hunger Committees in Province VIII with 
additional copies of NIMBUS as part of our cooperative efforts in combating 
domestic and world hunger. 
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In protest of the continued practice of "dumping" infant formula in third- 
world countries, (inducing mothers to abandon breast feeding) the Hunter 
Committee is supporting the renewed Boycott of Nestle and American Home 
Products. 


The Hunger Committee has also served to connect parish-based ministries 
with ongoing Hunger programs such as Bread for the World, Results, Food for 
All and the Interfaith Hunger Coalition.

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On Stewardship and Finance 


The Program Group held quarterly meetings during the year. The Program 
Group was broken into three subcommittees. 1) Stewardship Education which 
is charged with establishing educational tools and raising the awareness of 
leaders in congregations to the broad range of stewardship issues. This 
group is working on a Diocesan stewardship conference and planned giving as 
its major focus. 2) Mission Share Fund works on establishing guidelines 
and supervision of the ongoing canvass of parishes for pledges. 3) Audit 
is communicating with parishes and missions assuring that annual audit 
guidelines are followed and that there is compliance. Subcommittees meet 
each month reporting back to the quarterly program group meetings. 


A review of audits reveals a slightly increased level of compliance with 
canonical requirements. The Audit sub-committee is making great strides in 
this area and has planned for future action to encourage all congregations 
to compliance. 


The Mission Share Fund pledge guidelines continue to be reviewed by the 
subcommittee. The MSF advance pledge notices were mailed in May and the 
pledge request notice in late August. A deadline of September 30th was set 
for response to these requests. 


Stewardship education continues under the direction of the Education 
sub-committee. There have been in excess of 20 consultations done in 
parishes this year by the Reverend J. Jon Bruno and the Education sub-com- 
mittee. The Reverend Ellen Hill is working with Father Bruno and the 
sub-committee on a parochial stewardship guide for the diocese. This group 
is working on the establishment of duplicate conferences of stewardship 
education to be held in the spring of next year. Planned giving continues 


to promoted by Bill Dowey, who is funded by a Cathedral Grant. He has met 
with increasing success. 


During the fall the program group continued to deal with some of the weaker 
links in the stewardship chain, attempting to assist them in moving above 
living at a survival level financially. The Program Group continues to see 
stewardship as the primary work of the church.

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On Youth 


The Program Group is composed of lay persons and clergy, youth and adults, 
who have a strong commitment to youth ministry on the parochial, regional, 
diocesan, provincial, and national levels. The group provides support, 
communications, resources, advocacy, and assistance in the development of 
youth ministry programs and service. It also offers activities and train- 
ing for youth and youth advisors throughout the diocese. 


This year the Program Group offered a different format for workshops on 
chemical substance abuse, sexuality, communications, peer counseling, 
music, and spirituality at a special Workshop Day at St. Paul's Parish in 
Pomona. Youth and youth advisors from throughout the diocese participated. 


Two Youth Rally Days were held this year, one in October at St. Margaret's, 
San Juan Capistrano and one in April at Harvard School, Studio City. At 
both Rally Days youth from throughout the diocese came together to share, 
worship, and have fun. Bishop Borsch joined the group at San Juan Capis- 
trano in October, and in April, a special concert was offered by a musical 
group from the Diocese of California. 


For the twelfth year youth and their advisors worked at the Diocesan 
Convention as "gophers" and pages. They participated in the Eucharist on 
Saturday morning and in the small group discussions held after the Bishop's 
address as well as their other duties. The young people also made a five 
minute presentation to Convention on Youth Ministry. 


The fifth annual Youth Advisor's Training Workshop was held at St. Athana- 
sius and St. Paul's Church, Los Angeles. Bishop Garver gave the keynote 
address and participants were offered opportunities to attend workshops on 
developing youth ministry programs, music, communications, retreats and 
camping, Bible Study, and peer counseling. 


The Program Group continues to publish its bi-monthly newsletter, the 
Diocesan Youth News. Its circulation has grown to well over 2500 youth and 
youth advisors. It contains articles on issues that confront young people, 
news from local and regional youth ministry programs, news about upcoming 
events on a local, regional, and diocesan level, and some articles of 
general interest. 


This year the Summer Youth Project was three weeks in length. Youth worked 
at two churches in the diocese, St. Bede's, Mar Vista, and St. Stephen's, 
East Whittier. They then spent a week in Navajoland at St. Christopher's 
Camp, Bluff, Utah, where they put on a camp for children from Navajoland. 
After the camp was finished, the young people spent a few days in retreat. 
Youth from the Diocese of Navajoland and the Diocese of Los Angeles parti- 
cipated in all phases of the project. 


This year our representative to the Provincial Youth Council is Carlyle 
Duffield from St. John's Church in Corona. He and Marge Devine traveled to 
Seattle, Washington in February for five days of planning with the Council 
in preparation for the Provincial Youth Event. Philip Bruno, a member of 
the Program Group from St. Athanasius and St. Paul Church, represents the 
diocese and the province as a member of the design team for the 1990 
National Episcopal Youth Event to be held in Missoula, Montana. 
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This year two regions held youth rallies, San Gabriel and Santa Ana. The 
San Gabriel Region held two retreats in April, one for junior high youth 
and one for senior high youth. The San Gabriel Region has a very active 
youth council which sponsors activities for the region during the year. 
The Santa Ana Region held its retreat at Camp Stevens in October for junior 
and senior high youth. It also has an active council. 


The Program Group continues its work with churches in developing youth 
ministry programs and in the search for advisors. We are continuing also 
to work with regions to develop active regional youth ministry. 


The Program Group welcomes all suggestions, questions, and ideas as well as 
persons interested in and committed to youth ministry who wish to become 
involved in work and planning for the expansion of youth ministry.

Churches 
have been advised and are becoming aware of this "Prayer Fellowship" thus 
leading to calls for resource materials, as well as speaking and assisting 
in forming prayer groups. 


The fact of being an Associated Organization of the Episcopal Church Women 
is an outstanding feature, helping to expose and nurture our work. 


We have continued to have our Annual Meeting in September at St. Mark's, 
Glendale. This year the Reverend Adam D. McCoy, Order of the Holy Cross, 
Prior of Mount Calvary Monastery and Retreat House, Santa Barbara, was our 
speaker. His topic was "Foundations for Praying: Creation, Relationships 
and Participation."

On Ecumenicity 


The primary work of ecumenicity in our diocese continues to be carried 
forth by the Canon Missioner for Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, the 
Reverend Canon Harold G. Hultgren. Under his inspired leadership, many 
advances and new frontiers of action and understanding are coming into 
fruition. 


Cooperating with that work is the reorganized Commission on Ecumenicity 
under the continued Chairmanship of the Reverend Gary Dean Hand. The 
Commission now consists of the heads of all the various specifically 
ecumenical committees and commissions of the Diocese (e.g., ARC/LA, Angli- 
can/Reformed Dialogue, L.E.D., Faith and Order Commission, etc.). Since 
the passing by Diocesan Convention of the requirement that all diocesan 
bodies put into practice the "Lund Principle" (essentially to work together 
with other Christian bodies in all areas where our doctrine and order does 
not require us to act separately), we have seen more of our Program Groups 
and Commissions become ecumenical in their own areas of concern. 


The Commission continues to meet on a quarterly basis for the various 
bodies to share their plans and needs and to work on common needs and 
goals. In addition, the Commission is taking on new life as it seeks to 
relate to broader areas of ecumenical life. We are especially concerned to 
develop an awareness and understanding of our ties through the Wider 
Anglican Fellowship, such as the Philippine Independent Church and to 
Christian bodies largely overlooked heretofore, such as_ the National 
Association of Evangelicals. 


With the vigor and concern of our still new Diocesan Bishop, we look 
forward to a strong development of programs and ties in areas where we must 


work ecumenically, as well as those areas where we should work together.

On Peace and Justice 


The present work of the Commission is assisted by an unique coalition of 
groups: the Peace and Justice Office of the Episcopal Church Center in New 
York, Diocesan Council and the Cathedral Corporation. In June of 1988 the 
National Church Office provided us with a consultant for the period through 
December of 1989. She is Martha E. Coleman, Outreach Director for the 
Interfaith Center to Reverse the arms Race at All Saints Church in Pasa- 
dena. Marty's experience in working with a great many groups on Peace and 
Justice issues on the parish, diocesan and national levels has been in 
invaluable asset for our Commission. Thanks to this array of support and 
to energetic and gifted Commission members, we have had a most gratifying 
year. 


In October of 1988 we gave the first of our three proposed Leadership 
Training Seminars at St. James, Los Angeles. The keynote speakers were Dr. 
Howard Clinebell, Director of the Institute for Religion and Wholeness at 
the School of Theology in Claremont, and the Very Reverend Jon Hart Olson, 
Dean of the Episcopal Theological School at Claremont who spoke on the 
theology of peacemaking. In the afternoon there were three workshops on 
the practical challenges facing parish leaders including one entitled, "How 
to talk about peace without making war in the congregation." 


In January, 1989, we sponsored a Saturday morning breakfast at St. John's, 
Los Angeles, at which the Reverend Stephen Commins, President of Immaculate 
Heart College Center spoke on the relationship between hunger and 
militarism. 


In February we held a "People to People" event at Crossroads School in 
Santa Monica at which we were entertained by a Russian singer and pianist, 
Alexander Zhurbin and his wife, Irina, a poet. 


In March the first issue of our newsletter, The Mustard Seed, rolled off 
the press and into every parish in the diocese. It was followed by two 
more issues in May and July. Judging from the number of enthusiastic 
"letters to the Editor" it has been well received. 
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April saw the second of our Leadership Training Seminars, this time at St. 
Michael & All Angels, Corona Del Mar. The agenda was centered around 
several outstanding clergy and lay leaders in the diocese who are working 
for justice in a variety of ways. They shared their personal stories of 
conversion, describing their first tentative steps into peace and justice 
activism, and telling what sustained them then (and sustains them now) in 
their efforts. The first person to tell the story of his spiritual journey 
was the keynote speaker, the Reverend Don Lewis, Rector of St. Edmund's, 
San Marino, who has been active in the struggle for human rights in Central 
America. 


More than fifty parishes have sent representatives to one or both of the 
Seminars, and evaluations have been overwhelmingly positive. 


Also in April, five members of our Commission attended two important events 
in Washington, D.C.: the National Impact Briefings, and a gathering of 
Diocesan Peace and Justice Chairs at which a national network was formed. 
Our Commission is now an active part of the four-month-old Episcopal Peace 
and Justice Network. Diocesan Committees across the country are now 
sharing insights, information and resources, and we boast an efficient and 
rapid means of sending and receiving messages from the national Peace and 
Justice Office and the Washington Office of the Episcopal Church on Capitol 
Hill. 


In May, our first regional Peace and Justice Committee, a pilot project, 
was launched in Santa Ana. 


As 1 write this mid-summer report, members of the Commission are making 
personal contacts with as many parishes as possible. They are hoping to 
identify and to become better acquainted with a particular liaison person 
(other than the rector) in each. Through these connections members of the 
Commission will be able to be of assistance when needed and will be able to 
pass on information and ideas gleaned from the newly-formed national 
network. The Commission is also preparing for its third Seminar which will 
be held at All Saints' Church, Oxnard on October 2lst. This time the 
emphasis will be on learning how to move our congregations from Scripture 
to action. Bishop Borsch will be our keynote speaker.

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On Refugee Resettlement 


Over the past three or four years it seems that the work of this program 
has been one of the best kept secrets of the diocese! I wonder how many of 
you reading this report were even aware that there was still such a program 
within the diocese in 1989. You may remember way back how there was a rush 
of refugees and a flurry and an urgency to find sponsors after the Fall of 


Saigon. Your own parish probably sponsored a family of Vietnamese of 
Cambodian or Laotian people. 
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The close family members of those initial refugees have slowly been arriv-—- 
ing ever since. Families have been reunited thanks to the work of this 
program. 


Did you know, too, that within this Diocese we have resettled among others, 
Poles, Czechs, Hungarians, Romanians, Afghans, Ethiopians, Cubans, Haitians 
and most recently a flood of Armenians from the Soviet Union? 


Our work still comes through the National Church and the State Department, 
but is now under the umbrella of the Episcopal Migration Ministries (EMM), 
still at "815" but independent of the Presiding Bishop's Fund. 


Since I am preparing this report in June of 1989, I only have figures for 
our fiscal year thus far -- that is from October 1988 through May 1989. Up 
to this time we have resettled one hundred and eleven (111) cases which 
includes three hundred and twenty nine refugees (329). And we still have 
four more months to go! After the Diocese of Olympia, this diocese settles 
more refugees than any other in the United States. 


The Commission is very pleased and proud to welcome Father David Duncan on 
board as our Refugee Coordinator. We hope you will invite him to your 
parish to teach and/or preach on the rewarding work of refugee ministry. 
We will be asking parishes to become involved in new and different ways. 
Besides the possibility of sponsoring one of the "free" cases (this is 
people who have no family here), there will be opportunities to assist with 
transportation, providing food and furnishings, helping with English and 
perhaps simply taking out a lonely and confused refugee for a hamburger or 
a piece of pizza. 


Refugee ministry is exciting and rewarding. It is “hands on" ministry and 
gives us a chance to open our hearts and hold out our hands to the stranger 
in our midst. 


I hope you will give Father Duncan a warm welcome into your parish and will 
take the time to hear what he has to say about this important way that your 
people can reach out to others.

On Schools 


It is the canonical responsibility of the Commission on Schools to monitor 
the well-being of Episcopal schools within the Diocese. There are 39 such 
schools ranging from preschool to high school. 


The Commission is appointed by the Bishop. Members currently serving are 
Serena Beeks, St. Mark's, Upland, Chair; The Reverend Charles Rowins, St. 
James', Los Angeles; The Reverend Thomas Clarke, Campbell Hall, North 
Hollywood; Merrily Dunlap, St. Mark's, Altadena; Nancy Curry, St. Michael & 
All Angels, Studio City; Les Frost, St. Matthew's, Pacific Palisades; Mark 
Campaigne, St. Margaret's, San Juan Capistrano, The Reverend James Maronde, 
St. Martin's, Canoga Park; The Reverend Christopher Eade, Harvard School, 
Studio City; and Eva Smith, All Saints', Santa Barbara. 
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During the 1988-89 school year a conference on AIDS education was sponsored 
for rectors, heads and chaplains. Dr. Albert Ogle and a panel from the 
AIDS Service Center in Pasadena presented an excellent program and led 
discussion groups. 


The Commission solicits dues from its member schools based upon enrollment 
and grade level. These dues are returned to the schools through a variety 
of channels. It is a goal of the Commission to encourage professional 
growth through affiliation with such groups as the National Association for 
the Education of Young Children and the California Association of Indepen- 
dent Schools. The Commission assists schools seeking such affiliation with 
the initial costs of accreditation. The Commission also seeks to foster 
the professional growth of individual teachers, and funds were provided 
this year to pay the registration fees of all persons from schools in the 
Diocese who wished to attend the annual meeting of the National Association 
for the Education of Young Children, which was held last Fall in Anaheim. 


The Diocese continues to be represented in the California Association of 
Private Schools Organization (CAPSO). The Reverend Charles Rowins is our 
representative on the CAPSO Board. This network of independent schools 
provided our access to information from the State Board of Education and 
from the legislature on educational matters. 


Some services which can be efficiently provided co-operatively are funded 
by the Commission, such as the annual publication of a notice of non-dis- 
criminatory policy in the Los Angeles Times. 


Much of the Commission's work is advisory in nature, and members of the 
Commission regularly consult with the heads of schools and with wardens and 
rectors in order to help resolve troublesome issues. Advice about the 
founding of new programs is also available.

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On Theology and Human Sexuality 


During the past year the Commission has focused on our charge: to serve as 
an advisory group to the Bishop on issues related to human sexuality, to 
develop theological statements on human sexuality, and to review and 
evaluate educational programs in this area and develop guidelines for their 
use in the Diocese. Our activities have included review of educational 
programs, review and initial development of audio-visual resource materi- 
als, compilation of an extensive computerized bibliography, and the de- 
velopment of a resource library for the use of diocesan parishes/missions, 
schools, and organizations. In addition Commission members represented the 
Diocese at the 1989 General Convention as that group considered issues of 
human sexuality, and spoke at a press conference and a television program 
on related issues. 


A major effort of the Commission has been the development of a special 
project designed to promote dialogue in the Diocese about issues of human 
sexuality. This parish/mission based project, which will begin in October 
1989, will both encourage dialogue and also respond to the request of the 
National Church that we gather material reflecting the "findings and 
experience" of the Church on sexuality to be forwarded to the National 
Commission for use in preparing their reports to the Bishops and next 
General Convention. The implementation of this project will be the major 
focus of the Commission during the coming year. 


In all its efforts the Commission seeks to encourage the study, prayer, and 
open and respectful exchange of ideas and personal reflections that will 
help the diverse membership of the church grow in its understanding of 
human sexuality as God's people seek together to discern God's will.

During the period covered by this report, the San Buenaventura Region has 
continued to function well on a number of levels. 


The Executive Council, made up of the elected Officers of the Region 
(President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Diocesan Council Repre- 
sentatives and Mission Congregations Representative) met in August, Octo- 
ber, January, March and June to co-ordinate and plan the activities of the 


Region. 
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The Regional Council met twice. The Fall meeting took place at St. Nicho- 
las', Encino on September 25, 1988. A presentation was made by the Dioce- 
san Deputies to General Convention, with particular emphasis on changes in 
Title III of the Canons pertaining to Lay Ministries in the Church. The 
Spring Meeting, held at St. Columba's, Camarillo on April 9, 1989, included 
presentations on Long Range Planning for congregations by Canon Jerry 
Kahler, an overview of the Diocese's concerns for Planning for the Future, 
and a discussion about Hispanic Ministry in the Region led by Fathers José 
Carlo and John Fuller. A Regional Hispanic Task Force was elected (Mem- 
bers: Fr. Carlo, Fr. Fuller, Fr. Scarfe, Henry Mora, Bill Moritz and 
Dorothea Phelan). 





Two Regional Assemblies were held. The Annual pre-Convention Assembly met 
at St. Columba's, Camarillo, on November 13, 1988, and the Diocesan Program 
and Budget were discussed, in preparation for Convention. Under Regional 
business, the By-Laws were revised, and the proposed budget for 1989 
approved, with continued emphasis on Youth, Campus, and Hispanic minis- 
tries. The following were elected as Officers for the Region: President - 
Canon Gethin Hughes; Vice-President - Janice Jones; Secretary - Jack Green; 
Treasurer - Betty Angle; Mission Congregation Rep - Les Lagerquist. The 
Workshop Assembly meeting was on May 7, 1989, at Camarillo. Presentations 
were made by Fr. Don Lewis and Fr. Denis O'Pray on the Diocesan Center 
Project, and by Dr. Mitties DeChamplain on the budget process. The meeting 
then divided into four workshops: Vestry Organization (Fr. Al Smith), 
Opening Doors to the Handicapped (Jane Armstrong), Integrating Newcomers 
(Rev. Anne Howard and Virginia Tong) and Ministry to and with Seniors (Fr. 
Andy Keady). 


The Clericus of the Region had seven additional gatherings: September - 
Bishop Garver, Santa Inez; October - Clergy Conference, Long Beach; Novem- 
ber - Bishop Borsch, Woodland Hills; February - Mid-Lent Quiet Day, All 
Saints, Santa Barbara; March - Renewal of Vows, Monrovia; April - Bishop 
Borsch, Camarillo; May - Bishop Borsch, Encino. 


We are indebted to the Executive Committee and to all who have participated 


in the work of the Region, and particularly to Bill Moritz, our Representa-— 
tive to Diocesan Council.

Task Force on Lay Ministry 


The Lay Ministry Task Force was formed by Bishop Garver a little over two 


years ago. The scope of the Task Force initially centered around three 
elements: 


(A) a characterization of present “lay ministry" in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles; 


(B) a survey and analysis of "successful" models of such lay ministry 
within and beyond the diocese; 


(C) recommendations about how the most hopeful models might be adapted 
to the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


The Task Force was further asked to report to our Bishop-Elect in the 
Spring of 1988. The Task Force has met with Bishop Borsch and has con- 
tinued under his direction. 


In May of 1989, a questionnaire went out to all parishes and missions 
seeking both information on existing models of ministry and on parishes/- 
missions desiring help in preparing for and implementing a Total Ministry 
of all the Baptized. 


Initially, a fifth of all parishes and missions responded with an over- 
whelming sense that any assistance from the Diocese would be appreciated. 
Fifty-seven local ministries were suggested as possible models for the use 
of others at future workshops. Names of potential lay speakers were given. 


The Task Force planned to respond to the survey in several ways: 


(1) to follow up on several of the responding churches with personal 
visits, both to expand on survey answers and to suggest participation in a 
possible partnership scheme. This would seek to "marry" a strong ministry 
parish/mission with one seeking to become stronger. 


(2) We are hosting the Lay Ministry booth at this convention, using 
resources from the National Episcopal Office as well as the various models 
suggested. 


(3) We have developed documents for use as convenanting agreement and 
commissioning and support strategies for the parish and mission. 


(4) We are pursuing the ideas provided in the survey as resources for 
potential workshops in the months to come. 


(5) We have developed a job description for a parish ministry coordi- 
nator.

The new academic year at UCI got off to a good start with an Open House at 
the Chaplain's home at which nearly 30 new and returning students showed 
up. We began to meet on Thursday afternoons for Bible Study and Eucharist, 
following the lunch sponsored by UCI Interfaith. The Canterbury President, 
Kirsty MacKintosh, in her last term before graduation, did a great job 
communicating with all the students and getting the group together.

In the Fall, we obtained a grant from the Cathedral Corporation to take 17 
students to Estes Park for the National Gathering, sponsored by the Nation- 
al Church. Seven of the students who attended were from the Irvine program 
and in the Fall we did some preparation for this event. 


Then, after the Christmas break through January 1 we were in Estes Park to 
hear two keynote speakers, the Reverend Richard Bolles, and Dr. Alda Marsh 
Morgan, address the theme "Pro/Vocation". Many workshops, creative worship 
opportunities, and social events were planned, but, as always, the best 
part of the National Gathering was the exchange of different ideas and 
perspectives. The community of students, staff, and friends was, indeed, 
provocative. Out of that experience has come the idea to gather on a 
regional basis on the "off" years when the National Gathering is not held. 


In January, we hosted three students from Costa Rica who were traveling 
throughout the country sponsored by the Episcopal Church. 


During the Spring quarter, the Chaplain co-taught a course on campus 
through the Department of Comparative Literature with Dr. Stephen Barney 
entitled "The Bible and its Interpretations". A course for English majors, 
but open to other upperclassmen, 45 students were enrolled this quarter. 
We explored some of the history of the interpretation of the Bible and read 
four books of the Bible. 


Then in May, having obtained a grant for this purpose from the Church of 
Our Saviour, we sponsored a lecture series for the University at large 
entitled, "Jews, Christians, and Muslims: Dialogue for Peace in a Troubled 
World". We were able to bring to campus three outstanding scholars and 
speakers: Dr. John Hick of Claremont, to express the Christian point of 
view; Rabbi Elliot Dorff of the University of Judaism; and Dr. Hassan 
Hathout of the Islamic Center of Southern California. Each speaker brought 
a wealth of wisdom and tradition to bear upon the question of how propo- 
nents of Judaism, Christianity and Islam can achieve true understand and 
dialogue with one another. We recorded the series on videotape and will 
make it available to the Diocese for an education series. 


So, our 1988-1989 year was highly diverse and exciting. This ministry 
continues to be a _ yoked one, the Chaplain serving also for this year as 
Priest-in-Charge of St. Andrew's Mission in Irvine. With the arrival of a 
new Vicar at St. Andrew's, the Foundation will explore the future of the 
yoked ministry and make plans for the future. Funding continues from the 
Diocesan Mission Share Fund and private donations, as well as from St. 
Andrew's Mission.

Canterbury Westwood Foundation 


It is difficult to reenter the hectic pace and atmosphere of the UCLA 
community after six months of sabbatical in Costa Rica, but that has been 
the first priority for the chaplain this past academic year. 


During this past year Canterbury Westwood has been able to increase the 
number of opportunities for worship and fellowship for the UCLA community 
from two to four weekly services. This has been made possible by the work 
of the Reverend Marilyn Adams, professor of philosophy at UCLA and adjunct 
Episcopal chaplain. The service of the altar is always at the center of 
our ministry and this increase in weekly services is most gratifying. We 
have also incorporated a faculty eucharist into our quarterly schedule of 
worship. 


The opportunities for ministry provided by the new program of Pastoral Care 
at the UCLA Medical Center have led to an increased level of involvement at 
the hospital. We have been involved with the On-Call chaplaincy program 
and have continues our relationship with the Host Home program. Host Homes 
was made possible by a grant from the Cathedral Corporation and has made it 
possible for families of patients to find housing or space for their 
recreational vehicles in West Los Angeles while they visit their hospital- 
ized loved ones. 


Concern for issues related to Central America have led to a number of 
efforts to educate and involve students. In the Fall quarter we helped 
organize a coalition of student groups to begin a drive called a "1000 
Points of Light for Nicaragua". This effort collected over $700 to contri- 
bute emergency lighting equipment for hurricane relief in Nicaragua. In 
the Winter term Canterbury hosted a delegation of Costa Rican students who 
visited a variety of campuses and Episcopal ministries in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. During this quarter we joined with several student groups to 
bring the critically acclaimed play, "A Peasant of El Salvador", to the 
UCLA campus. This benefit performance raised over $300 for the work of the 
Central American Refugee Center. 


In the Fall quarter we hosted an African Students dinner that brought over 
100 African international students together (on the day of the UCLA-USC 
game, no less) for an evening of traditional food and music. It is our 
hope that this trial program will form the basis of an expanded program 
next year. 


In terms of involvement on campus the chaplain has served on the Chancel- 
lor's Committee on Religious Affairs, the Human Subjects’ Protection 
Committee which works to protect people who serve as subjects in psycholog- 
ical experiments. During the last two quarters the chaplain has also been 
actively involved in the work of the Multicultural Program Planning Commit- 
tee for the Office of Residential Life. This committee is charged with 
creating programs in the resident halls which hold up diversity as a 
positive value for the UCLA community. 


The chaplain also served on the Board of Directors of the Ecumenical Black 
Campus Ministry and acted as a reader for EBCM's Martin Luther King Essay 


Competition. 


During the past year the Chaplain has also served as a member of the 
planning committee for the Third National Episcopal Students' Gathering 
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which was held over the Christmas Holiday in Estes Park, CO. This event 
brought together over 300 Episcopal students from across the country and 
around the world. He has also served as national secretary and Eighth 
Province representative to the Steering Committee of the Episcopal Society 
for Ministry in Higher Education, our denominational organization for 
college work. 


The chaplain served on the University Religious Conference 60th Anniversary 
Celebration Committee and on the URC Program Cabinet and Building 
Committees. 


All of these activities have been carried on to continue our tradition of 
ministry to this community and in the hopes of expanding our service to the 
university.

This year the WOMEN OF VISION program has been presented in every region of 
the Diocese to rave reviews. This nationally developed series of modules 
continues to be a major community building and individual energizer when 
offered in the Diocese by the ECW. 


Barbara Luke, Judy Murray, Mary Louise Smith and Jef Short represented the 
Los Angeles ECW at the Provincial Synod which was held in Boise, Idaho in 
late August. 


The Memorial Fund continues to grant financial help for those with medical 
emergencies, and is a great witness of the concern we all have for those 
less fortunate.

The Episcopal Home Alhambra has increased its service to the elderly of the 
Diocese by remodeling one of its residential halls to serve as a personal 
care unit. Elderly persons who are non-ambulatory may reside in this unit. 
It also will provide care for those who need assistance with medications, 
bathing, dressing and general activities of daily living. Special diets 
are also available at the personal care level. 


Plans are being approved by the various State Agencies to remodel our 
80-bed Intermediate Nursing Care unit so that it can be licensed as a 
Skilled Nursing Care unit. This conversion attempts to meet the increasing 
demand for Skilled Nursing Beds. 


The House continues to be able to adjust its fees for those whose financial 
resources are insufficient to meet the costs or care. This is made poss- 
ible through the gifts and bequests that have been made to the Home by 
concerned members of the Diocese. 


The Episcopal Home lost one of its long time supporters and volunteers when 
Virginia Schlanser was called to God's larger service on April 28, 1989 
when she died after a period of illness. Virginia had served as a member 
of the various Boards of the Episcopal Home for over twenty-five years. 
She was a dedicated and courageous volunteer with a great capacity of 
compassion and concern for the welfare of the residents and patients of the 
Episcopal Home.

The Canterbury is a Retirement Community administered under the auspices of 
the Episcopal Home in Alhambra. The Canterbury is located in the city of 
Rancho Palos Verdes and is made up of 117 one and two bedroom units to- 
gether with a 28-bed skilled nursing facility on a lovely 5 1/2 acre site. 
In its sixth year of operation The Canterbury is now over 90% occupied. 
Like our parent institution, The Episcopal Home in Alhambra, we are experi- 
encing a frailer population of residents entering The Canterbury. The 
increase of support structures such as homemakers services, senior care 
networks, meals-on-wheels services etc., in our communities enable prospec-— 
tive residents to delay entrance into our facility. Once at The Canterbury 
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utilization of our optional Home Health services increases proportionately 


so our Home Health department has become an integral part of the services 
we offer. 


Membership in The Canterbury is open to all adults 62 years of age or above 
in good health. A physical examination by The Canterbury's medical direc- 
tor is required since independent living status must be assured. Units may 
be purchased outright, with a liberal amortization plan offered, or may be 
financed. A month to month rental plan is also available. A _ monthly 
maintenance fee covers basic services.

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The Girls' Friendly Society 


The Girls' Friendly Society in the Diocese of Los Angeles continues to 
provide a parish-centered fellowship for girls, age 7 - 21. The themes of 
worship, study, service, and recreation provide the framework for the GFS 
program. A parish branch program includes a variety of activities to meet 
the needs, interests, and ages of the girls. 


Currently, there are four active GFS branches in our diocese. These 
branches are doing interesting and creative activities with their members. 


We continue as a member of the Program Group on Youth and as an associated 
organization of the Episcopal Church Women. We publish our own newsletter, 
GFS CHATTER, and The Episcopal News is very supportive of our ministry. 
Bishop Borsch's commitment to the youth of our diocese is encouraging and 
helpful. 


In July 1988, we sponsored the Girl's Session at Camp Stevens in Julian. 
The symbol for the week was the "Beehive" with a theme of Christian Commun- 
ity. Our annual Rally Day and Leadership Training led off our program year 
in September. In November, our Board made the painful decision to discon-— 
tinue our camping program of many years at Camp Stevens. We have been 
unable to generate enough campers to meet the necessary quota for our week. 


At our Annual Meeting in January 1989, we welcomed several new Sustaining 
Members. Our Anniversary Service was held on May 2lst. This is a day of 
recognition for those GFS members who have completed specific Symbol Degree 
work. 


A delegation of five people represented GFS in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
at the GFS National Assembly in Cape May, New Jersey, June 24-29, 1989. 
The Assembly meets every three years and brings together girls and leaders 
from those dioceses where GFS is active. A seven-member National Board 
implements the actions and decisions of the assembly between Assemblies. 


In 1987, a comprehensive survey was conducted in the Diocese to determine 
the importance and priority of a variety of issues. 98% of those respond- 
ing declared youth ministry the top priority. What is perplexing about 
those results is that the same high priority is not reflected in people and 
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budget support for youth programs. We must find ways to connect that 
survey response to increased support for the children and young people in 
our church family.

Hillsides Home for Children 


Hillsides Home had an exciting year. The Bishop helped us celebrate our 
seventy-fifth year of service to children at a party dedication ceremony on 
September 17th. The day started with a reunion lunch of past residents and 
staff, who shared their appreciation for the Home and what being associated 
with the Home meant to them. The celebration then moved into a reception- 
tea with presentations by civic organizations, a talk by Bishop Borsch, 
capped with several songs performed by the children of the Home. 


In January, the Home opened a new unit for the sheltering of infants and 
toddlers whose parents are unable to care for them because of their own 
special problems. The program is concentrated on working intensively with 
the parents of the children in order to help them regain their children. 
The program started with six children and by July had helped five of them 
return to their parents. This new program is unique in Los Angeles and is 
proving more successful than we thought possible. 


We continue to operate our Residential Treatment Program for battered and 
abused children and experience the miracle of helping the children of the 
Home move beyond the devastating abuse they have endured to become whole 
happy children. We have continued to rejoice in their healthy growth and 
blossoming lives. 


Hillsides' In-Home Family Preservation Program was fortunate to get con- 
tinued funding from the State of California, even in the face of devasta- 
ting cuts to social programs throughout the State. This means that we will 
be able to continue to reach abused children in their homes, to help their 
parents discontinue their abusive practices and to focus on the more 
important every day living problems that they have. We have been able to 
expand this program through the generosity of the Parsons Foundation, The 
Church of Our Saviour Endowment Fund and many generous parishioners who 
have heard our cause. 


The Board of Directors, the staff and the children of the Home thank the 
members of the Church for their generosity and prayers of the past year.

An observant person in the vicinity of the Hospital must be at least amazed 
by the changes in progress. There is evidence this hospital is keeping 
pace with the growing needs of the Los Angeles area. Our Heart Institute 
has become famous. The new Parinatal Center is yielding a wonderful 
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product -- babies. We are making the transition "from a community hospital 
to a community hospital with selected centers of excellence" under the 
capable direction of Bishop Frederick H. Borsch, our Honorary Chairman of 
the Board; Mr. Charles T. Munger, Chairman of the Board; Mr. John Wester- 
man, the C.E.O., and the hospital staff. Dr. William Kern, the outgoing 
Chief of Staff, has navigated through difficult times and the staff is 
meeting the challenges of growth and the demands of specialization. Dr. 
Robert E. Levis is the probable successor as Chief of Staff. We have 
excellent leadership through the challenges at hand. Our hospital has 
managed to maintain an Emergency Care Service. This system is essential to 
our serving the urban community. 


At the time of this report, we are two months away from welcoming our new 
Chaplain. The Reverend Lyonel W. Gilmer, from Charlotte, North Carolina, 
will be arriving after Labor Day to take the helm of the Religion and 
Education Department. Father Gilmer is an accredited Clinical-Pastoral 
Education Supervisor. His initial tasks will be to come acquainted with 
the staff, patients and the community. But, soon after, he will be working 
on developing an accredited C.P.E. program that will be based at the 
hospital. His ideas are sound and he has the ability to carry them 
through. With the Board and the Administration's backing him as the 
Director of Pastoral Care and Education, the vision of this new shape of 
our chaplaincy will come to fruition. We will be providing educational 
opportunities for seminarians and others, carrying on the tradition of The 
H.G.S. as a teaching institution and a place of outreach. 


Chaplaincy is pleased to announce the birth of "Laughing Matters." Our in- 
house television channel has_ gone on the air as a comedy channel, which 
will give chuckles and endorphins to patients. The Media Dept., under Mr. 
Bill West, has helped to accomplish this, with Mr. Bob Young and Mr. Joe 
Csongei providing hours of skilled efforts. Channel Three is the first 
fruit of all these labors. Next, thanks to the Cathedral Grants Committee 
and the cooperation of the Development Dept. of the Hospital, will be the 
in-house education channel. 


Outreach continues. During the past fiscal year, Chaplains Reeves and 
Rubel have recorded 4053 calls on patients. Volunteers have recorded 1810 
calls on patients. Rabbi Levi Galperin continues to call on Jewish pa- 
tients every Wednesday. Father Francisco and his lay people cover the 
Roman Catholic patients. Our outreach promises to be more effective as the 
work progresses. Father Dan Suders helps out when he can and we have many 
local clergy seeing their patients here. We strive to see most all pa- 
tients. Our volunteers do a great deal. We are looking for more volun- 
teers. Mrs. Ruth Rolik, Secretary for the Chaplaincy Service, retires at 
the end of August, after over twenty-three years of extraordinary service. 


Your interest, support, and involvement in the ongoing ethos of this 
important Diocesan Institution are very much appreciated. I know of no 
finer hospital in the southland. We can give thanks for God's healing work 
in this ecumenical, strategic urban setting. There is much to be done and 
you may take heart the challenges are being responsibly and creatively met 
at The Hospital of the Good Samaritan.

This year the Neighborhood Youth Association provided services to 2,874 
low-income, minority youth and families in the Los Angeles area. In the 
West Area, NYA services reached out to youth in Venice, Mar Vista, Culver 
City, Santa Monica, and West Los Angeles. In the Harbor Area, NYA staff 
worked with youth from Wilmington, Carson, Harbor City, Lomita, San Pedro 
and parts of Torrance. 


It's been an exciting year for NYA. New funding from various foundations 
and support groups has enabled the agency to move ahead with the implemen- 
tation of its' proposed comprehensive services (the Settlement House Model) 
in the West Area. NYA's Educational Services Department got off the ground 
with funding for The Learning Center, expanding the Agency's tutorial 
services by adding English classes and English as a Second Language (ESL) 
classes. 


In addition, the new funding also helped to start NYA's first pre-school 
program in Venice, as well as expand our after-school program to include 
educational activities. A great “happening" was acquiring our new child 
care center at 9th and Broadway in Venice. After a three-year struggle to 
acquire the building form the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power, 
NYA hosted an open house in June to announce the opening of its' new 
Children's Clubhouse at the Broadway location. 


Other new programs and services initiated during this period included: AIDS 
Prevention-Ethnic Minority Youth Peer Education Project; Operation Safety 
Net for youth too old for our after-school program and too young for our 
adolescent programs; Amnesty Preparation Classes for Spanish-speaking 
adults; and the expansion of our family services. These new services 
compliment our on-going services of individual and group counseling, child 
and family therapy, employment preparation and job placement, and recrea- 
tional services; and along with our adolescent seniors and youth program, 
contribute to a comprehensive services approach to our work in the 
community.

ST. BARNABAS SENIOR CENTER OF LOS ANGELES 


After a full year of operation in our new building, I am delighted to 
report that the facility is eminently workable. This is a tribute to the 
many people who so carefully planned the project and guided it to comple- 
tion. The project is now virtually complete, and the entire cost will be 
several thousand dollars under budget. Agency seed money can be completely 
repaid after anticipated revenue is received, and there will remain a few 
thousand dollars restricted to building-related expenses. 


The volume and comprehensiveness of our service delivery system continues 
to grow, and we delivered 543,819 services to 33,940 unduplicated clients 
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last year: 9% more services to 2% fewer clients than the previous year. I 
am confident that, with a budget of $8.8 million for 1989-90, we will 
surpass even those figures. 


The establishment of an endowment fund is potentially the single most 
important accomplishment during the past year for the future of the agency. 
Such a_ fund can guarantee future operations and help reduce dependence on 
government contracts. Continued direction of bequests and memorials to the 
endowment fund and an active planned giving program will further enhance 
our endowment fund. 


Our board committee structure is working well, by and large. The Nomina- 
ting Committee will assume board development functions as well, and the 
Finance Committee will also have to be concerned with investment policy. A 
performance evaluation study will be supervised by the Personnel Committee. 
It is likely that all the elements of our current long range plan will be 
implemented this coming year. A co-op respite care program is scheduled to 
begin October 1, with startup funding provided by the Parsons Foundation. 
So it is time for the Program/Planning Committee to go back to the drawing 
board and come up with an even longer range plan, beginning with attention 
to the demographic trends in our service area. 


A promotional videotape of St. Barnabas' operations, funded by the Cathe- 
dral Corporation, has been completed. It will be available for parish 
presentations and other informational and fund raising purposes. 


I begin my fifteenth year as Executive Director of St. Barnabas with pride 
in the past but, more importantly, with the firm conviction that an even 
greater future of service lies in store for St. Barnabas Senior Center.

In September 1988 the Right Reverend William C. Choi, former Bishop of the 
Diocese of Pusan, Korea was appointed Chaplain and Executive Director. 
Chaplain Choi and his family are now established in the community and are 
proving to be a great asset to our work with the seafarers of the world. 


The Communication Center at the Port of Los Angeles World Cruise Terminal 
(operated jointly with the Catholic Maritime Ministry) has relocated to 
larger and more attractive headquarters. During the past year 43,987 
overseas phone calls were processed for the crew members of the passenger 
ships. In addition $37,499 in postage was processed. Volunteers provided 
over 3000 hours of service. 


Our ship visiting program under Chaplain Choi has expanded and during the 
year over 950 ships were visited. Plans are underway to have an active 
internship program which will provide manpower to continue to expand our 
services. 


The Seamen's Center Guild had an active year through the Altar Guild, the 
operation of the Thrift Shop and working on a "Ditty Bag" program for the 
coming Christmas season to provide gifts for the seafarers. The total 
success of the year's operation was possible by the support and dedication 
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of the Board of Directors, the Guild, volunteers and staff who gave of 
their time and financial support.

St. Andrew's Infant Toddler Center & Pre-School, Irvine 








The Infant Toddler Center and Pre-School here at Saint Andrew's continues 
to be extremely successful. In October of 1988 we began our fifth year of 
operation. We expanded in November of 1987 to as large as our space will 
permit. It is imperative we become serious about a new structure in 1989. 


The financial status of the center remains excellent. The year end finan- 
cial report (filed with the Diocesan Treasurer's Office) summarizes all 
financial reports for 1988. We have also filed the 1989 Budget which has 
been approved by the Board of Directors. A Building Reserve Savings 
Account was begun in January 1988 and now has $18,716.93 in it. We are 


still in the process of researching grants and other innovative funding 
sources. 


The staff continues to be one of the best in the day care industry. 
Several of the staff have been with the school since it opened. Glenda 
Akers, the director, has now been with the school for four years. She 


along with the staff are caring, wonderful people as well as being skilled 
professionals. 


In September of 1988 the school witnessed a monumental occasion when six of 
our students who began with us as babies graduated from the program and 
entered kindergarten. St. Andrew's provided a warm loving environment for 
five very important years in their lives. I feel their lives are better 
because of what our congregation provided, I know mine is.

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St. Margaret of Scotland School, San Juan Capistrano 


The School has just completed a decade of service to the youth of Orange 
County. Founded in 1979 by Canon Ernest Sillers, the School has grown to 
680 students in grades pre-school through high school - making it one of 
the largest independent schools in California. 


This has been accomplished through the coordinated effort of administra- 
tors, faculty, parents and students working together on a daily basis ina 
spirit of cooperation and good will. 


The School now has five permanent buildings, the largest of which is a 
19,000 square-foot Athletic Center and office complex completed in the 
summer of 1989. The School also shares the church and administration 
buildings that were build by St. Margaret's Church. In the past two years 
the School has dedicated separate rooms for computers, two art centers, 
music, weight training, and performing arts to supplement the regular 
classrooms. 


In 1989 the Lower School went through the thorough evaluation by the 
Western Association of Schools and Colleges and the California Association 
of Independent Schools and received a full six-year accreditation from 
both. In 1989 our Middle and Upper Schools also received a full six-year 
accreditation from WASC. The pre-school became fully accredited by the 
National Academy of Early Childhood Programs, a division of the National 
Association for the Education of Young Children. 


The Board of Governors, established in 1985 by then Bishop Rusack, has 
recently revised the Philosophy of the School and added specific goals and 
objectives. The academic program is structured to meet these goals, with 
an emphasis on ultimately preparing students for selective colleges and 
universities. A vigorous interscholastic athletic program, courses in the 
arts and religion, and a growing commitment to computer science round out 
the program. 


Both the Lower and Middle Schools have held very successful food and 
clothing drives to support programs in concert with the Episcopal Service 
Alliance. Father Robert Edwards, the School Chaplain, has assumed a 
leadership role in the area of service. The Upper School has also partici- 
pated in food drives and has spent time in work parties, also in support of 
ESA. 


The chapel program at the school is blessed with the support of three 
committed priests. Fr. Robert Edwards leads most of the Middle and Upper 
School chapel services and Fr. Doran Tregarthen, our Assistant Chaplain, 
assists with Lower School and Pre-School chapels where he keeps the stu- 
dents spellbound with the on-going saga of "Danny and Deborah". Fr. Peter 
Ensor, Vicar of St. Margaret's Church, also assists with chapels, serves on 
the Board of Governors, coaches varsity football, and is willing and able 
to assist on any level that time permits. 


The development of these programs at the School, the hiring of a strong 
faculty, and the building of facilities to house our students could not 
have happened without strong parental financial support. Since its found- 
ing the School has raised an average of $500,000 each year through Annual 
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Fund drives and Capital Campaigns. With a Development staff limited to one 
coordinator/secretary, the evidence is clear that the parents are behind 
this School in many ways. 


The future of the School will present new challenges to the Board of 
Governors. Demand for enrollment is high, the need for additional facili- 
ties and athletic fields already exists, and the room for growth on this 
campus is limited. The long range planning of the Board is sorting out 
possible course action and preparing to take the school well in the 90's in 
partnership with the other Episcopal schools and churches in South Orange 
County.

St. Michael's began the celebration of its 25th year as a school last 
September, with its actual birthday set for September, 1989. In its 
twenty-five years as a school, St. Michael's has grown from one class with 
a few children to a school with 190 students in classes Pre-1] through 
Grade 8. 


We continue to salute the vision and dedication of the school's founder, 
the Reverend Canon Ray Riebs, Rector of St. Michael's during that early 
period, and in 1964. Our library is dedicated to him. 


St. Michael's enjoys provisional status with the California Association of 
Independent Schools and anticipates full membership with this prestigious 
organization during the latter part of the coming school year. A full and 
part-time teaching staff of twenty-one and additional support staff work 
together with administration and church to fulfill the school's high 
academic and personal goals. 


Daily chapel, a planned program of service to others, and a curriculum 
which incorporates attention to nurturing each child's unique gifts while 
at the same time teaching each to respect the gifts to be found in others 
suggest only a small part of the Christian goals of St. Michael's. 


The School Board and Vestry approved an $823,000 budget for the school 
year, 1989-90, adding funding for an additional full-time faculty member 
(replacing two part-time teachers), awarding an across the board raise for 
faculty members of 6% plus additional merit raises, and adding benefits for 
teachers not able to take advantage of the school's tuition assistance 
benefit granted to teachers whose own children attend the school. In 
addition, the school has moved well toward fully sharing the costs of 
repair and maintenance of the plant. 


Close ties between parish and school continue to grow as this is nurtured 
by the Rector and Vestry, school Principal and Board. At this time, more 
parish families have students enrolled in the school than ever before in 
its history. These families are actively involved in a wide variety of 
leadership activities in both school and church. 
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The parish and school are presently developing a long range master plan. 
This will address the philosophical guidelines governing our functioning 
during the next decade, and also will address the plan improvement needed 
to achieve these philosophical goals. We continually strive to monitor 
closely the current cultural milieu and to give our pupils the tools needed 
to live creatively and lovingly in a changing cultural landscape.

The School was established 25 years ago as an outreach of Saint Patrick's 
Church. - The accent on academics begins in Kindergarten and each child is 
encouraged to develop to his own potential in small classes with caring 
teachers. 


Our fine arts curriculum adds an additional dimension to the children's 
experience. We offer music, art, and Spanish classes. We further extend 
our academic program with a science laboratory experience and physical 
education. Our music specialist offers classes in guitar and woodwinds. 
We also offer a cultural enrichment program which brings performers from 
varied disciplines to the campus. 


Our computer laboratory continues to grow. Two new Apple II GS computers 
were donated by our Parents Club and the John Armstrong family. The 
children are working on keyboarding skills and word processing. They are 
learning BASIC and creating their own data disks. 


The Parents Club provides a hot lunch program, the book fair, Santa Store, 
and Conejo Valley Days booth. Proceeds from these activities are used to 
purchase enrichment materials for the school. 


We enrich and expand our students' lives as we learn about Christ in our 
daily chapel services and serve our Lord through special projects such as 
Saint Jude's Math-a-thon and food collection for Manna. 


This year we dedicated the newest educational building to the memory of 
Father James W. England. It was an impressive ceremony, the highlight of 
which was a speech by Beverly Bruschi Hill, a member of the first Kinder- 
garten class. Henry England and Jinx England Wolf were present to unveil 
the plaque. 


We continue to expand our scholarship program. This year we offered unique 
Christmas cards with original designs by Bruce Hamilton. We were able to 
. raise approximately $1500.00 to add to our endowment fund. 


We take great pride in our students, faculty and staff.

Except as stated in the following paragraph, we conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance 
about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test 
basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used in significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The financial statements do not include the assets, liabilities or fund balances of the Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in Los Angeles (a corporation sole) or various other institutions, parishes, missions and agencies 
of the Diocese. 


As described in Note A, the Diocese’s policy is to prepare its financial statements on the modified basis of cash 
receipts and disbursements. This basis is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than generally accepted 
accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that the financial statements do not include all Episcopal Agencies in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles which results in an incomplete presentation, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the assets, liabilities and fund balances of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles as of December 31, 1988, and the revenue collected, expenses paid and changes in fund balances for the 
year then ended, on the basis of accounting described in Note A.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


NOTE A - Summary Of Significant Accounting Policies 


Basis of accounting 


The accounting policies of The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Diocese) conform 
to a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements which have been consistently applied in the preparation of 
the financial statements. Consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized when received 
rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when the obligation is 
incurred. Accruals are made for pledges receivable and the Agency Funds. 


Fund accounting 


Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds described below, each of which is deemed to be a separate 
accounting entity. The financial affairs and operations of each fund are accounted for in separate accounts which 
represent the funds’ assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenses. 


Mission Share Fund 





Transactions related to revenue primarily from the churches within the Diocese and used to finance the annual 
programs and budget of the Diocese as approved at the Diocesan Conventions are accounted for in the Mission 
Share Fund. 


Agency Funds 





Transactions for which the Diocese maintains a fiduciary responsibility are accounted for in the Agency Funds. 


Missionary Expansion Loan Fund 





Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the purpose of providing financing for various missions 
and parishes are accounted for in the Missionary Expansion Loan Fund. 


Endowment and Trust Funds 





Transactions relating to resources obtained through an endowment or trust and restricted for specific purposes are 
accounted for in the Endowment and Trust Funds.

Transactions relating to resources obtained through fund raising activities and restricted for specific purposes are 
accounted for in the Venture in Mission Fund.

Transactions related to funds obtained to finance the acquisition of property and construction of facilities in El Toro 
and payment of interest and principal on the related debt are accounted for In the El Toro Debt Service Fund. All 
outstanding debt was retired during 1988. 


San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund 


Transactions related to funds obtained and used for the acquisition of property and construction of facilities for St. 
Margaret of Scotland Mission and payment of principal and interest on the related debt are accounted for in the 
San Juan Capistrano Debt Service Fund. 


Property Fund 


Transactions related to the capitalization of disbursements for fixed assets are accounted for in the Property Fund. 
Property and equipment are generally carried at cost. The accompanying financial statements do not reflect 
depreciation or amortization of exhaustible property.

The data shown in the total (memorandum only) column is presented for purposes of additional analysis. Such data 
merely aggregates the columnar statements by fund types and is not intended to present combined financial 
information in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

The Missionary Expansion Loan Fund beginning fund balance has been adjusted to eliminate the provision for 
doubtful accounts recorded in prior years. The El Toro Debt Service Fund beginning fund balance has been 
adjusted to record amounts received in prior years from St. George's Episcopal Church to service the bond debt. 





NOTE D - Diocesan Investment Trust

The Diocesan Investment Trust is included as a portion of a portfolio of various securities maintained and controlled 


by a board of trustees. The Trust is carried at cost. Aggregate market value of the Diocese's portion at December 
31, 1988, is $2,908,962. 
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NOTE E - Loans Receivable - Missions And Parishes 





Loans receivable from missions and parishes consist of various notes, some of which have no specific due dates or 
principal payment arrangements. Principal amounts vary from $800 to $350,000. Loans made prior to 1986 have 
interest rates ranging from 0% to 2%, up to a maximum of $600 per year for any one church. An interest rate of 2% 
is charged on all loans made subsequent to 1986. 


NOTE F - Bonds Payable 


The proceeds from the bonds were used to fund the construction of facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission. 
Two classes of bonds were issued: income bonds and capital bonds. Both issues bear interest at 10% per annum. 
Simple Interest on the income bonds Is paid semi-annually. Compound interest on the capital bonds is accrued 
and paid upon redemption. The maturity dates of the bonds are as follows:

NOTE G - Note Payable To Bank 





The bank note payable is secured by a deed of trust and is due August 1, 1989, with a provision for renewal. 
Interest is at a rate equal to 1.25% above the bank's prime rate. The proceeds of the loan were used for 
construction of the San Juan Capistrano School. The school is responsible for repayment of the loan. 





NOTE H - Note Payable To Others 





The note payable to others consists of an unsecured, noninterest bearing loan payable to the Diocese of San 
Diego. Principal payments of $10,000 are due annually. 
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NOTE | - Employee Benefit Programs 





Members of the clergy are eligible to participate in the Episcopal Church Pension Plan (the Plan) which is 
administered, on behalf of member organizations, by the Board of Trustees of the Episcopal Church. The Plan 
provides retirement benefit to members. The Diocese contributes 18% of the clergy’s salary, as defined, to the 
Plan. During 1988, the Diocese contributed $58,278 to the Plan. There are no clergy contributions and the Diocese 
contributions are made quarterly. Information with respect to accumulated plan benefits and assets available for 
benefits, as it relates solely to Diocese clergy, is not determinable. 


The Diocese also participates in the Church Life Insurance pension plan for full time lay workers, not covered by 
other means, who have been employed by the Diocese for one or more years. Lay workers of the Diocesan 
Corporation are covered under a fixed contribution pension plan. The contributions are computed at 9% of eligible 
wages and amounted to $35,698 for the year ended December 31, 1988. 


NOTE J - Commitments and Contingencies 





The Diocese is among those named in a cross-complaint alleging defamation and seeking unspecified special 
damages. Ina related action, the Diocese Is among those named in a complaint asserting defamation and seeking 
unspecified damages. The Diocese intends to vigorously contest both actions. It is the opinion of the Diocese that 
the ultimate disposition of these matters will not have a material adverse effect on the Diocese'’s financial position.

One of my first questions to the Trustees concerned the 
D.1.T’s investment objectives. Since the Trustees restated ‘'invest- 
ment policy this year. it seems appropriate to set forth the 
resulting unanimously approved resolutions: 

‘RESOLVED THAT the primary objective of the investment 
policy of the Diocesan Investment Trust is to preserve capital: the 
secondary objective is to maximize income while seeking to, ata 
minimum. preserve the purchasing power of the capital through 
long term growth in value. These objectives are to be achieved 
through a portfolio of equity. fixed income securities. and cash or 
cash equivalents. 

“RESOLVED FURTHER that Security Pacific National Bank is 
instructed and authorized to switch a sufficient amount of funds 
from the American Mutual Fund to Bond Fund of America so as 
to restore the 2/3 to '/s parity between the two funds. Annually, at 
the January meeting, the Board will reconsider the mix of funds. 
In the meantime. new money will continue to be divided as fol- 
lows: '/3 Cramblit & Carney. 4/1 AMF and 2/o BFA”’ 

The Value per Share of $84.55 reflects a twelve month 
increase of 5.44%. This record year-end Value is surpassed only 
by a 1987 mid year reading prior to the October 19 decline. Divi- 
dends were $4.83 per share (also a record) representing 5.86% 
on the average share values of 1988 and !987. The Total Return 
for the year was 11.3%. Uneasiness continues to characterize the 
markets and our Advisers are responding with defensive policies.

Note |—Summary of significant accounting policies: 
The following is a summary of significant accounting policies consistently followed by the Diocesan 
Investment Trust of the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Trust) in the preparation of its financial statements. 
The financial statements have been prepared in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Basis of accounting 
The accompanying financial statements have been prepared on the accrual basis of accounting. 


Security valuation 

Investment securities traded on a national securities exchange are valued at the last reported sales price 
on the last business day of the year: securities traded in the over-the-counter market and listed securities 
for which no sale was reported on that date are valued at the mean between the last reported bid and 
asked prices. Mutual fund shares are valued at quoted net asset value. 


Income taxes 

The Trust was incorporated in California in 1949 as an investment trust. Subscription to the Trust is limited 
to churches and other institutions affiliated with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Southern California 
area. The Trust is exempt from federal and California income taxes and had no unrelated business income 
during the years ended October 31. 1988 and 1987. Accordingly. no provision for federal and California 
income taxes is necessary. 


Cash flow information 

The Trust issues and redeems its shares. invests in Securities, and distributes dividends from net invest- 
ment income which is paid in cash. These activities are reported in the Statement of Changes in Net Assets, 
and additional information on cash receipts and cash payments is presented in the Statement of Cash Flows. 
The accounting practice of carrying investment at value does not affect reporting activities on a cash basis. 
Cash as used in the Statement of Cash Flows. is the amount reported as ‘'Cash’’ in the Statement of Assets 
and Liabilities. 


Shares of Beneficial Interest 

Cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests for withdrawal and redemption of shares must be 
received three business days prior to the end of any period. During the fiscal year ended October 31. 1988, 
the Trust agreement was amended to allow cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests for 
withdrawal and redemption of shares to be made each month. Prior to May 1988, subscription to and the 
redemptions of shares was limited to once each quarter. Share prices for tenders and surrenders are 
based on the period end net asset value per share determined on the same basis as in the annual financial 
statements. 


Other 


Certain amounts for 1987 have been reclassified in the accompanying financial statements to conform with 
the 1988 reporting presentation. 


Note 2—Investment Policy 
The investment policy of the Trust is to invest two-thirds of Trust assets in mutual funds managed by 


Capital Research and Management Company, with the remaining one-third in assets managed by Cramblit 
& Carney Inc. 


Note 3—Shares Of Beneficial Interest Outstanding 
The shares of beneficial interest outstanding include 44 shares to be issued for subscriptions received at 
October 31. 1988. During the fiscal year ended October 31, 1988, approximately 5,966 shares of beneficial 
interest were issued in exchange for marketable securities valued at approximately $491,500,

IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 
Saturday, June 9, 1990 
The Minutes 


The Special Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, called by the Standing Committee for the 
election of a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese of Los Angeles, opened at 
9:05 a.m. on Saturday, June 9, 1990, with a celebration of the Holy Euchar- 
ist in St. Vincent de Paul Roman Catholic Church, Los Angeles, California. 
At the service, the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Los Angeles, Frederick 
Houk Borsch, Ph.D., was the celebrant and preacher. 


At 10:15 a.m., the meeting was called to order by the Right Reverend, 
the Bishop of Los Angeles, Frederick Houk Borsch* for the transaction of 
business. 


The President recognized the Reverend George W. Cummings, Executive 
Director of the Episcopal Home in Alhambra, Secretary of Convention#, who 
reported that at 9:45 a.m. on the 9th day of June, 1990, he examined the 
records of registration for this Special Meeting of Convention and found 
that 102 Parishes and Missions entitled to vote were represented by certi- 
fied Lay Delegates, which exceeded the two-thirds or ninety-eight Parishes 
and Missions necessary for the choice of a Bishop to be determined by a 
simple majority of both orders. He further reported that 183 members of 
the Clergy had registered as present, which did not exceed the two-thirds 
or 198 necessary for the choice of a Bishop to be determined by a simple 
majority of both orders. He determined that 257 lay delegates were present 
which exceeded the 145 necessary for a quorum and that the 183 clergy 
delegates present exceeded the 99 required for a quorum. Therefore, he 
reported, the necessary quorum for the transaction of business was present 
at this Special Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention as specified in 
Article XX, Section 44 of The Constitution of the Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. The President declared a quorum was present and the Convent- 
jon could proceed with the transaction of business. He noted that due to 
the presence of fewer than two thirds of the clergy, the election required 
a two-thirds vote in each order. 


The President introduced the Reverend Philip Van Linden, C.M., Pastor 
of St. Vincent de Paul Parish, who welcomed the delegates to the Meeting of 
Convention as sisters and brothers in Christ. He conveyed the greetings of 
Archbishop Mahony who sent his prayers for the delegates in their selection 
of a Bishop.

The President recognized Ms. Jamesetta Hammons of St. Martin's Parish 
in Compton, Chair of the Committee on Dispatch of Business, who referred to 
the following report and moved its adoption: 


1. A Special Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, called by the Standing Committee for the 
election of a Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, shall convene at St. 
Vincent de Paul Roman Catholic Church, 612 W. Adams Blvd., in the City 
of Los Angeles on Saturday, June 9, 1990. Registration for Delegates 
and Alternate Delegates will open at 8:00 a.m. in the Vestibule of the 
Church. Business sessions will be in the Parish Church with voting 
Delegates occupying the forward pews and alternates and visitors the 
rear pews. The two sections will be clearly marked with Pages present 
to assist as needed. 


2. The Celebration of the Holy Eucharist shall be at 9:00 a.m. in the 
Parish Church of St. Vincent de Paul. The Right Reverend, the Bishop 
of Los Angeles, Frederick H. Borsch, Ph.D. will be the celebrant and 
preacher. The Business Meeting of Convention will be called to order 
by the President in the Parish Church as soon as possible following 
the Celebration of the Holy Eucharist. 


3. Following the announcement by the Secretary and declaration by the 
President that a quorum is present, the Special Meeting of Convention 
shall be in session and prayer shall be offered. 

4. The President may introduce guests present to give a word of greeting. 


5. The Secretary shall announce the appointment of Assistant Secretaries. 


6. The President shall appoint the Judge of Elections and any committees 
required to conduct the business of this Special Meeting of Convention. 


7. The Committee on Dispatch of Business shall make its report. 

8. The Committee on Credentials shall make its report. 

9. The President shall recognize the Chair of the Nominating Committee 
who will place in nomination those candidates chosen by the Committee. 


Additional nominations in name only may be made from the floor, pro- 
vided prior consent has been obtained from anyone so proposed for

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nomination. After any additional nominations have been made the 
President, receiving an appropriate motion, shall declare the nomina- 
tions closed. 


10. The President shall recognize the Judge of Elections who shall in- 
struct the Delegates of the Special Meeting of Convention regarding 
the procedure for voting after which the President shall declare the 
polls open for casting the first ballot. 


11. If necessary continuing ballots will be cast until an election has 
been announced by the Judge of Elections and so declared by the 
President. 


12. At appropriate intervals, brief prayer and praise interludes arranged 
by the Commission on Liturgy and Music as a part of the Convention 
process may be held in the Parish Church Building at the discretion of 
the President. 


13. Whenever ready to report, the Judge of Elections shall be recognized 
and if necessary the polls opened for the next ballot. 


14. At 12:00 Noon after Noonday Prayers, Convention shall recess for 
lunch. 


15. The President shall reconvene Convention at 1:00 p.m. for additional 
ballots if necessary. 


16. When the election of a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese has been 
accomplished, all voters MUST remain and SIGN the Canonical Testament 
of Election. (Please listen carefully for instructions.) 


17. The President may recess the Special Meeting of Convention on or about

tion representing 436 Lay Delegates. The Committee found that they were 
entitled to representation and vote in this Meeting of Convention and so 
certified them. This was from a possible total of 149 congregations and 
437 Delegates who might be eligible. 


The Secretary further reported that in accordance with Article IV, 
Section 15 of the Constitution of the Diocese of Los Angeles, and Canon 
XII, Section 12.00 of the Canons, the Committee had examined the list of 
all Clergy of the Church canonically resident in this Diocese as authorized 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority, on June 4, 1990. The Committee found that 
3 Bishops, 372 Presbyters, and 1 Deacon were canonically resident in this 
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Diocese, a total of 3/6 Clergy. Of this number 296 were entitled to vote 
in this Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary moved that the report of the Committee on Credentials be 
received. The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized Ms. vennifer Ladefoged of St. Michael and All 
Angeles Parish, Studio City, Chair of the Nominating Committee, who ex- 
pressed her gratitude to the members of the Committee for their efforts. 
On behalf of the Committee, she placed in nomination: the Reverend Leopoldo 
J. Alard, the Reverend Enrique Ricardo Brown, the Reverend Philip A. 
Getchell, the Reverend Canon Joel A. Gibson, the Reverend James B. Hagen, 
the Reverend Canon D. Bruce MacPherson, and the Reverend Chester L. Talton. 


The President thanked the Committee for their work and requested 
nominations from the floor. 


There being no nominations from the floor, the President declared the 
nominations closed. He recognized the Judge of Elections who instructed 
the Delegates regarding the procedure for voting. 


The President declared the polls open for the First Ballot at 10:35 
a.m. He declared them closed at 10:45 a.m. 


At 11:05 a.m., the President reconvened the Meeting of Convention. A 
hymn was sung after which the President recognized the Judge of Elections 
who reported on the the First Ballot. The results of this ballot are 
reported elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President declared the polls open at 11:15 a.m. for the Second 
Ballot. He declared them closed at 11:20 a.mm. 


At 11:35 a.m. the President reconvened the Meeting of Convention. A 
hymn was sung after which the President recognized the Judge of Elections 
who reported on the Second Ballot. The results of this ballot are reported 
elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President declared the polls open at 11:40 a.m. for the Third 
Ballot. He declared them cosed at 11:45 a.m. 


The President introduced the Reverend Richard Hall, Executive Director 
of St. Barnabas Senior Service Center for a report on the work of the 
Center. A hymn was sung and Convention briefly recessed. 


At 12:05 p.m., the President reconvened the Meeting of Convention. 
Noonday prayers were offered after which the President recognized the Judge 
of Elections who reported on the Third Ballot. The results of this ballot 
are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


Prior to the casting of the Fourth Ballot, the names of the Reverend 
Enrique Ricardo Brown, the Reverend Philip A. Getchell, and the Reverend 
Canon D. Bruce MacPherson were withdrawn. The President declared the polls 


open at 12:10 p.m. for the Fourth Ballot. He closed them at 12:15 p.m. 
when the Convention recessed for lunch. 


At 1:25 p.m. the President reconvened Convention. All.stood and sang 
a hymn. The Judge of Elections reported on the Fourth Ballot, the results 
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of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. The names of the Reverend 
Leopoldo J. Alard and the Reverend James B. Hagen were withdrawn. The 
President declared the polls open for the Fifth Ballot. He closed them at 
1:40 p.m. 


The President called on two leaders of diocesan institutions who 
briefly spoke about their work: Mr. John Hitchcock of Hillsides in Pasadena 
and the Right Reverend William C. Choi, of the Seaman's Church Institute in 
San Pedro. 


The President expressed the gratitude of Convention to the youth of 
the Diocese who served as pages and to others responsible for the Special 
Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention. The President thanked and recog- 
nized the Secretary, who instructed Convention on signing the Canonical 
Testimonial of Election. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections who reported on the 
Fifth Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The Reverend Chester Lovelle Talton was declared elected Suffragan 
Bishop of the Diocese of Los Angeles. Convention joined ina hymn of 
thanksgiving. 


The President recognized the Right Reverend Oliver B. Garver, Jr., who 
received a sustained standing ovation in gratitude for his service as 
Suffragan Bishop. 


The President declared the agenda for the Special Meeting of the 
Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles had 
been completed in the order heretofore adopted by act of the Meeting of 
Convention. 


The Special Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention of the Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned with a blessing by the Bishop of 
Los Angeles.

THE RIGHT REVEREND, THE BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
FREDERICK HOUK BORSCH, Ph.D 


at the 
Celebration of the Holy Eucharist 
Opening the Special Meeting of the Ninety-fourth Convention 
of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles for 
the Election of a Suffragan Bishop 


This is a significant and exciting day for our Diocese. And it is a 
great day for the Holy Spirit. With our heartfelt thanks to him and our 
gratitude to God for the ministry of Oliver Garver, we now look forward to 
the ministry of a new Suffragan Bishop in our Diocese. In my own mind I go 
back to the time, almost exactly six years ago, when by some bit of coinci- 
dence or providence, I was asked to speak to many of you here in this 
diocese about the history and theology of the Episcopate. Needless to say, 
a lot has happened to me and to us since that time. But some of the same 
basic issues and concerns are again before us regarding ways to strengthen 
and expand Episcopal oversight, leadership and ministry for our Diocese. I 
also now know quite a bit more about the size and scope of our Diocese, its 
needs and great opportunities. 


This is not the time to reflect at any length on these matters, except 
to say that the step we are taking today is a vital one, of great impor- 
tance to my ministry and our mission for our Lord together. It is part of 
our overall planning for the diocese, and I will then later want to think 
carefully with you with regard to additional steps we might take, perhaps 
to further expand, and in any case to make more effective and helpful the 
Episcopal ministry to our Diocese and my own service to you as diocesan 
bishop. 


Today we have before us a thoughtfully drawn position description and 
a carefully selected group of candidates. We owe a considerable debt of 
gratitude to Jenny Ladefoged and her committee, and to the candidates 
themselves for all the time, effort and discernment they have given to 
bring us to these house of decision. 


For them and for us all it is a time for prayer and reflection. It is 
a time to reflect on the basics of our faith and our calling as a people of 
God. Our Scripture lessons have been chosen to assist us to do this. 


we look for a Suffragan Bishop who will help us loose the bonds of 
wickedness and free those who are oppressed in our society and world. We 
look for one who will help us share our bread with the hungry and reach out 
to the homeless. Echoing the words of ancient prophecy, we wish to be led 
away from the pointing of the finger and speaking wickedness in order that 
we may put our energy into caring for the afflicted. Then will we find 
that we have become like a watered garden to others. 


The prophet teaches us to look for one whose concern will not be with 
the outward show of religion but with kindness, justice, mercy and righ- 
teousness, to which we are all called as the people of God. 


We ask for a Bishop who will lead us in blessing the Lord, that we 
may, in the words of the Psalmist, never forget all God's benefits. We 
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wish an individual who will, with us, praise the Lord, so that we may open 
ourselves and reach beyond self in learning the ways of love. 


We look for a Bishop who knows the message of reconciliation as Paul 
has set it forth for us this morning. We seek a disciple who believes in 
the heart that through Christ, God, not counting our sins, has reconciled 
us to God's very self, and then given us this healing and reconciling 
message to share with others, making appeal through us, making us ambassa- 
dors for Christ. We wish a Bishop who in word and life will be an ambassa- 
dor for Christ, and who will strengthen us all in the ministries of healing 
and peacemaking. 


We pray for a Bishop who will be a teacher, teaching us to observe 
what our Lord has commanded -- above all the commandment that we love one 
another as our Savior Christ has loved us. Without that love nothing will 
be gained. With this love fear is cast out and all things are possible. 


We look for a Bishop who will lead us in making disciples, baptizing 
and bringing many to join us in the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit, to be with us in offering thanksgiving and our living service to 
the Lord who is with us always, even to the end of the age. 


These are among the Challenges and great Opportunities which are 
before us as a people of God. Some will tell us our high days in terms of 
influence and power are Passed. By the measures of worldly religion that 
may or may not be true. None of us knows. Nor Can we be sure this is not 
a blessing rather than bane, though I will share with you again my belief 
that this could well be a great decade for our Church. All the opportuni- 
ties are before us, and there are already many signs of deepening faith, 
growing congregations and ministries of service. 


Of one thing I am sure. The tasks of faith in Jesus Christ -- the one 
who is the embodiment of God's Word -- of God's comforting and commanding 


love -- the one who is now the pioneer and forerunner of Our way to God, 
present among us in the power of his Spirit -- these tasks, these opportun- 
ities to deepen our sense of God's presence in our lives -- to form strong 
bonds of friendship and communities -- to bring others to share in our 
Christ-centered friendship and in vigorously caring for the dignity of 
every human being -- these tasks are far from over. Indeed, looking out 


through our Lord's eyes, we can see that the fields are white. 


And now we seek an individual to help encourage and strengthen us for 
this mission. Come Holy Spirit our hearts inspire that we May seek your 
will and yours only and follow in the way of Christ. Amen.

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THE NINETY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CONVENTION OF 
THE CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


November 30th and December Ist, 1990 


Minutes 


First Day 


The Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles was called to order at 1:42 p.m. on Friday, November 
30th, 1990, by the Right Reverend the Bishop of Los Angeles, Frederick Houk 
Borsch in the Riverside Room of the Riverside Convention Center, River- 
side, California. 


The President gecognized the Secretary of Convention, the Reverend 
George W. Cummings. He reported that at 1:15 p.m. on the 30th day of 
November, 1990, he examined the records of registration for this Meeting of 
Convention and found that 265 lay persons had registered as present, which 
exceeds the 142 necessary to constitute a quorum, and that 137 members of 
the clergy had registered as present, which exceeds the 129 necessary to 
constitute a quorum. Therefore, he reported the necessary quorum for the 
transaction of business was present at this Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of 
the Convention as specified in Canon X, Section 10.00 of The Canons of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles.* The President declared a quorum was 
present and called the meeting to order for the transaction of business. 
After the singing of a hymn, the President then offered prayer for the work 
of the Meeting of Convention and welcomed all in attendance, stressing the 
spiritual dimension of Convention and thanking the host parishes in River- 
side and the San Bernardino Region. 


The President recognized Ms. Jamesetta C. Hammons, Chair of the 
Committee on Dispatch of Business, who moved adoption of the following 
report:

The Judge of Elections shall instruct the Members of Convention 
regarding the procedure for voting, especially the method of casting 
ballots and collecting of the ballots by Convention pages, and the 
first ballot shall be cast.

Reports of work, as submitted in writing to the Secretary for 
inclusion in the distributed copy of The Journal, Volume II, Part 3, 
shall be presented by title to be received. 


The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall make its report. (Five 
minutes.) 


The Commission on Ministry shall make its report. (Five minutes) 
The President shall announce a 15 minute break. 


The Program Group on Mission Congregations shall make its report. 
(Five minutes) 


The President of the ECW of the Diocese shall make her report. (Five 
minutes) 


The Task Force on Child Abuse Prevention shall make its report. (Five 
minutes) 


A report on the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief shall be 
made. (Five minutes) 
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For the remainder of the Convention, at appropriate times, the Judge 
of Elections shall be recognized and shall make his report whenever he 
is ready to do so.

Breakfast will be served by the respective hotels where guests are 
staying as part of the room charge. 


Convention shall reconvene with the Celebration of the Holy Eucharist 
at 8:30 a.m. in the Riverside Room. The Right Reverend, the Bishop of 
Los Angeles, Frederick Houk Borsch, Ph.D., will be Celebrant and 
Preacher and will give his Convention Address immediately following. 
In the context of the Prayers of the People, the Necrologist shall bid 
prayers on behalf of the Diocesan Family deceased. 


The President shall announce a 15 minute break after which Convention 
shall recess to attend Workshops. 


Noonday Prayers shall be said at the conclusion of each workshop no 
later than Noon and Convention shall recess for lunch. The Convention 
Luncheon will be served in the Empire Room of the Sheraton Hotel. 


Convention will reconvene at 1:30 p. m. in the Riverside Room of the 
Convention Center. 


The Committee on Dispatch of Business may make an up-dated report. 
Missions newly incorporated as parishes shall be recognized. 


The Commission on Asiaamerican Ministries (LAD/EAST) will make its 
report. (Five minutes) 


The Report of the Committee on Diocesan Planning shall make a report 
on Adelante 2000. (Ten minutes) 
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10. At appropriate times during Convention, the President may call upon 
selected institutions of the Diocese to make a report. (Five minutes) 


11. A representative of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific shall 
address the Convention. (Five minutes) 


12. The Commission on Hispanic Ministries shall make its report. (Five 
minutes) 


13. Courtesy Resolutions shall be presented.

The Secretary announced the appointment of the Assistant Secretaries 
of Convention: the Reverend M. Gregory Richards, Chaplain of Campbell Hall, 
to supervise the keeping of the minutes; the Reverend John P. Fuller, 
Rector of All Saints' Parish, Oxnard, to supervise the counting of the 
floor when there is a standing vote; and Margaret Hultgren (Mrs. Harold G.) 
of St. Timothy's Parish, Apple Valley, to supervise the certification of 
Delegates to this Meeting of. Convention. 


The President announced the appointment of Mr. David Grover gf St; 
Wilfrid's Parish, Huntington Beach, to serve as Judge of Elections.© The 
President appointed the Regular Committees of Convention, whose members are 
listed elsewhere in The Journal. 


The President called for the report of the Committee on Incorporation 
and Admission of Parishes and Missions. The Reverend Mary June Nestler 
spoke for the Committee and reported that two applications were received 
for presentation to the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of Convention, one to 
come into union with this Convention and one for the granting of parish 
status to a mission. 


@ Hereinafter referred to in these minutes as the Judge of Elections 
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She moved that the congregation of St. Benedict in West Covina be 
granted status as a mission congregation. The Congregation had appeared 
previously before the Program Group on Missions Congregations and the 
Standing Committee and has been approved by both groups. The application 
was forwarded to the Committee on Incorporation and Admission of Parishes 
and Missions by the Bishop and was found to have complied with all of the 
canonical requirements for admission into union with this Convention as a 
mission congregation. The motion was seconded and carried. 


She then moved the request of St. Martin's Mission in Compton to be 
granted parish status by Convention. The Mission had previously appeared 
before the Program Group on Mission Congregations and the Standing Commit- 
tee and has been approved by both groups. The application was forwarded to 
the Committee on Incorporation of Parishes and Missions and was found to 
have complied with all of the canonical requirements to organize as a 
Parish. The motion was seconded and carried. 


For the Committee on Credentials, the Secretary reported that in 
accordance with, Section, 16 of The Constitution of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles,”” and Sections 13.00 and 13.02 of the Canons, the 
Committee received and inspected, on November 16, 1990, the Certificates of 
Lay Delegates to the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles from 145 Parishes and Missions in 
union with Convention representing 422 Lay Delegates. In addition, the 
Secretary reported the Committee received and inspected the Certificate of 
Lay Delegates from 2 Missions recognized by the Bishop but not in union 
with Convention representing 2 lay delegates. This was from a possible 
total of 148 congregations and 425 Lay Delegates who might be eligible. 


Further, for the Committee on Credentials, the Secretary reported that 
in accordance with Section 15 of the Constitution and Section 12.00 of the 
Canons, the Committee examined the list of all Clergy of the Church 
canonically resident in this Diocese as authorized by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority, on November 26, 1990. The Committee found that 3 Bishops, 378 
Presbyters, and 5 Deacons were canonically resident in this Diocese, a 
total of 386 clergy. Of this number, 314 are entitled to vote in this 
Meeting of Convention. 


The Secretary moved the following: 


BE IT RESOLVED that visiting and assisting Bishops be extended the courtesy 
of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the lay members of Diocesan Council, the 
Standing Committee, the Corporation of the Diocese, and Regional Presidents 
not regularly elected Delegates to Convention be extended the courtesy of a 
-seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention, in order to fulfill more 
effectively the respective offices to which they have been elected; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Seminarians of the Diocese of Los Angeles be 
extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention for the 
purpose of gaining experience and more fully sharing in the life of the 


Diocese; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that any chaplains of the Armed Forces serving in 
that capacity within the Diocese of Los Angeles, but canonically resident 
in other jurisdictions of the Episcopal Church, be extended the courtesy of 
a seat in this Meeting of Convention; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the view of the specialized ministry exer- 
cised amongst us in the Diocese of Los Angeles by the Monastic Communities, 
the lay members of the Order of the Holy Cross and the Sisters of the Holy 
Nativity be extended the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention; 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Mr. David Grover, Judge of Elections, be 
extended the courtesy of a seat and voice in this Meeting of Convention so 
that he may exercise the duties and only those duties the Bishop and 
Convention have requested him to assume. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 
The Secretary then moved: 


WHEREAS, Youth of the Episcopal Church are vital, active, and creative 
members of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, whose important 
contributions now and in the future should be recognized, and 


WHEREAS, on issues which face the Church now and in the future, the opin- 
ions and input of our young people are essential, and 


WHEREAS, in several other dioceses of the Church, young people have the 
opportunity for acknowledgment of their views; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles give seat and voice 
at this Meeting of Convention to five young people, chosen by the Program 
Group on Youth in cooperation with the Regional Youth Councils and/or 
Regional Councils. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The President recognized the Reverend Michael Bamberger, Rector of 
Ascension Parish in Sierra Madre, who moved the following resolution: 


BE IT RESOLVED that members of the clergy who are serving congregations and 
institutions of this Diocese, but are not canonically resident, be extended 
the courtesy of a seat in this Meeting of Convention. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary placed in nomination, in order, the names of all persons 
listed on the Official Ballot. In each instance an opportunity was given 
for nominations from the floor before a motion was made, seconded and 
carried to close the nominations for each office. The following nomina- 
tions were made from the floor: Linda Geiger, Richard Kimball, Warren Bowen 
and Jef Short for lay member of Diocesan Council; the Reverend Katherine 
Clark and the Reverend Canon Richard Van Horn for Clergy Director of the 
Cathedral Corporation; Ferdinand Barnum, the Reverend Robert Burrows and 
Mrs. Faith Ichida for Director of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan; John 
Mackintosh and the Reverend Elizabeth Davenport for Director of Hillsides. 
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The Secretary moved that in accordance with Rule 17, Paragraph 2 of 
the Rules of Order, the following persons be declared elected by acclama- 
tion since they were unopposed for their respective office: the Reverend 
George W. Cummings as Secretary of Convention; Ronald Hartwick as Trustee 
of the Diocesan Investment Trust; Francis Banks, R. Bradbury Clark, and 
Stephen Miller as Lay Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese; Keith 
Shirey as Lay Director of the Cathedral Corporation; and the Reverend Gary 
seep as Director of Canterbury, USC. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


The President called on the Judge of Elections to instruct the members 
of Convention on voting procedures. At 2:20 p.m. the President called for 
the First Ballot and the polls were closed at 2:32 p.m. 


The President recognized Mr. William B. Rodiger, J.D., Chairman of the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons. Mr. Rodiger moved the following 
amendment to the Constitution, for its final consideration and action 
pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 15 of the Constitution, so as to delete the phrase "who 
has been for six months" which appears in the fourth line of the first 
paragraph of the section. 


The motion was seconded and carried in a voice vote by orders. The Bishop 
concurred with the amendment. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution, for its 
final consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 15 of the Constitution, so it will read as follows: 


Clerical Delegates 
15. Every member of the Clergy in regular standing, who is canonically 


connected with the Diocese, shall be entitled to a seat in every Annual or 
Special Meeting of Convention; the right to speak and vote shall belong 
only to each member of the Clergy in regular standing actually and canoni- 
cally a resident of this diocese; provided that at the day of every Annual 
or Special Meeting of Convention, the member involved shall be: 


(a) actually settled as a Rector or Assistant Minister, or 


(b) recognized as a Missionary by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese, or shall be 


(c) engaged as one of the following: 
(1) as an instructor in seminary or college, or 
(2) as a Chaplain in the Armed Forces of the United States, or 
(3) as a full time Officer, agent, or employee of General Conven- 
tion, the Executive Council (or a Department thereof) canonically resident 


in this Diocese but prevented by religious duties from being actually 
resident in this Diocese, or 


(4) as a full time officer or employee of the Diocese or of an 
institution of the Diocese (Canon XXIV). 
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Canonical residence shall date from ordination within the Diocese, or 
from the date of acceptance of Letters Dimissory by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese. 


A competent member of the Clergy once entitled to a seat and vote, 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the func- 
tions of office to which they were ordained, by age or infirmity, or by 
being temporarily without charge; provided that the latter reason shall not 
apply to a member exclusively engaged in secular work. 


The motion was seconded and carried in a voice vote by orders. The Bishop 
concurred with the amendment. 


Mr. Rodiger reported the following proposal: 


Amend the second paragraph of Section 15 of the Constitution so as to 
add the words “approval of candidacy for" immediately before the word 
ordination in the first sentence. 


The Committee recommended no action and no action was taken. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution, for its 
first consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend the third paragraph of Section 15 of the Constitution as 
follows: 


A competent member of the Clergy, once entitled to a seat and vote, 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because disabled from the func- 
tions of the office to which ordained, by age or infirmity, or being 
temporarily without charge; provided that the latter reason shall not apply 
to a member of the clergy exclusively engaged in secular work; and provided 
further that if such member of the Clergy is not registered as present at a 
Meeting of Convention, such member shall not be counted for a quorum or 
other purposes. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution, for its 
final consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 15 of the the Constitution to add the following: 
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(d) not presently engaged in ecclesiastical employment, provided that 
the Ecclesiastical Authority is satisfied that the member of the Clergy 
continues to use reasonable opportunities for the exercise of the office to 
which ordained, and also provided that the member of the Clergy shall 
report such exercises of office in writing to the Ecclesiastical Authority, 
in the manner prescribed by the Ecclesiastical Authority. When the decis- 


ion is made by a Bishop, it shall be with the advice and consent of the 
Standing Committee. 


The motion was seconded and carried in a voice vote by orders. The Bishop 
concurred with the amendment. 
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_ Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution for its 
first consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend , Section 16 of the Constitution, so as to delete the word 
“communicants" as used in the first three sentences of the section and 
replace it in the first sentence with the words "confirmed communicants in 
good standing". 


? The Committee recommended referral to the Special Committee dealing 
with representation of Parishes and Missions at Meetings of Convention. 
The motion to refer was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution for its 
first consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 16 of the Constitution so as to add the following 
Paragraph at the end of the section: 


In addition to the Lay Members described above, five young persons 
chosen by the Program Group on Youth, in cooperation with the Regional 
Youth Councils and/or Regional Councils, shall be entitled to seat and 
voice at the Annual Meetings of Convention, provided that the young persons 
chosen be baptized members of congregations in union with this Diocese. 


A motion to refer the motion back to the Committee was seconded but failed 
to carry. The motion to amend was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved an amendment to the of the proposed amendment to 
Section 27 of the Constitution as submitted to the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons for its first consideration and action pursuant to 
Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 27, line 1 of the Constitution so as to delete the 
phrase ".. Communicant of the Church ..." and replace it with the phrase 
" .. confirmed adult Communicant in good standing of the Church in this 
Diocese..."; to further amend the same section in line 6, so as to delete 
the phrase “...Communicants of the Church..." and replace it with the 
phrase “...confirmed adult Communicants in good standing of the Church in 
this Diocese..." 


The motion to amend was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger then moved as a first reading amendment of Section 27 of 
the Constitution in its entirety as follows: 


Chancellors of the Diocese 


27. The Bishop shall appoint a member of the Laity, a confirmed adult 
Communicant in good standing of the Church in this Diocese, who shall be 
known as the Chancellor of the Diocese and shall be the advisor of the 
Bishop on all legal affairs. When not a delegate in the Meeting of Conven- 
tion, the Chancellor shall be entitled, ex officio, to all the rights and 
privileges of membership. The Bishop may likewise appoint one or more 
other members of the Laity, confirmed adult Communicants in good standing 
of the Church in this Diocese, who shall be Assistant Chancellors and who 
may be designated either as Vice Chancellors or Assistant Chancellors, as 


the Bishop may determine. 
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The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution, for its 
final consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend Section 33 of the Constitution so as to delete the present 
language and replace it with the following language: 


THE DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION 
Deputies to be Elected 


33. At the Annual Meeting of Convention held nearest January first of 
the year next preceding the year in which the regular meeting of the 
General Convention is held, there shall be elected in the manner prescribed 
by the Canons of this Diocese for elections by Convention, four Clerical 
and four Lay Deputies, who shall represent this Diocese in the said General 
Convention and who shall continue in office until their successors are 
elected. The Clerical Deputies shall be Presbyters or Deacons, actually 
and canonically resident within the Diocese at the time of election and 
thereafter, and the Lay Deputies shall be resident Communicants of some 
Parish or Mission within its limits, in union with the Convention or 
recognized by the Ecclesiastical Authority. 


The motion was seconded and carried in a voice vote by orders. The Bishop 
concurred with the amendment. 


Mr. Rodiger moved. the following amendment to the Constitution, for its 
first consideation and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


Amend the second sentence of Section 33 of the Constitution to read as 
follows: 


The Clerical Deputies shall be Presbyters or Deacons, actually and 
canonically resident within the Diocese at the time of election and 
thereafter, during the time for which elected, and the Lay Deputies shall, 
during the same time period, be resident confirmed communicants in good 
standing of some Parish or Mission within its limits, in union with the 
Convention or recognized by the Ecclesiastical Authority. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution for its 
final reading and consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the 
Constitution: 


Amend the second sentence of Section 44 of the Constitution so the 
first three sentences will read: 


The election shall be made in the following manner: the Clergy and the 
Laity shall vote by orders, and the election shall be by ballot. If 
two-thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote be registered as present, and 
two-thirds of all the Parishes and Missions entitled to vote be registered 
as represented, than a majority of the votes of each order present shall 
determine a choice. If such two-thirds of the Clergy, Parishes and 
Missions be not registered as present, two-thirds of the votes of each 
order present shall be necessary to determine a choice." 


ay 


The motion to amend the amendment was seconded and carried in a voice vote 
by the necessary two-thirds majority. 


_ Mr. Rodiger moved the following amendment to the Constitution for its 
final consideration and action pursuant to Section 47 of the Constitution: 


; Amend Section 44 of the Constitution as amended by the just preceding 
action, deleting the language following the period after the words 
“...Shall be necessary to determine a choice." 


The motion was seconded and carried in a voice vote by orders. The Bishop 
concurred with the amendment. 


After the singing of a hymn, the President again recognized Mr. 
Rodiger, who moved the following: 


Amend Section 11.03 of the Canons to read as follows: 


"If a third ballot shall be required, a plurality of the combined 
votes of both orders shall constitute an election." 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Section 25.02 of the Canons to read as follows: 


25.02 The business and affairs of the Diocesan Investment Trust shall 
be under the management and control of a board of nine trustees consisting 
of the Bishop of the Diocese, ex officio, and eight other trustees, who 
shall be elected in the following manner. Four of the other trustees shall 
be elected by Convention, and the remaining four trustees shall be elected 
by a majority vote of the other trustees. The eight trustees other than 
the Bishop shall hold office for a term of four years or until their 
respective successors are elected. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 


Amend Section 9.04 of the Canons to add the following paragraph at the 
end of the section: 


Clergy elected to any office by the Regional Assembly shall be in 
regular standing and working within or living within the electing Region. 
Members of the Laity elected to any office by the Regional Assembly shall 
be qualified electors of a Parish or Mission within that Region, in 
- accordance with Article XVI of the Constitution. Members of the clergy who 
cease to work or live within the Region or cease to be in regular standing 
shall no longer hold the office to which they were elected. Members of the 
Laity who cease to be qualified electors in a congregation within the 
Region shall no longer hold the office to which they were elected. 
Vacancies created in this manner shall be filled in accordance with the 
By-Laws of the Region. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Rodiger moved the following: 
Amend Section 11.01 of the Canons to read as follows: 


Clerical nominees shall be clergy in regular standing. Lay nominees 
shall be qualified electors in a Parish or Mission within this Diocese. If 
an elected member of the Clergy should cease to be in regular standing or 
an elected member of the Laity cease to be a qualified elector ina 
congregation in this Diocese, that member shall cease to hold office and 
the resultant vacancy shall be filled in the manner prescribed by these 
Canons. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Rodiger introduced the following proposed amendment to the Rules 
of Order for action on the next day of this Meeting of Convention: 


Amend Rule 6 to read as follows: 


Discussion of any resolution shall be limited to no more than fifteen 
minutes. The proposer of a resolution shall have up to two minutes for 
opening remarks, and up to one minute for closing remarks. A member may 
speak for no more than two minutes. At either the end of fourteen minutes 
or when no member desires to speak further, the Chair shall call upon the 
proposer for closing remarks. Special leave may be given by Convention to 
extend any time limitation. 


When nominations are made from the floor of Convention, a member 
desiring to make a nomination shall rise and receive the recognition of the 
Chair before naming his or her candidate. A member may speak for not 
longer than two minutes, when nominating a candidate for election to any 
office. 


After a resolution of substance is moved and seconded, no motion of 
any kind is in order for a period of six minutes, or until no member wishes 
to speak, whichever comes first. The Chair shall alternatively recognize 
speakers in favor of and opposed to the resolution, if any. 


The President read a warm greeting to Convention from Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu. 


The President declared. that the Reports of Work of the Program Groups, 
Regions, Commissions, Committees, Institutions, Organizations and Schools 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles which have been filed with the Secretary of 
Convention, published as Volume II, Part 3, of The Journal, and distributed 
in the convention packet, be received by title at this Meeting of 
Convention. 


The President called on the Reverend Canon Richard Van Horn, President 
of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. He presented his report by 
title. The complete report of the Standing Committee appears elsewhere in 
The Journal, 


The President called on the Reverend Canon George Regas, Rector of All 
Saints’ Parish in Pasadena and Chair of the Commission on Ministry, to give 


its report, which appears elsewhere in The Journal. He presented this 
report by title. 
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At 3:39 p.m. the President called fifteen minute recess. Convention 
reconvened with the singing of a hymn at 4:01 p.m. 


The President reported that the report of the Program Group on Mission 
Congregations is printed in The Journal. 


Convention warmly received a report on the Neighborhood Youth 
Association. 


The President called on the Judge of Elections to report on the First 
Ballot, results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journat. The Second 
Ballot was taken at 4:24 p.m. 


The President recognized Mrs. Benjamin Short, President of the Episco- 
pal Church Women of the Diocese of Los Angeles (ECW). The complete report 
of work of the ECW is printed elsewhere in The Journal. Mrs. Short ex- 
pressed gratitude for the support she received during her presidency. She 
was warmly acknowledged by applause. 


The President recognized Mr. John Hitchcock, Executive Director of 
Hillsides, the Episcopal Home for Children and Chair of the Diocesan Task 
Force on the Prevention of Child Abuse. He reported on the work of the 
Task Force, particularly the publication of a Child Abuse Prevention 
Handbook for the congregations and institutions of the Diocese. 


The President recognized the Reverend M. Gregory Richards and Betty 
Connelly (Mrs. Daniel), Co-Diocesan Coordinators of the Presiding Bishop's 
Fund for World Relief. Mrs. Connelly reported on the work of the Fund in 
this Diocese. 


The President recognized the Reverend Richard Lincoln, Director of 
Chaplains for the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, who reported briefly on 
the ministry of the Hospital. He was greeted warmly by Convention. 


The President recognized the Secretary, who moved the following: 


WHEREAS, this Ninety-fifth Meeting of the Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles recognizes with regret the absence from its fellow- 
ship of the Right Reverend Francis Eric Bloy, DEDs 3 SsleUss 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Meeting of Convention assure him of its 
prayers and best wishes for a speedy recovery. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 
The Secretary then moved: 


’ WHEREAS, during this year past the following members of the clergy of our 
Diocese have resigned their cures on attainment of retirement age or 
disability: the Right Reverend Oliver B. Garver, Jr., and the Reverend 
Fathers Edward P. Allen, John D. Eales, Arnold A. Fenton, James E. Fenwick, 
Donald W. Gaines, Nicholas Kouletsis, Robert G. Oliver and A. LeRoy Young; 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles hereby expresses to 
them and their families the thanks of the Diocese for their devotion and 
years of service to our Lord and for the comradeship in the Church and 
wishes them well in the days before them, praying that their health may 
abound and that they may long enjoy fellowship in ministry with us. 


The motion was seconded and carried unanimously. 


The Suffragan Bishop-elect, the Reverend Chester Talton, led a service 
of prayer for the evening at 5:09 p.m. after which Convention recessed. 


The Convention Dinner was held in the Riverside Room of the Convention 
Center at 7:30 p.m. The Reverend Joan Salwon Campbell was the keynote 
speaker at the dinner. 


Second Day 


The morning of the second day of the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of 
the Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles began with the 
Holy Eucharist in the Riverside Room of the Riverside Convention Center at 
8:30 a.m. Bishop Borsch presided and delivered the homily. The Necrolo- 
gist of the Diocese, the Reverend H. Belfield Hannibal, offered prayers at 
the intercessions, for the departed Bishops of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
other Bishops of the Episcopal Church who died in the past year, recently 
deceased clergy and lay leaders of the diocesan community. An offering for 
the Presiding Bishop's Fund for World Relief was taken. 


After the Eucharist, Bishop Borsch delivered his Convention Address, 
which, with his homily, is printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


Following the Bishop's Address, Mr. John Arthur Tucker, Jr., Chair of 
the Committee on Resolutions spoke regarding special resolutions to be 
presented in the afternoon session with the required approval of the 
Committee on Resolutions. These resolutions "On the 1991 General Conven- 
tion in Phoenix: and "On the Crisis in the Persian Gulf" are printed 
elsewhere in these minutes in the order they were considered by the Meeting 
of Convention. Copies of these resolutions were distributed to the 
delegates. 


After a brief recess, Convention recessed for six special workshops: 
(1) “Prevention of Child Abuse" led by John M. Hitchcock; (2) "Decade of 
Evangelism", led by the Venerable Hartshorn Murphy, Jr.; (3) “Empowering 
the Laity", led by Linda Lewis and the Reverend Alan Scarfe; (4) "Dialogue 
on Human Sexuality", led by the Reverend Martha A. Siegel, Jenny Ladefoged, 
and the Reverend Warren Pittman; (5) “Developing an Ecumenical Ministry to 
the Homeless", led by the Reverend Barbara Mudge and the Reverend Paul 
Werselmann; (6) “Peace and Justice", led by Donald Will, Ph.D. The 
workshops concluded with Noonday Prayers at 11:55 a.m. 


Convention reconvened at 1:33 p.m. with the singing of a hymn. 


The President welcomed the members of the newest parish in the Dio- 
cese, St. Martin's in Compton. A rousing ovation accompanied the repre- 
sentatives of the parish during their procession in and out of the Conven- 
tion Hall. The Rector, Wardens and other parishioners spoke and were 
warmly greeted by Convention. 
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F The President recognized the youth of the Diocese, particularly 
‘Fred's Flyers", who served as pages for this Meeting of Convention. 
ale Flyers" were greeted with a standing and resounding ovation by the 
onvention. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections who reported on the 
Second Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 
The Third Ballot was cast at 1:49 p.m. 


The President recognized Mr. Rodiger, Chair of the Committee on Rules 
of Order. He moved that the Rules of Order be amended as presented to 
Convention on the day prior, Friday, November 30th. The text of the 
proposed amendment previously appears in these Minutes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The President relinquished the Chair to the Reverend Canon Richard Van 
Horn, President of the Standing Committee. 


Canon Van Horn recognized Marian Stinson, a student at the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific (CDSP), who spoke with gratitude of the 
support of the Diocese to CDSP. She was warmly greeted by Convention. 


Canon Van Horn recognized the Reverend Mitsuo P. Akiyoshi who reported 
on the work of the Episcopal Asiamerican Strategy Task Force (LAD/EAST). 


Canon Van Horn recognized the Reverend Warren Pittman who spoke 
regarding the diocesan Adelante 2000 plan on behalf of Diocesan Council. 
He reported particularly on a study of Adelante 2000 by program groups and 
commissions of the Diocese. 


Canon Van Horn recognized the Reverend Carmen B. Guerro for her first 
report as Missioner for Hispanic Ministries. She was warmly welcomed by 
Convention. 


The President returned to the Chair. He recognized Mr. Francis Banks, 
the Treasurer of the Diocese, who gave his report. Details of the Treasur- 
er's Report as well as audit certificates are printed elsewhere in The 
Journak. Canon Van Horn spoke briefly regarding disability insurance for 
lay employees of congregations and institutions of the Diocese. 


The President recognized Dr. Mitties McDonald De Champlain, Chair of 
the Budget and Stewardship Committee of Diocesan Council. She was joined 
by the Reverend J. Jon Bruno, Missioner for Stewardship, and together they 
presented the 1991 Budget, which is printed elsewhere in The Journal. It 
was moved, seconded and carried unanimously. 


The President recognized members of the newest Mission congregation of 
the Diocese, St. Benedict's of West Covina, who were greeted warmly with a 


standing ovation. 


The President recognized the Judge of Elections, who reported on the 
Third Ballot, the results of which are printed elsewhere in The Journal. 


There being no need, the Committee on the Bishop's Address did not 
report. 
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At 3:18 p.m., Convention observed a five minute recess and reconvened 
at 3:23 p.m. with the singing of a hymn. 


The President recognized Mr. John A. Tucker, Jr. of All Saints' Parish 
in Beverly Hills, Chair of the Committee on Resolutions. For the Commit- 
tee, solely to place resolutions before the Meeting of Convention, Mr. 
Tucker moved the following resolution: 


ELIGIBILITY TO SUBMIT RESOLUTIONS 


WHEREAS, it is important that it be clear who may propose resolutions to 
the Committee on Resolutions for consideration by Convention; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles direct the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons to determine whether the Canons and/or Rules of 
Order clearly set forth who is entitled to submit proposed resolutions to 
the Committee on Resolutions for consideration by the Convention, and if 
so, to report to Convention at its next Annual Meeting who may do so, and 
if not, to recommend an appropriate Rule of Order to so specify. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
STUDY OF THE DOCUMENT ENTITLED “IMPLICATIONS OF THE GOSPEL" 


WHEREAS, in 1982, then Presiding Bishop John M. Allin of the Episcopal 
Church, Bishop James R. Crumley, Jr., of the Lutheran Church in America, 
Bishop William Kohn of the Association of Evangelical Lutheran Churches, 
and Bishop David W. Preus of the American Lutheran Church, as a result of 
the Lutheran-Episcopal Dialogues, and actions of their respective ecclesial 
bodies, established an Interim Eucharistic Fellowship, and declared their 
desire to pursue the goal of full communion, and 


WHEREAS, the 69th General Convention of the Episcopal Church did direct the 
Standing Commission on Ecumenical Relations (S.C.E.R.) to devise and 
execute during the next triennium a process for study and evaluation by 
this Church of that certain document entitled “Implications of the Gospel" 

(and) report to the 70th General Convention the results of such study 
and evaluation along with a recommendation concerning whether this Church 
can receive and affirm the agreed statement as a faithful expression of the 
Gospel and as a _ step on the road to full communion with the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America, and 


WHEREAS, studies and responses have been undertaken and made by several 
dioceses throughout our Church, including the Lutheran-Episcopal Dialogue 
of our own Diocese of Los Angeles, and 


WHEREAS, the 70th General Convention of the Episcopal Church (to be held in 
July 1991 in Phoenix) will receive the recommendations of S.C.E.R. on this 
study and possible recommendations for future action, and 


WHEREAS, the Ninety-fourth Annual Meeting of the Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles, held in 1989, as well as the two local 
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Evangelical Lutheran Church in America (ELCA) Synods, adopted a resolution 
on ecumenical cooperation between the three ecclesial bodies for the 
implementation of joint ministry and mission strategies; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles encourage local 
congregations to study the document “Implications of the Gospel" on their 
own or together with their local ELCA congregations, if possible, for the 
purposes of: 
a) better informing themselves of this possible move toward 
the establishment of full communion with the ELCA, and 
b) better understanding actions which may be taken at the 
70th General Convention regarding this issue, and 
c) finding ways to work more effectively with their Lutheran 
neighbors and friends to further our common ministries 
and strengthen our efforts to proclaim the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ during this decade of Evangelism and beyond, and 


BE IT RESOLVED that the results of such studies, if any, be forwarded to 
the Diocesan Commission on Ecumenicity as soon as practical. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
REAFFIRMATION OF THE CHICAGO LAMBETH QUADRILATERAL 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church in the United States officially begins the 
Decade of Evangelism on December 2, 1990; and 


WHEREAS, the General Convention of the Episcopal Church in 1988 defined 
evangelism as "the presentation of Jesus Christ in the power of the Holy 
Spirit in such ways that persons are led to acknowledge Him as Savior and 
follow Him as Lord in the fellowship of His Church"; and 


WHEREAS, in order to bring persons into our Christian fellowship, it is 
important that we be able to state the foundations of that fellowship in a 
succinct and understandable manner; and 


WHEREAS, when the House of Bishops in 1886 and the Lambeth Conference in 
1888 began to seek unity with other Christian fellowships, they found it 
necessary to state the foundations of our Anglican fellowship in a succinct 
and understanding manner; and 


WHEREAS, the statement known as the Chicago-Lambeth Quadrilateral, 1886- 
-1888 found on page 876 of The Book of Common Prayer is summarized in the 
_ following principles, to wit: 


1. The Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testament as the revealed 
Word of God; 


2. The Nicene Creed as the sufficient statement of the Christian Faith; 


3. The two Sacraments, Baptism and the Supper of the Lord, ministered 
with unfailing use of Christ's words of institution and of the 
elements ordained by Him; 
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4. The Historic Episcopate, locally adapted in the methods of 
administration to the varying needs of the nations and peoples called 
of God into the unity of His Church; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-Fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, in order to promote 
evangelism to Christ in unity and accord within our fellowship, hereby 
affirm the Chicago-Lambeth Quadrilateral, 1886-1888, as stated in The Book 
0% Common Prayer. 


The motion was seconded, discussed, and subsequently withdrawn by the 
proposer with the assent of the mover and seconder. 


Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF THE EPISCOPAL SYNOD OF AMERICA 


WHEREAS, the Biblical model of Christian fellowship is that of a body made 
up of many parts with its members possessing a variety of gifts distributed 
by the one Holy Spirit for the common good; and 


WHEREAS, with these differing gifts we are called to strengthen and encour- 
age one another in our common life in Christ in His Church, sharing with 
respect, courtesy, and love the resources which we have been given through 
God's grace; and 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church in general, and the Diocese of Los Angeles in 
particular, earnestly strives to follow the Christ-like practice of welcom- 
ing and accepting persons into its fellowship regardless of differences in 
race, economic status, gender, and theological positions so long as they do 
not compromise the essentials of the Christian Faith; and 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Synod of America has declared itself to be a volun- 
tary association of laity and clergy committed to upholding Evangelical 
Faith and Catholic Order in the Episcopal Church; and 


WHEREAS, the House of Bishops in its meeting in September, 1989, indicated 
that members of the Episcopal Synod are loyal members of the family of the 
Episcopal Church with an accepted theological position; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church jin Los Angeles acknowledge (but does not align 
itself with) the Episcopal Synod of America as an organization of loyal 
Episcopalians, and recognize its members as sisters and brothers in Christ. 
The motion was seconded and failed to carry 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
UPHOLDING AND CELEBRATING SAME GENDER RELATIONSHIPS 

WHEREAS, Biblical theology and Christian tradition support the basic need 


of all persons to have a wholesome, intimately affectionate and long-term 
relationship with another person; and 
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WHEREAS , the Support of significant same-gender friendships and committed 
aL is essential for the well-being of gay and lesbian persons; 
an 


WHEREAS , the celebration and affirmation of same-gender couples offers an 
opportunity for persons of homosexual orientation to participate in faith- 
ful relationships; and 


WHEREAS , by tradition and theological precept, couples are themselves the 
ministers of their covenants and by the grace of God aspire to life-long 
faithfulness in mutuality and support through their covenants; and the 
Church in acknowledging these covenants merely celebrates and affirms that 
which already exists; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that while the Church is not called upon to 
endorse or bless sexual orientation, the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm that the 
Church does act appropriately and for the good of the people of God when it 
upholds and celebrates, in the name of Jesus Christ, any two persons who 
a willing to make a life-long covenant of fidelity and love with each 
other. 


The motion was seconded. In a vote by orders, it passed in the clergy 
order but failed in the lay order. Therefore, the resolution failed to 
carry. 


The President led Convention in prayer for three clergy who are 
seriously il]: the Reverend Michael P. Samartha, Ph.D., the Reverend 
Raymond K. Riebs, and the Reverend Cynthia Seagal Samuel. 


The President again recognized Mr. Tucker, who moved the following: 
PEACE AND JUSTICE COMMITTEES IN CONGREGATIONS 


RESOLVED, that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the Convention of the 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles encourage each parish and mission in 
the Diocese to form a Peace and Justice Committee with the charge to enable 
education and dialogue on contemporary social issues and world events and 
to assist parishioners in exercising their ministries in the community and 
for the world; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that all rectors, vicars, vestries, and bishop's 
committees be commended to designate a person or persons to be in contact 
with the Diocesan Peace and Justice Committee. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 


At 4:42 p.m., Convention recessed briefly and reconvened with the 
singing of a hymn at 4:49 p.m. 


The President recognized those signing for the hearing impaired, who 
where warmly applauded by Convention. 


Mr. Tucker moved the following: 


WHEREAS the Constitution and Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles require a 
yearly audit to be filed by every Parish and Mission; and 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles direct the Committee 
on Constitution and Canons to prepare an amendment to the Canons to provide 
that 

(1) the rector or vicar of those congregations not in compliance with 
the required annual audit be denied a seat, voice and vote at the next 
Annual Meeting of Convention following the deadline; 


(2) a thirty day extension be automatically granted to allow 
compliance; 


(3) the Diocese offer any and all assistance needed to the aforesaid 
to bring them into compliance if need be; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Committee on Constitution and Canons report 
to the Convention at its next Annual Meeting with its recommendation for 
the appropriate amendment to the Canons. 


The motion was seconded. A motion to refer the matter to the Committee on 
Constitution and Canons was seconded and carried. 


Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
ESTABLISHMENT OF EARTH CARE TEAMS 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church has_ fostered a deep appreciation for the 
natural world; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles encourage its laity 
and clergy to establish Earth Care Teams in each congregation to oversee 
the construction of and implementation of a policy regarding stewardship of 
creation. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 

Mr. Tucker moved the following: 

ESTABLISHMENT OF RECYCLING PROGRAMS 

WHEREAS, the resources entrusted to us by the Creator are finite; 
THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm that each 
congregation institute recycling programs on their church grounds; 
BE IT FURTHER AFFIRMED that each congregation provide clear directives on 
how individual members and families may implement re-cycling programs in 
their own homes. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
INCLUSION OF ENVIRONMENTAL CONSIDERATION IN SUNDAY SCHOOL CURRICULA 


WHEREAS, the Episcopal Church fosters a commitment of Biblically centered 
education to our young; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm that the 
Sunday School curricula used in the Diocese include development of an 
appreciation of our natural world and our inter-dependence with all 
creation. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
ESTABLISHMENT OF CONGREGATIONAL ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAMS 


WHEREAS, the threat of environmental degradation is a very real part of our 
individual and corporate lives; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles affirm that congre- 
gations develop over-all energy reduction strategies directly related to 
congregational functions and business; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that an evaluation of heating, lighting and water 
requirements be implemented as a part of the yearly parish review; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that, where possible, carpool transportation systems 
be implemented for worship and parish activities. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
COMMITMENT TO THE ELIMINATION OF BIGOTRY 


WHEREAS, Episcopal congregations of the Los Angeles Region in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles include members of various races, cultures, languages and 
lifestyles; and 


WHEREAS, racism and other forms of bigotry and oppression have not dis- 
appeared but in many cases are actually increasing in our society; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
‘Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles in support of the 
Los Angeles Region of the Diocese recommit itself to the elimination of 
racism, sexism, ageism, homophobia and all other forms of bigotry and op- 
pression when these problems continue to oppress the People of God in this 
Diocese. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
THE 1991 GENERAL CONVENTION IN PHOENIX 


WHEREAS the United States has struggled for many years to overcome conflict 
between the races and to create a society that is inclusive and representa- 
tive of our racial diversity, and; 


WHEREAS recent years have seen a slowing and, in some instances, a reversal 
of this movement, and; 


WHEREAS this Church fosters this positive movement and would not wish to 
aid or comfort that slowing or reversal, and; 


WHEREAS the people of the state of Arizona, by public referendum, rescinded 
a holiday in honor of Martin Luther King, Jr. enacted by the state 
legislature; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles register its opposi- 
tion to Phoenix, Arizona as the site of the 1991 General Convention of this 
Church and petition the Presiding Bishop to change the site to some city 
outside the state of Arizona. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
Mr. Tucker moved the following: 
THE CRISIS IN THE PERSIAN GULF 


WHEREAS the potential for a fighting war in the Middle East grows daily; 
and 


WHEREAS a fighting war will result in the wounding and death of thousands 
of God's precious children -- American, Kuwaiti, Iraqi, and others; and 


WHEREAS in 1990, the capacity of weapons to deliver mass death and sickness 
makes modern war untenable and incompatible with the spirit of Christ; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles is on record against 
a military solution to the current crisis in the Persian Gulf and calls on 
the President, the United Nations and the Iraqi government to continue to 
work for a negotiated solution without death and bloodshed; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Episcopal Churches in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles on January 13 pray for a peaceful solution to the crisis in the 
Persian Gulf and for the quick return of our brave men and women serving 
there. 


The motion was seconded and carried. 
The President appointed Canon R. Bradbury Clark as the Chancellor of 


the Diocese and Clarence E. Fleming, Jr.; William B. Rodiger; John A. 
Tucker, Jr.; and Carolyn Carlburg as Vice-Chancellors. 
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The Secretary moved that the reading of the Minutes of this Meeting of 
Convention be dispensed with and that the President and the Chancellor be 
authorized to attest to the accuracy of the Minutes. The motion was 
seconded and carried. 


The President announced that the Ninety-sixth Annual Meeting of the 
Convention of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles will be held on De- 
cember 6th and 7th at a location to be announced. 

The Ninety-fifth Annual Meeting of the Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles was adjourned at 5:47 p.m. with a blessing and 
dismissal by the Bishop.

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THE HOMILY OF 
THE BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
THE RIGHT REVEREND FREDERICK HOUK BORSCH 
GIVEN AT THE CELEBRATION OF THE HOLY EUCHARIST AT THE 
NINETY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CONVENTION OF THE 
CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


What kind of story is it? We know that it has an allegorical inter- 
pretation in the Gospels. But, before that, what kind of a story is it? 
-- this brief description of a sower, much of whose work seems to be lost, 
while the story ends with abundant harvest. 


It seems a simple parable. Yet there are hints of dimensions which 
are as mysterious as life at its most profound. 


We can see that the narrative was put to at least three purposes in 
the preaching and teaching of the early Church. 


The story was heard as a warning of what could happen to those who did 
not receive the seed as the Word of God deeply and fully into their lives. 


It was used as a way of explaining why the proclamation of God's Word 
was not always successful. There were powerful forces at work against it. 


Yet, in the end, the story could be heard as one of assurance for the 
ultimate abundance of the victory of God's Word. 


But, again, what kind of a story might it be at first? 


Scholarship has stripped it down into a basic narrative remarkable for 
its triadic character, that is, its structure by groups of three. 


First of all, there are three basic sets of actions: sowing, loss and 
growth. Within that basic structure other patterns of three occur -- 
making the story into a kind of song, and probably in that way enabling it 
more easily to be remembered in the oral tradition. 


A sower went out to sow. 
And it happened in the sowing that 


Some fell by the path / and the birds came / and ate it. 

Other fell on rocky ground / and the sun rose / and 
scorched it. 

Other fell among thorns / and the thorns grew up / and 
choked it. 


Other fell on good soil / and brought forth grain / 
and yielded 
Thirtyfold / and sixtyfold / and a hundredfold. 


In one sense it tells us what every farmer knows. Farming is risky 
business. Nature can be generous, but there also can be much loss. The 
birds, the sun and the thorns may seem like powerful antagonists, striking 
at the seeds and little plants. 


It is but a small figurative step to say that this is in many ways 
true of all of life. You and I stand in fearful awe gazing upon nature's 
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wild profligacy. Thousands of seeds for but one tree. Millions of sperm 
for but one child. Billions of stars for perhaps but a few, maybe only one 
conscious race. 


This part of the story seems very realistic, almost brutally so. Few 
among us as disciples do not know this realism -- death, loss, wasted 
effort: what must at times seem to us like devastation. 


_ For most all of us, our faith is finally realized as part of this high 
price. We are -- we perhaps must be in this life -- at least as intimate 
with darkness as with the light. 


But, then, also amazingly, thirtyfold, sixtyfold and a hundredfold! 
All of nature's growth is a wonder, still a kind of mystery -- how a great 
tree can grow from a tiny seed, sentient life from the mating of sperm and 
ovum. In each harvest season how can we do other but offer thanks for 
life's color and pageantry and continuation. 


At one level this may be what the story is about. It can be heard as 
a proverbial wisdom lesson. In life there is much loss, but abundance, 
too. The process is costly, but life goes on. For this we can be 
grateful. 


In the context of the Gospel, however -- in the setting of so many 
stories about lost guests and sheep and coins and sons -- of having things, 
and losing them, and then finding them with great new worth and value -- in 
this context it is hard not to hear other notes and possibilities. 


I have a little horticultural story of my own that I use to remind 
myself about the unpredictable character of grace when, in spite of my 
efforts and those of others, not as much good as I hope for seems to be 
happening. To begin with, however, I must tell you I am not much of a 
gardener. If I gave Barbara a chance, I fear she would add a few exclama- 
tion points to that confession. 


But occasionally I do venture out, trying to make grass grow in a bare 
patch or two. I dig, sprinkle seed, scratch a little more, add a bit of 
new soil, water, watch and wait -- a week, ten days. Finally scraggly 
blades of grass do appear, but it never seems to grow in these patches the 
way it should. 


Then I glance over to the sidewalk where tufts of vibrant green grass 
are growing up from the cracks in the walk. Likely there is some good 
reason for this phenomenon, but I am made to think of other times and 
places where a_ lot of effort seems largely wasted, while yet in expected 
situations goodness flourishes. One remembers love risked by the bushel, 
. seemingly without any return. But then grace and love spring up through 
some surprising Samaritan. 


To those of faith the parable seems also to suggest abundance beyond 
any natural expectation -- grace that somehow overcomes and changes what is 
lost. 


Nor can one forget who is the teller of the parable. He is the one 
who not only spoke of losing life; that was his destiny. He, too, might 
have looked back on his ministry and seen much that seemed like loss and 
waste. Immediately after his death the disciples saw only failure and 
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tragedy, until the day they found they could tell parables like this again. 
Through the eyes of their resurrection faith God has been mysteriously 
present in the loss, accepting that as part of creation, to which God was 
now bringing surprise -- new life -- in yet another extravagant story of 
grace. 


Perhaps it takes a saint to begin to apprehend this faith in all its 
possibility. In the words of Frederick Buechner's Saint Godric: "What's 
lost is nothing to what's found, and all the death that ever was, set next 
to life, would scarcely fill a cup".

THE ADDRESS GIVEN BY THE BISHOP OF LOS ANGELES 
FREDERICK HOUK BORSCH 
TO THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NINETY-FIFTH MEETING OF CONVENTION 
ON SATURDAY, DECEMBER 1, 1990 


I feel a little awkward in addressing you from a written text. There 
might after all be something which occurs to me as I talk or I might want 
to expand on a point or to say it differently. So I sometimes prefer to 
talk without a text or notes. But I carry in my head a cautionary tale on 
that subject. It is, in fact, my favorite Anglican joke - one which I have 
had the fun of sharing with two Archbishops of Canterbury. 


It is about an Archbishop of Canterbury and one of his vicars in a 
small country parish. Frederick Temple was Archbishop of Canterbury in the 
last part of the nineteenth century. He was short of stature and could, 
evidently, be a little feisty. One of his biographers characterized him as 
a tiger in the state of grace. 


According to the story Temple, on vacation, showed up unannounced in 
this little country congregation one summer morning. Upon recognizing him, 
the Vicar was a little flustered but determined to do his best job. After 
the service the Vicar hurried to the door of the church and greeted the 
Archbishop. "We are so delighted to have you here, Your Grace. We hope 
you enjoyed the service, your Grace. There is one thing, Your Grace, I 
wonder if you noticed about the service - that when it came time for my 
sermon, I preached it without using any notes. I'd like Your Grace to know 
that this is fairly new with me. I used only to preach from a full text or 
with many notes. But one Sunday I found I'd left my notes at home, and, 
after my sermon, I vowed never to use notes in preaching again." 


Temple eyed him for a moment and then pulled himself up to his full 
height and said, "We, Frederick, by divine permission Lord Archbishop of 
Canterbury and Primate of All England, do dispense thee from thy vow." 


So, at least, on this occasion, I shall stick fairly close to my text 
and my theme that, while there is danger and much to be concerned about in 
our world today, we also live in a time of grace and opportunity. 


You and I are deeply worried that there may be war in the Middle East. 
As Christians, if we are not pacifists, we know from our tradition that we 
can accept was only as a very last resort in a carefully examined just 
cause. We are aware of the significance of proportionality in the just was 
teaching; that is, that even if the cause be just, the loss of tens of 
thousands of lives - many of them civilians - could make another wrong, not 
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a right. We are also aware that peace in the Middle East will only come 
with peace throughout that region. 


We who live in Los Angeles remain keenly aware of the plight of £1 
Salvatore and the 350,000 Salvadoran refugees who now live in our region. 


The threat of recession seems near if not already a part of our lives, 
further thinning the so-called safety net for homeless Americans, or those 
hungry, ill-educated or without adequate medical care. The state of the 
environment of “this fragile earth, our island home" is of great concern to 
us. 


But in this awareness of dangers around us there may also be reason 
for some optimism. There may be a growing world consensus that we must 
find ways other than war to settle our differences. The new, though 
fragile democracies and economies in Eastern Europe are not only cause to 
rejoice in themselves, but offer opportunities to reverse the worldwide 
tide of expenditure on armaments and to begin to rebuild the infrastruc- 
tures of human care and development in our societies. 


The role of our communities of faith in these circumstances may seem 
smal], but I believe it is vital. We are called to be the leaven of hope 
in the world. To those who may be tempted to believe that cruelty, evil 
and suffering have the last word, we are called to tell stories of new life 
thirty, sixty and a hundredfold. We are to offer God's forgiveness and 
healing from the demons of guilt, greed and fear which otherwise might 
dominate human life. By grace we are given the gifts of understanding and 
compassion to overcome ignorance and prejudice. Our Church in this Diocese 
is growing again, and to all who are lonely we offer community. To those 
who thing they have no significant role in life, we challenge them to find 
their ministries. 


Essential to our witness if education -- education for our youth and, 
more importantly, education for adult disciples. If we are to educate your 
youth, we must have instructed and thoughtful adults. If we are to make 
new disciples and nurture them, we must carefully teach them. If we are to 
impact the great issues of our society, we must have wise as well as caring 
lay Christians who understand the essentials of their faith and can share 
them. 


There is great need in our world today for Christian wisdom which is a 
good deal more than biblical proof texting and strong feelings. At this 
and other Conventions we discuss and debate matters of significance for our 
faith communities and our society. Will we have the Christian wisdom to do 
that well? 


Most of my mail on controversial issues is from Christians who seem to 
be getting their information from the secular media rather than thoughtful 
teaching in church. 


In his book The Fragility of Knowledge Edward Farley asks these 
questions: 


Why is it that the vast majority of Christian believers remain largely 
unexposed to Christian learning - to historical-critical studies of the 
Bible, to the content and structure of the great doctrines, to two thousand 
years of classic works on the Christian life, to the basic disciplines of 
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theology, biblical languages, and Christian ethics? Who do bankers, 
lawyers, farmers, physicians, homemakers, scientists, salespeople, managers 
of all sorts, people who carry out all kinds of complicated tasks in their 
work and home, remain at a literalist, elementary school level in their 
religious understanding? How is it that high-school-age church members 
move easily and quickly into the complex world of computers, foreign 
languages, DNA, and calculus, and cannot even make a beginning in histori- 
cal-critical interpretation of a single text of Scripture? 


Farley's answers are that we have made faith into too much a matter of 
only feeling and that Christians may be somewhat fearful of too much 
exposure of their faith to reality and contemporary truth. One of his main 
concerns is that, by reducing Christian learning and wisdom to church 
education in our congregations, we have made theological understanding into 
an elitist enterprise, in some ways not even available to the majority of 
the clergy once they have left seminary. It has become a specialty subject 
practiced only in the seminary and university. 


I believe that the diocesan Christian Education program, which I have 
dreamed of with you, is now ready to take off. Under the experienced 
leadership of Phina Borgeson, and with the guidance and help of our Ad- 
visory Board and _ the Program Group on Christian Education and Leadership 
Training, I believe that we can develop a much better educated laity for 
mission and for the understanding of the contemporary issues to which they 
bring so much of their own experience and secular training. A major 
resource center is being establishes in temporary quarters at St. James’ 
Church in South Pasadena. With the support of the Church of Our Saviour, 
we have funding to reach out through the Diocese, to develop materials, 
other places and ways of resource, to network, to offer conferences, to 
support clergy, other teachers and local directors of Christian education 
in their ministries. The goal remains no less than to make each one of our 
congregations a strong school of Christian learning. 


Also deeply concerned with education and working together with Phina 
is our excellent new Missioner for Hispanic Ministry, Carmen Guerrero. She 
sees education as a vital part of her ministry, necessary for the building 
up of the Church among Hispanic peoples. Much good work is already being 
done and great opportunities lie before us as we plan and develop the human 
and other resources so critical for ministry with and for our Hispanic 
congregations. 


Similar opportunity -lies before us as we develop our several Asian 
ministries and congregations. One of the highlights of the year past was 
the national Asiamerican Conference which was so well hosted by our dioce- 
san Asiamerican Strategy Task Force. 


Another important event of this last year has been the publication of 
the "Directory of Parish/Mission and Institutional Social Ministries," a 
joint effort by our diocesan social ministries staff, our institutions and 
all our congregations. Readers of the study can see the tremendous range 
of service ministries being done throughout our Diocese as a result of your 
gifts of time, talent and treasure: ministries with the homeless, the 
hungry, the sick, in hospitals, convalescent homes and prisons, among 
persons with HIV and AIDS, abused children, youth at risk, seamen, the 
elderly, poor single parents, the addicted, and others. Cathedral Grants 
are being used in innovative ways to leverage programs of self-help and 
assistance. 
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If you have not yet read through the "Directory of Parish/Mission and 
Institutional Social Ministries," you would learn much about our Church 
from doing so. The study not only shows us what is being accomplished in 
so many places; it is also a marvelous resource of ideas. If there is a 
particular service ministry you wish to start through your congregation, 
you can see where it is being done elsewhere and then ask to learn from 
them. Paul Lawson and others stand ready to assist in any ways they can, 
visiting your churches and planning with you. 


Indeed, the primary purpose of all diocesan staff is to support and 
work with our 147 “power stations" for God's Spirit strategically located 
through the Diocese. I am proud of the quality of staff we have assembled 
and their ways of working together. 


Certainly another key person in the Diocese for all our ministries is 
now Chester Talton. With your help in_ the selection process and the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit we have been given a splendid new leader and 
pastor as Suffragan Bishop among us. 


In the years just before I became your Bishop a survey was done of the 
priorities you wished to develop in the mission of the Diocese. I have 
also listened and talked with many congregational and other groups as I 
have gone about the Diocese. Christian education, ministry with youth, 
Hispanic ministries, support of missions, and social service ministries are 
regularly given the highest emphasis. 


These are the ministries to which we have given special attention in 
our planning and in budget priorities over the last two years. I believe 
we are already beginning to see considerable results in all these areas. 
Our Church is growing. 


Our several diocesan ministries need some kind of a center from which 
to reach out into the Diocese. Most of you know the beginning of the next 
story -- how two days before I was elected Bishop our present Diocesan 
House was sold, and it looked like we would have only two years to find 
other quarters. Faced with that problem, we began to think in terms of 
opportunity. We dreamed of a new and contemporary idea of a cathedral 
center for our Diocese. 


Planning for the Center has moved along well despite some obstacles 
and delays. We have now raised over two and three-quarter million dollars 
and have laid the groundwork for-the next phases of the campaign. 


I will tell you that I have been surprised, overwhelmed and deeply 
touched by the responses of support from many of our congregations. At the 
beginning of the process I had no idea that so many of you would respond 
with such openness and generosity. 1 am so grateful to you and to the 
congregational Development Teams for the work you are doing. 


Our goal is that all 147 of our “power stations" - every one of our 
congregations, along with other groups and organizations in our Diocese - 
will participate in the building of the Center. I know that others of you 
are even now laying the plans to do just that. 


Yet, as many of you know, we have hit a snag. Initially our plan was 
to take down the present buildings on the Echo Park site. At least the 
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vast majority of us do not find the buildings architecturally distin- 
guished. The church building was moved to this site about seventy years 
ago and has been considerably changed over the years. It is in a serious 
state of disrepair with severe structural problems. Our original plan was 
to preserve some of the lovely windows and other artifacts by incorporating 
them into the new Center. We wanted to build for the future mission of the 
Church and were given reason to believe that this was quite feasible. 


There arose, however, strong pressure from those who are in favor of 
preservation of all building nearing a hundred years of age. We finally 
agreed on a compromise whereby the church building would be moved to the 
hillside behind the present site for a cost not to exceed $500,000. 


Further discussions, however, with our consultants and city officials 
showed that the estimate was too low. It became clear to me and our Center 
Team that the cost of relocation and making the building truly safe for use 
by our people would actually be well over a million dollars and perhaps 
nearer to two. With so many other needs in the world today, and with 
several of our own congregations trying to build or add to their churches, 
I could not countenance that kind of expenditure. 


So we have come back to the City with our original plan. At this 
stage I cannot tell you for certain what will happen. City Councilwoman 
Gloria Molina and her staff have been very helpful to us. They recognize 
what it would mean to have the Center of the Episcopal Church at the 
population center of this great region. They recognize that the people who 
live and work in this neighborhood very much want us to be there. They 
recognize that safety and financial considerations could well mean that the 
old church building will have to be taken down someday in any case. 


I believe that the way forward will be opened up for us again before 
long. Worthwhile ventures often take patience and persistence and courage 
as well. Many of our most beautiful buildings required a number of years 
to plan and build. The delay is costing us some money, but all the devel- 
opment costs are coming from the interest on the sale of the present 
building, none from your gifts. We have also negotiated a way to stay in 
our present building for a couple more years, paying no rent and only half 
of the property taxes - very generous terms, indeed. 


Yet it is also true that we cannot proceed indefinitely without a firm 
plan. If we do not receive a clear go ahead by the early spring we will 
develop a new plan on another site. At that time we would form a skilled 
and representative task force under our Diocesan Council. We would seek 
new ideas from you. We would pray together and come up with a new vision. 


In fact, I don't believe that will be necessary. I believe we will 
build our planned Diocesan Center, and I believe we will build it in Echo 
Park. 


The Center is but one part of what we are doing together. I wish 
there were time to delve into other of our accomplishments, opportunities 
and problems and to ask for your advice and counsel. I want to work on 
innovative ways of finding more funds to assist our congregations who need 
to build churches. I wish there were time to talk about our fine camping 
program and about the new diocesan camp we have purchased in Wrightwood, 
and to give better thanks to Lynn Jay and all those who have helped make 
that a possibility. 
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I am proud and gratified by what so many of you have accomplished 
through our Adelante 2000 planning program. When I first proposed the 
program two years ago, I could not have guessed how much it was going to 
mean in terms of change and new purpose for dozens of our congregations. 
This tried and tested way of planning and instilling new direction is now a 
part of our diocesan life, available to all congregations. We owe a 
special thanks to Bill Lindsey, Bruce MacPherson, and all those who have 
provided leadership for this splendid program. 


Had we more time this morning, I would like to reflect with you on our 
important ministries to institutions of higher education, the good work our 
chaplains are doing, and the need to find better ways of funding these 
programs if they are to be secure for the future. I could tell you about 
the new ways we have of guiding the ordination selection and training 
process, about our pilot program for training deacons, particularly for 
work with institutions. We could talk, as well, about ecumenical and 
interfaith relations, fine things being done with ministry with the dis- 
abled, our new program for training youth ministers, and, of course, the 
Bishop's Ball coming up in January. There is so much good that is happen- 
ing, and so much opportunity. 


Let me share with you my conviction that this Diocese is very ready to 
move forward - adelante - for God. Statistics tell us that our Diocese is 
growing again, in numbers of disciples and, I believe, in spiritual 
strength as well. Some of our congregations are growing dramatically. 
Others are right on the verge. 


We are growing again because we are discovering ways to share our 
faith. We are growing again because we are an inclusive Church, no longer 
so concerned with trying to be a homogeneous group of like-minded people. 
I believe we are growing again because we are finding that it is possible 
to differ and still be united by common faith in our Lord. We are growing 
again because we know that growth requires change, and, holding firmly to 
the essentials of the faith given to us, we are ready to change as God 
guides us. 


I hope we shall become even more unafraid to take on the tough issues 
and challenges. After all, what kinds of communities of faith are we if we 
cannot face up together to the issues that deeply concern us? It may be a 
kind of peace, but I doubt it is God's peace if we can't trust each other 
enough to talk about the deep things of life with honesty and passion. As 
John Shedd expressed it, "A ship in a harbor is safe, but that's not what 
ships are for." 


Everywhere I go in our Church I am asked how we can do a better job of 
keeping our youth and making disciples of young adults. We know we won't 
do it by trying to keep our ships in harbor. 


We need not be afraid. Now, as in the past, controversy in which we 
are hone and faithful can give our churches energy and growth. We don't 
have to agree about everything. We don't have to be right about every- 
thing. God is greater, and it is God alone who redeems. 


We won't go home from this Convention and back to our congregations in 
full agreement about inclusive language, abortion, same gender relations, 
war with Iraq, what to do about the environment, and probably other matters 
as well. I know that there are disciples of profound morality and deep 
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compassion on several sides of these and related issues. I believe that 
their love and respect for one another and others, and their searching for 
God's purposes are more significant to God than their particular 
understanding. 


It may even be that God is calling us to somewhat different responses, 
depending on the circumstances of our lives and the light God has given us. 
This seems to have happened before in Church history. The deepest truths 
are often complex and may best be approached from several human perspec- 
tives. In other words, we need each other, and we need to listen to each 
other. We will go forward as long as we are not trying to score points off 
one another and as long as the eyes of our faith are toward the God whose 
love and grace makes-us whole in Jesus Christ our Lord. 


I hope that today and during the months to come each of us will make a 
special effort to talk with someone who has concerns different from ours. 
Go out to lunch together. Tell each other about your lives. Pray for each 
other. 


One thing I do especially ask of us this day: Remember when you are 
discussing issues that you are often talking about your brothers and 
sisters, made in the image of God, who are here gathered with you. 


Tomorrow begins the Decade of Evangelism. Through prayers, through 
videos and written materials, by means of courses and conferences, this 
Diocese is already begun. 


I have a vision for this Diocese in this Decade. It is a vision of 
churches growing and reaching out more and more in care - communities of 
the Spirit where lives are being healed and changed, where ministries of 
purpose and service are being discovered and strengthened, where others can 
see and feel this power to transform, and are saying, "I want to be a part 
of that." 


We know the keys to that way forward for our Church and its growth in 
discipleship. The keys are adult Christian education, careful ongoing 
visioning through our Adelante 2000 program or similar means, based in the 
Bible, open to the Spirit in prayer. Faithfully involving ourselves with 
the issues and problems of our time, solid pastoral care, regular worship, 
serious stewardship, ministries for every baptized person, reaching out 
beyond ourselves in service and care; these are what makes a church excit- 
ing. These are the ways to be the Church - the body of Christ in the world 
- that God calls us to be. 


Adelante - forward - toward this vision will not always be easy. We 
are being offered a challenge to the greatest adventure of life. It is a 
way that often calls for sacrifice. Some things will be lost and we shall 
not always know why. But our trust is in the one who said the Word would 
not return to God empty; who also promised us thirty, sixty and a hundred- 
fold, who rose from death, and gives us the hope that “what's lost is 
nothing to what's found, and all the death that ever was, set next to life, 
would scarcely fill a cup."

On Camping 


Camp Stevens' mission is to help individuals deepen their sense of rever- 
ence and respect for themselves and their fellow human beings, the creation 
and God. It fulfills its mission by offering a variety of programs through- 
out the year for children, adults and families and by making amenable 
facilities available for parish and diocesan groups to come to a peaceful 
"place apart" for nurturing, planning, reflecting, exchanging of ideas and 
a special sense of community. 


The Camp is heavily used throughout the year and, in fact, is totally full 
much of the time. In 1989, 5,478 individuals participated in programs, 
conferences, and retreats offered by the Program Group on Camping and 
supported by the Camp Stevens staff. 


A total of 47 special programs were held for young people and adults. 
These included the traditional one-week and ten-day summer camping sessions 
for boys and girls ages 8-16; spring, summer and fall W.I.L.D. programs for 
youth-at-risk, a number of 5-day outdoor education programs; family and 
Over 55 sessions, and a variety of special interest programs such as Choir 
Camp, work week-ends, and advanced leadership training. 


"Off campus" programs were held in the local Julian mountains, at Sequoia 
and elsewhere in the High Sierras, in Baja, California, and in the Cali- 
fornia desert. 


In addition, 68 parish family, vestry, choir, men's, and women's groups 
used the facilities for weekend conferences and retreats. Seventeen parish 
and diocesan school groups and other organizations used the facility for 
mid-week conferences; there were also seven Cursillo week-ends held during 
the year. 


One of the most exciting recent developments is the pending purchase by the 
Diocese of an existing camp and conference center near Wrightwood, in the 
Angeles National Forest. The Program Group on Camping has been looking for 
another site for the past several years in order to accommodate more 
persons and to better serve the northern part of the Diocese. The proper- 
ty, which is now in escrow, includes a 6.5 acre lease site, a dining hall, 
manager's home and dorm cabins for 50 persons. This new camp should be 
available for conference and retreat groups this fall and for summer family 
and youth programs in 1991.

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On Christian Education and Leadership Training 


The work of CELT has continued to expand in 1990. Active cluster groups in 
Santa Ana, San Gabriel and San Buenaventura Regions have formed and are 
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primarily responsible for the three teacher training workshops offered on 
September 8, 15 and 22 in these regions. These regions anticipate the 
formation of cluster groups of Directors of Religious Education and Church 
School Superintendents to provide linkage between the diocesan program of 
education and the local parish. 


May 19 began what the program group believes will be a yearly event in 
conjunction with Bloy House and with the generous support of the San 
Gabriel Region. A _ one day Bible Conference featuring Dr. James Sanders, 
professor of Inter-testamental Studies at the School of Theology, Clare- 
mont, as well as three workshops on understanding and using Scripture drew 
70 clergy and lay teachers of Bible. 


Three sub-committees of CELT have begun serious work. The committee on 
curriculum evaluation has completed an extensive review of the Joy Curricu- 
lum and is preparing. a manual of evaluation and applicability to congrega- 
tional needs of Joy and the four other curriculums used most extensively in 
this diocese. A preliminary guide was available at the fall Teacher Train- 
ing Workshops. A second committee has begun exploration of a Los Angeles 
Diocesan curriculum. Further development awaits the input and leadership 
of the new Missioner of Christian Education. The third committee is propo- 
sing a program of training days for Church School teachers which will both 
affirm their ministry and offer beginning as well as advanced classes in 
skills and the philosophy of Sunday Church School teaching. 


The production of the three-part video series on Anglicanism in cooperation 
with Cathedral Films continues the exciting task of offering not only to 
this diocese but to the Church at large a work of the highest quality which 
is a "user friendly" companion to the catechetical Outline of Faith, BCP. 
Royalties received from the sale of these tapes are used as seed funding 
for future series. The work on Holy Scriptures and related topics has 
begun and that series is anticipated in early 1991. 


Four members of CELT served on the search committee for the Missioner of 
Christian Education. The entire program group eagerly anticipates the 
leadership and stimulus the Missioner will bring to Christian Education in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles. Fifteen persons serve as members of this 
program group.

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On Communications 


The word "communications" is closely related to the central word for our 
life together: "communion". Christian communication is more than the 
sharing of information. It is a sharing of the risen life. As we begin 
the Decade of Evangelism, the Program Group on Communications seeks to 
assist the diocese in this vital process. 


One of the principal tasks of the Group is to provide expertise and assis- 
tance in the planning and implementation of diocesan communications, which 
in the past year has included: The Episcopal News (10 issues) , the primary 
means of intra-diocesan communication; the video program, including six 
“pastoral videos" from the Bishop to his people and a production telling 
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the story of new missions; extensive public relations work (press releases, 
press conferences, phone calls, mailings, etc.) for such things as Arch- 
bishop Tutu's visit, the Suffragan's election, the Diocesan Center and the 
Diocesan housing program; a long-needed brochure highlighting the mission 
and ministry of the diocese; and Angelus, the clergy newsletter. 


The other major work of the Group this year has been two well-received 
workshops. for parishes covering most major areas of church communications 
apart from liturgy, pastoral care, and Christian education; public rela- 
tions, special events, working with local press, video, photography, 
newsletters, advertising, mailing lists, welcoming visitors, and working 
with The Episcopal News. A February workshop at the Diocesan House featur- 
ing John Dart of the Los Angeles Times as keynoter, drew fifty people. A 
June session for the San Bernardino region gathered representatives of 
eighteen churches. Planning and all presentations were done by members of 
the Group. 


Other highlights of the year included the News' winning of two Polly Bond 
Awards, and attendance by some members at the Religious Communications 
Congress in April, an ecumenical gathering of communicators held every ten 
years.

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On Evangelism and Renewal 


The first of the year was devoted to sharpening our objectives and to the 
development of a workshop format that could be used for a single congrega- 
tion or for a group of congregations. The program group has developed six 
to eight one hour workshops covering such issues as: Bible Study, Evangel- 
ism, Healing, both inner and physical, the Holy Spirit, music, spiritual 
warfare, etc. The church or group of churches would select those workshops 
that best suited their needs and interests, to be presented, for example, 
in a Saturday program of 3 to 4 workshop periods plus a Eucharist. 


In addition, the program group, as a resource for evangelism and renewal, 
has updated the list of renewal resources that are active within the 
diocese. 


In June of 1990, Bishop Borsch asked that the program group be divided into 
a "Program Group on Evangelism" chaired by Father Timothy Safford of All 
Saints', Pasadena with Archdeacon Hartshorn Murphy as staff liaison and a 
"Program Group on Renewal", chaired by Girard (Jerry) Haven with Archdeacon 
Virginia Erwin as staff liaison. While evangelism and renewal are closely 
related, Bishop Borsch believes that this separation will provide the 
opportunity to give special emphasis and effort to evangelism - the overall 
Episcopal emphasis for the 1990's. 


The simplest explanation for the difference between evangelism and renewal 

is: evangelism is for those persons outside of the Church, those who have 

not yet heard the "Good News"; while renewal is for those who are members 

of the Church, i.e., those who have heard or had the opportunity to hear 

Lt "Good News", and need support for the continuing of their spiritual 
ife.

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On Ministry in Higher Education 


This past year has represented a time of transition for our mission and 
ministry in higher education in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


There have been a number of highly successful events and programs which 
have involved students, faculty, and staff at the various institutions 
where we serve, but we have also seen chaplains at three of our programs 
move on to other ministries. 


Each of the programs funded by the Program Group for Ministry in Higher 
Education has sought to serve their institution in the ways that are most 
effective to the particular setting in which they are located. This always 
means creating regular opportunities for worship and fellowship among the 
students, providing the members of the community with Bible study and 
theological reflection, and producing events which raise religious issues 


in the sight of the campus community. 


This was the first year that the students of the Eighth Province ever drew 
together for a student conference. They met, eighty strong, at Bishop's 
Ranch in the Diocese of California. A contingent of approximately twenty 
students attended from the Diocese of Los Angeles. Students and chaplains 
from our diocese were also actively involved in the planning and staging of 


this event. 


This event raised student enthusiasm and commitment to their local program 
and set the stage for our participation in the IV National Gathering. 
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National Gathering IV will be held from December 28, 1990 - January 1, 
1991, in Louisville, KY. It will be an ecumenical conference, held in 
conjunction with seven other denominations, and we expect that a strong 
contingent from this diocese will join the 4000 participants expected to 
attend. The former chaplain at UC Irvine has served on the planning 
committee for the Episcopal portion of this conference. In the future, we 
plan to present diocesan and provincial student gatherings in the three 
year period between the National Gatherings. 


Mindful of the bishop's desire to encourage closer participation by par- 
ishes located near campuses and to develop greater financial resources, we 
have begun. planning an event that will bring together members of local 
campus ministry boards and parish leaders to examine new ways of supporting 
our ministries in higher education. This event is scheduled to take place 
in October , 1990. 


These initiatives are a few of the plans we have developed to raise up 
student leadership and ministry and incorporate our programs more closely 
into the fabric of the diocesan community. 


More pressing and urgent is the perennial problem of the retention of 
chaplains and the continuity of program. At several of our parish based 
programs changes in clerical leadership has meant the evisceration of 
initiatives at local campuses. At other campuses, the withdrawal of 
financial support by local parishes or missions has meant that chaplains 
have been forced to choose between reduced stipend and underfunded programs 
or relocation. In other instances, chaplains have sought out new opportun- 
ities that offer increased financial security and increased community 
Support. 


Initiatives which have sought to increase the support of local chaplaincies 
eventually return to locally based fund raising efforts which seek to draw 
funds from a community already struggling to respond to please from other 
local agencies, the diocese, and home parishes. 


Our various chaplaincies are one of the few places where the church is 
still involved in doing ministry in the workplace. It is an arena where we 
can raise the issue of ways that our calling impinges upon the conduct of 
our daily life. 


The campuses of our diocese are also one of the few areas of the region 
where people of all races and cultures are thrown together into a community 
in which there jis not any dominant racial or cultural majority. In this 
sense these communities will be a proving ground for determining the type 
of multicultural community life that will stamp our life in the years to 
come. If we fail to take seriously the challenge that this represents, and 
if we are not present to learn the lessons that emerge in this microcosm of 
future community life; then it is certain that we will be unprepared to 
address the realities of conflict and reconciliation that we will face in 
community development in 21st century Los Angeles. It is a cause of some 
concern when we see our presence at one of the most racially and culturally 
diverse campuses in the diocese, the University of California at Irvine, 
limited to a half-time chaplaincy. 


Examples of the ways in which our campus programs assist in this process 
include the following: trialogs between Jews, Christians and Muslim groups; 
participation in the development of a multiracial multicultural, interfaith 
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pastoral care team in a local medical center; participation in multicul- 
tural programming committees that raised up the worth of racial and cul- 
tural diversity in student housing; chairing committees that address issues 
of religious intolerance and bigotry in the academic community. 


The recent Gallup Poll of the Episcopal Church listed as a primary concern 
the necessity of doing ministry with the 18-30 year old age group. We have 
identified over one hundred campuses within our bounds which have student 
bodies that represent literally hundreds of thousands of young people in 
this age group. If we don't minister to them here, then where? This 
population will grow and become more diverse; it is comprised of the most 
active, the most ambitious and the most inquiring young people in our 
diocese. If we don't meet them now, then when?

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On Mission Congregations 


Personnel Changes since last report: The Reverend Kevin Dunn resigned from 
St. John's, Needles and Holy Spirit, Bullhead City to return to England. 


The Reverend Matthew Ahn resigned as Vicar of St. Nicholas', Hollywood, to 
pursue work with the National Council of Churches for the Reunification of 
Korea. The Reverend Ralph Parks retired as Vicar of St. George's, Haw- 
thorne. The Reverend Peter Ensor resigned as Vicar of St. Margaret of 
Scotland, San Juan Capistrano to become Rector of St. James', South Pasa- 
dena. The Reverend Gary Commins resigned as Vicar of St. Michael's Univer- 
sity Mission to become Rector of Holy Faith in Inglewood. The Reverend 
Canon J. Kimball Saville retired (again!) now from St. Alban's, Yucaipa. 


Clergy in new cures include: The Reverend Daniel Williamson, Vicar of St. 
John's, La Verne from associate at All Saints', Long Beach. The Reverend 
Susan Klein, Vicar of St. Aidan's, Malibu from campus ministry at Une 
Irvine. The Reverend Elizabeth Habecker, Vicar of St. Clare's, Rancho 
Cucamonga, from associate at St. Augustine's, Santa Monica. 


Vacancies (May 1990): St. Paul's, Barstow; St. John's, Needles; Christ the 
King, Palmdale; St. George's, Hawthorne; St. Alban's, Yucaipa; St. Mi- 
chael's, Isla Vista; St. Nicholas', Hollywood; St. Margaret of Scotland, 
San Juan Capistrano. 


Closures: St. Dunstan's in Moreno Valley was closed on December 31, 1989 
with the resignation of their Priest-in-Charge, the Reverend Gary Turner. 
This closure also effected the closure of Indian Ministry, Eagle Wings 
fellowship meeting occasionally in El Monte. The Program Group is planning 
for a re-start when the right person is found to lead us in this effort. 
Resurrection Mission, Yorba Linda voted to close its doors in January of 
1990. Like St. Dunstan's, a number of moves and a turnover in clergy 
leadership may have contributed to our failure to plant a church in this 
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growing community. Due to the high cost of land in the community, there 
are no plans to re-start this work presently. 


New Preaching Station: The Episcopal Church in Laguna Niguel is a new 
preaching station begun this winter. Supported jointly by parishes in 
South Orange County, this new venture has experienced sustained growth in 
numbers and income and is presently being served part time by the Reverend 
Jack Hennings, associate at St. Clement's, San Clemente. An on-going issue 
will be the availability and affordability of land for a church site. 


Land Purchased: The Corporation was able to purchase a small but service- 
able corner lot in a prime location for use by St. Raphael's Mission in 
Chino. Present plans call for conversion of the ranch house on the proper- 
ty for a temporary house church until we are able to build. Through 
support of the Bishop's Office, we were able to close on nearly an acre of 
additional land contiguous to St. Columba's present site in Big Bear. 
Population projections for Big Bear suggest a 90% growth over the next 
decade. Plans are being laid now for expansion to accommodate the signifi- 
cant growth that has already occurred. 


New Buildings: The new education building at St. Thomas', Hacienda Heights 
is now completed. The leadership has begun to plan on ways to use this new 
resource to reach out to new residents, particularly Chinese and Korean 
peoples. A new multi-purpose building with adequate space for childcare 
and worship, has just been completed at St. Alban's in Yucaipa. With the 
resignation of Canon Saville, it will fall to the new Vicar and church 
leadership to work for growth by reaching out to the larger community. 
Plans have been laid already for scouts and other community use. 


New Opportunities: St. Martin's Mission and St. Timothy's Parish, both in 
Compton and less than one mile from each other, have agreed to a merger. 
Following the resignation of the Reverend Douglas Judson from St. Timo- 
thy's, the Reverend Danana Mkhize has served as interim priest-in-charge 
at St. Timothy's as well as Vicar of St. Martin's. Now that these churches 
have come together, it brings the school and the senior's manor under the 
control of a stronger church entity. The new computer literacy center, 
funded by the Church of Our Saviour at Immanuel, E] Monte, is now fully 
functioning and provides yet another arena for outreach to the community. 
A new day care center at St. Gabriel's, Monterey Park, after years of no 
new licenses being issued following the Mc Martin problems, is now fully 
operational and provides .a needed service to working parents in that 
community. St. Francis and St. Mary's, Los Angeles, has completed its 
renovation, necessitated by a fire some years ago. Increasingly, the 
lovely chapel is being used by the larger community for drama with a social 
conscience (AIDS, the Homeless). Grants have been received from the 
Cathedral Fund as well as the city to enable this creative use. 


Convention Actions: At the last Diocesan Convention, the Program Group 
sponsored two resolutions: one which called for more cooperative planning 
with the Lutherans and the second that called for the Office of the Bishop 
to have a greater presence among declining parishes, hopefully to turn them 
around before such time as they might be forced to apply for mission 
status. St. Hilary's in Hesperia came into Union with Convention. It is 
likely that St. Benedict's, West Covina, will seek to do the same this 
year.

Educational Opportunities: A retreat was held this year with the focus 
being on the special needs of mission congregations in the area of steward- 
ship, financial development, planning, capital funding and planned giving. 
This coming year, plans are being made for a retreat to look at evangelism 
and church growth as well as a traditional quiet day. The Program Group is 
exploring the feasibility of one day "Away Days" for sharing among mission 
church clergy. 


This has been, in some ways, a quiet year among our mission congregations. 
Many continue with plans for building, sobered by the fact that the diocese 
has precious little help to offer them financially. Deep concern comes 
from the new learning following the closure of Moreno Valley and Yorba 
Linda; which is that the cost of establishing and extending mission church- 
es is far greater than our resources to meet that need. Over the next 
year, as we work to fill the significant number of vacancies in the mission 
field, we will need to reach beyond our Diocesan borders for men and women 
who have a Calling to this ministry. The costs will be greater but the 
potential for growth and development in our existing missions is also great 
but cannot be realized using old models and with inadequate resources. 


The Program Group is grateful for the opportunity to share its joy in this 
work through the video “Song of Trona", which was shown at Convention last 
year and recently re-edited and mailed to all congregations. A real and 
present challenge and opportunity, will be to explore creative relation- 
ships between parishes and missions as we accept our Bishop's call to us to 
experience more cooperative ministry and we remain most grateful to him 
personally, for his support and encouragement.

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On Small Parishes 


The Program Group has been charged with working with, and helping the smal] 
parishes in the Diocese to develop their programs for ministry and plant 
rehabilitation. We are acting as the agent for the Corporation of the 
Diocese in administering funds from the White-Perkins Fund, which is set 
aside for the use of small parishes. 


We have in the past year provided funds for musicians and hymnals for 
hispanic worship. We have funded a joint effort of two small parishes 
working in conjunction with the Navajoland young people to provide two 
weeks of vacation church school. We have assisted in studies for asbestos 
removal, and related assistance. We are currently working to develop a 
long range program with a small parish in regards to its neighborhood 
ministry. 


We are grateful to Archdeacon Murphy and the staff of Diocesan House for 
their assistance and support.

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On Stewardship and Finance 


Throughout the year, significant effort was devoted to planning, developing 
and conducting two conferences on stewardship for diocesan clergy and lay 
leaders. 


With the support and guidance of the Stewardship Office of the National 
Church, and the enthusiastic support and backing of the Bishop, a full day 
program was planned and a comprehensive manual developed to provide practi- 
cal guidance to church leaders on how to conduct a stewardship campaign in 
the parish. Background material was provided to help the attendees under- 
stand the history of the Church's acceptance of "the Tithe as the minimum 
standard of giving" and materials were presented to lead parish stewardship 
chairpersons through an annual stewardship campaign. Approximately 120 
clergy attended the first conference at the Church of Our Saviour in late 
April and some 380 lay leaders attended the second at Campbell] Hall in 
early June. 


It is planned that this event will be held annually to encourage a better 
understanding of the importance of Christian Stewardship throughout the 
Diocese. 


In addition to the conferences, some 30 personal consultations were pro- 
vided by members of the Program Group to parishes throughout the Diocese to 
assist parish leaders with particular stewardship problems. These confer- 
ences covered the range of providing available references up to providing 
leadership at vestry meetings and giving stewardship sermons. 


During the year, significant effort was also put into personal dealings 
with parishes in the area of meeting their Mission Share Fund pledges. 
Personal follow-up calls were made when it became evident that parishes 
were falling behind in their pledges and, where necessary and appropriate, 
pledge amounts were adjusted to reflect changed conditions. Partly as a 
result of this and other efforts to encourage parish giving to programs 
outside the parish, we have seen a marked increase in Mission Share Fund 
giving. 

Efforts by the Planned Giving Officer of the Diocese continued during the 
year, and are beginning to bear increased fruit. This year, funds for the 
Planned Giving Officer will be budgeted separately.

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On Youth 


The Program Group on Youth is composed of lay persons and clergy, youth and 
adults who have a strong commitment to youth ministry on parochial, region- 
al, diocesan, provincial and national levels. The group provides support, 

communications, resources, advocacy, and assistance in the development of 

youth ministry programs and service. It also offers a wide range of 

psud ag and training for youth and youth advisors throughout the 
jocese. 


Three regional Youth Rallies were held this year, one sponsored by the 
Santa Ana Region at Camp Stevens, one sponsored by the San Bernardino 
Region at St. Francis Church, San Bernardino, and one for junior high and 
one for senior high youth at Pilgrim Pines sponsored by the San Gabriel 
Region. Each of these rallies was supported by the Program Group. 


The Program Group continues to participate with young people from through- 
out the Diocese in the annual Diocesan Convention. Young people act as 
"pages" and "gophers” and are better known as "Fred's Flyers". During the 
Convention this year a resolution was presented to Convention to give "seat 
and voice" to five young people of the Diocese, one representing each 
region. The resolution was passed unanimously, and each region will have a 
youth delegate at all future conventions. 


In March, youth advisors from throughout the diocese gathered for their 
annual training retreat at the Parish of St. Athanasius and St. Paul in Los 
Angeles sponsored by the Program Group on Youth. In February and again in 
May, youth advisors also gathered for additional training about adolescent 
behavior. These workshops were sponsored by the Program Group and by the 
San Gabriel Regional Youth Council. 


The Diocesan Youth News, a newsletter for youth and youth advisors, con- 
tinues to be published by the Program Group on Youth. The newsletter is 
published five times per year and circulation has increased to over 2700 
per issue. The newsletter contains articles on issues that young people 
face and news about what is happening in their church, region and diocese. 


The Program Group has developed Happening in the diocese. Happening is a 
weekend spiritual experience for young people in the 10th, 11th and 12th 
grades, and is a national program. The first weekend was held in the Santa 
Ana Region at St. Anselm's Church. The Program Group also sponsored 
Vocaree, a weekend experience for young adults. This weekend was held at 
St. Luke's Parish, La Crescenta, and had over 70 participants. 


Twelve young people and two adults represented the Diocese at the Episcopal 
Youth Event held in Missoula, Montana in August. These young people were 
representative of the geographic and ethnic diversity of the Diocese. As a 
result of their participation, two of our young people, Rachel Roberson and 
Laura Esslinger, were chosen as editors for the youth section of Episcopal 
Life, the national church newspaper. 
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Young people were for the first time visible as participants at the Provin- 
cial Synod held in Boise, Idaho. Five young people and two adults were 
part of the youth presence at Synod and were active participants in busi- 
ness sessions as well as workshops and fellowship. 


Carlyle Duffield represented the youth of the Diocese again this year on 
the Provincial Youth Council along with Marge Devine, Youth Ministries 
Coordinator. The Provincial Council meeting was held in Phoenix, Arizona, 
for four days in March. 


The seventh annual Summer Work Project was three weeks in length this year. 
Youth from throughout the Diocese spent one week in Navajoland working with 
youth from that area as counselors at a summer camp for middle-school 
children. Youth from Navajoland then accompanied youth from this Diocese 
back to the Parish of St. Athanasius and St. Paul and St. Barnabas' Church 
in Los Angeles for two weeks of work with children at an urban camp. 


The Program Group has developed a pilot project in the Santa Ana Region to 
develop a Santa Ana Regional Youth Council and to further develop a network 
for youth ministry in that region. Jennifer McKenzie, youth advisor from 
St. Francis', Palos Verdes, has been chosen as the Regional Youth Coordi- 
nator. This project is sponsored in part by the region and by the Program 
Group. 


The Program Group continues its work with local churches and regions in the 
development of youth ministry programs and the search for youth advisors. 
The Program Group welcomes all suggestions, questions, and ideas as well as 
all persons interested in and committed to youth ministry to become involv- 
ed in work and planning for the expansion of youth ministry in the Church.

The Commission has begun to define the changing face of Black populations 
and their ministries in the Diocese. With the closing of the Church of the 
Reconciliation and the up-coming merger of St. Martin's and St. Timothy's 
in Compton, 1991 will see fewer Black Episcopal churches in the Greater Los 
Angeles area. Suffragan Bishop-elect Chester Talton pointed out during a 
pre-election meeting that Black congregations are growing in the East. We, 
in the West, however, seem to be shrinking. 
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A recent demographic study done jointly by UCLA and USC provides a partial 
explanation. There seems to be a general exodus of transplanted Blacks in 
California back to the neighborhoods of their childhood. Those who left 
the Old South are going home to the New South. 


The Commission is presently working on a report on the consequences of 
these changes upon the Diocese as we "go forth" into the 21st century as 
well as looking for ways to undergird and nurture new and on-going minis- 
tries by our Black churches and by Black communicants’ in non-Black 
congregations. 


The Commission has witnessed and been involved with many changes in the 
Diocese this year. After a long decline, the Church of the Reconciliation 
closed its doors. The Commission was active in directing members of 
Reconciliation's congregation to neighboring Episcopal churches and in 
finding ways that their ministry might continue as stewards of a fund 
created by the selling of their church property to St. John's, Los Angeles 
(which plans to build a home for mentally challenged Homeless on the site). 


Black ministries, small and large -- from vacation Bible schools to food 
cupboards; impacting the Board of Education to shepherding Jubilee Ministry 
interns -- enrich our communities and the Diocese. This year, the Commis- 
sion welcomed four exciting ministries in the Diocese. 


St. Barnabas, Pasadena, which achieved full parish status at last year's 
meeting of Convention, has continued its march to self-sufficiency by 
becoming debt-free in 1990. Their outreach to provide supervision for 
otherwise "latchkey" children meets continued success. 


St. Philip's, L.A., called the Reverend A. Kenneth J. Phillips as rector. 
Pastor Phillips, born in Jamaica, provides valuable perspective and leader- 
ship as St. Philip's moves towards a multi-cultural congregation of Blacks 
and Hispanics. 


St. Martin's and St. Timothy's, both of Compton, under the leadership of 
the Reverend Danana Mkhize, the Bishop's Committee of St. Martin's and the 
Vestry of St. Timothy's, are moving toward a merger of the two separate 
congregations to strengthen the Episcopal ministry in that community which 
already includes a Senior Citizens Home, an Episcopal School, tutorial and 
after-school programs and a program for addicted mothers and their addicted 
newborns. 


Finally, we celebrated the election of the Reverend Chester Talton as 
Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles and formally welcomed his ministry here 
with us on October 25th. 


In 1990, the Commission provided funds for camperships for Black youth, a 
Black College Tour, lay leadership training and development, a lay outreach 
in Africa initiated by Percia Hutchinson, development and support of Black 
clergy, and other ministries large and small. We hosted BLADE, a national 
organization of Black Diocesan executives and sent representatives to the 
National Urban Caucus in Atlanta, the Union of Black Episcopalians' Nation- 
al Convention in Philadelphia and the Cross Cultural Ministry Deve lopment 
Conference in Northern California. The Chair of our Commission, Jamesetta 
Hammons, was also appointed to the National Commission on Black Ministries. 
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In 1991, the Commission hopes to expand its role in the life of the Diocese 
by identifying ministries of particular relevance to Blacks in all five 
Diocesan regions. The Commission faces many challenges in the years to 
come and asks for your prayers and support.

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Anglican/Roman Catholic Dialogue - Los Angeles 


The year 1989-1990 has been a very full one. The dialogue group has met on 
a regular bi-monthly schedule. On Tuesday, November 21st, 1989, ARC/LA 
sponsored, at St. Vibiana's Cathedral Conference Center, an all day sympo- 
sium observing the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of Unitatis Redintergratio of 
the Second Vatican Council which featured a major presentation by the 
Reverend Father George Tavard an Augustinian Assumptionist priest, one of 
the early pioneers of the Ecumenical Movement. This year we invited re- 
sponders from the Evangelical, Lutheran and Orthodox communities. The 
event, attended by 110 priests, pastors, religious and lay persons was wel] 
received. 


ARC/LA was joined by ARC/SB, ARC/O and ARC/SD on February 13-14th, 1990 at 
the Marywood Retreat Center in Orange for our Sixth Annual ARC/Southern 
California Study Conference. Some thirty priests, religious and lay 
persons gathered to study, review and discuss the material produced at the 
November 1989 Symposium. The result of this session was the publication of 
a paper entitled The Veneration of Saints/Popular Religion: Questions From 
Local Chutch. This paper, dedicated to the Reverend Massey Hamilton 
Shepherd, Jr. Ph.D. who gave so much of himself to the initial stages of 
the Anglican/Roman Catholic Dialogue in Southern California, has been 
circulated to all the authorities of our respective churches as far wide as 


ARCIC II. 


We are indeed grateful to the Cathedral Grant Foundation and the Archdio- 
cese for help in financing this ambitious program. 


For the year 1990-1991, our joint efforts and study will center on The 
Development of Doctrine and Conscience in the writings of John Henry

1990 has been a busy year for the Commission. First of all, we have a new 
name. Formerly the Commission on Refugee Resettlement, we are now "Migra- 
tion Ministries." This change reflects both our commitment to serve all 
displaced persons (of whatever legal category) and the structure of the 
national Church. Our Commission is part of the new network called Episco- 
pal Migration Ministries, and we take the initials "E.M.M./L.A." 


Refugee resettlement continues to be the foundation of our ministry. Last 
fiscal year, our Diocese helped resettle 537 persons (almost all for family 
reunification) on a budget of approximately $220,000. The work is done 
through two offices, at St. Anselm's Refugee Center, Garden Grove and at 
St. Athanasius and St. Paul, Echo Park. Our staff includes four full or 
part-time case workers. St. Anselm's Center provides administrative 
support services. 


Two new programs were begun in 1990, reaching out to immigrants and Ameri- 
can homeless families. Displaced American families are sponsored by local 
churches through Project Home Again. This project is a partnership among 
World Vision, E.M.M./L.A. and local congregations. World Vision provides 
guidelines and funding for our own trainer, the Reverend Toni Stuart, to 
help churches organize for this lay ministry. 


Immigration counseling is a continuing need at the local church level, and 
E.M.M./L.A. is building an informal network of ministers. Ms. Juana Mojica 
serves as Consult for special immigration questions. 


The Commission itself changed in 1990. Following the Reverend Fletcher 
Davis' move to St. Thomas, Medina, WA, Bishop Borsch appointed the Reverend 
Beryl Nyre as Chair. New Commission members include the Reverend Kathy 
Cullinane and the Reverend Alan Scarfe. We also wish to thank Ms. Janet 
Rivet-Carnac who served well but briefly as Treasurer before her family's 
move to North Carolina. Special thanks go to Mr. Larry Wilds, formerly of 
St. Anselm's, Garden Grove, who served as Treasurer of the Refugee Commis- 
sion for many years before his recent retirement. "Well done, good and 
faithful servant." 


Another "good-bye" was said to Dr. T. V. Le, Project Director of E.M.M.- 
/L.A. - Refugee Resettlement and former Diocesan Refugee Coordinator. His 
careful, informed administration was complemented by a caring touch, a 
healing ministry for refugee and staff alike. He will be missed, and we 
wish him well in his new private venture. 


A highlight of the year was the Conference, "Welcome the Sojourner," held 
on June 30, 1990, at St. Luke's, Long Beach. It's primary purpose was to 
introduce the Diocese to Migration Ministries. Bishop Garver was honored 
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by _the national Church for his long commitment to refugees. National 
Officer, Ms. Sally Dresser, gave the key-note address. A panel of refugees 
and lay ministers shared their stories. The Commission thanks St. Luke's 
Church for their hospitality. 


Day-to-day work is coordinated by the Reverend David Duncan who also visits 
churches to inform and encourage participation. The Commission is glad to 
offer this congregational outreach to the Diocese for two years at no cost 
to our Mission Share Fund. We do ask for your prayers and interest as 
Migration Ministries become a greater and, we hope, a well known and 
exciting part of parish and diocesan life.

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On Housing 


The Episcopal Housing Management Corporation, a nonprofit agency created by 
the Commission on Housing, is also covered in this report. Several of our 
members serve on both the Commission and the EHMC Board. A copy of the 
EHMC Annual Report for 1989 follows this report. This management company, 
designed to help church-related housing projects manage their properties 
with competence and humane care for the residents, has gone through a year 
of transition. We have a _ new Executive Director, Alan Mosk, replacing 
Reinhold Klein who served us very well prior to his retirement. We are 
also purchasing Mr. Klein's management company, Housing Management Associ- 
ates, so that we have a broad enough base to operate in a financially sound 
manner. HMC, which also does business now as Housing Management Associ- 
ates, is a unique agency within the national Episcopal Church because of 
its successful and innovative efforts to assist local parishes. 


During May of 1989 we had a very successful Saturday Conference on Housing 
at St. James Church, Los Angeles. About 40 clergy and lay people attended, 
including some from Orange County and from Santa Barbara. The conference 
was sponsored jointly by the Housing Commission and EHMC. 


Our major project for 1990 is the sponsorship of a similar conference in 
the fall of 1990. We take seriously our role to provide some expertise and 
encouragement to the many groups within the Diocese who are interested and 
active in the housing arena. We will be publicizing this conference in the 
Episcopak News and through letters to the churches. We plan to follow-up 
this endeavor with literature and the offer of assistance to those parishes 


considering housing programs. 


I am privileged to serve at the request of the Presiding Bishop on the 
Executive Council on Housing Organizing (ECHO), and to represent our 
Commission and our province in this national endeavor. 


We believe that Southern California, as well as urban America, is in a 
housing crisis. The poor are especially victimized by the lack of af ford- 
able housing that has made our region the homeless capital of the United 
States. The Church has a unique role to play because of its moral vision 
and holistic approach to human need, and housing provision opens the door 
to a wide opportunity for reconciliation. Only when the disabled, elderly, 
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mentally ill, addicted, unemployed, handicapped, and others receive food 
and shelter can their other considerable problems be addressed. 


We appreciate the assistance of the Diocese as we seek to serve the poorest 
in our communities with the provision of decent housing. Thank you.

The past year has been one of gratifying progress for the work of the 
Episcopal Housing Management Corporation. We have stabilized our work at 
the projects we are currently managing: Casa de Los Amigos, Good Shepherd 
Homes, St. Timothy's Manor and St. Timothy's Tower. We have improved our 
cash position by about $10,000 for the year and close 1989 with approxi- 
mately $30,000 in the bank. More importantly, we have managed these 
projects under the direction of our executive, Reinhold Klein, in a profes- 
sional and commendable manner. We are well-respected by our clients and by 
the Department of Housing and Urban Development. Although there are always 
problems connected with this level of human service, I believe we have had 
a successful year, and Mr. Klein and his staff as well as the Board of 
Directors are to be commended. 


We begin 1990 with a great opportunity before us. Because of our solid 
base in terms of our financial stability and in terms of the leadership we 
have exemplified in our field, we are poised to take advantage of this new 
development. The retirement of Reinhold Klein is, of course, a great loss 
to us. But the manner in which this transition has been carried out leads 
us to be grateful for his service and eager for its next chapter in our 
development as an organization. 


The proposed merger of Episcopal Housing Management Corporation and Hous ing 
Management Associates promises to strengthen our work and give us the 
capacity to employ a new, experienced and competent Executive Director. 
Our growth through this merger will improve our visibility and make us 
competitive for other management opportunities. We have a Board which is 
eager to foster new housing for low-income people through additional 
management: and perhaps even ownership possibilities. So we believe we can 
be proud of our record and excited about our future. 


Another aspect of our transition is the updating of our Bylaws and organi- 
zational structure. We believe we will have a more streamlined corporation 
as a result, with our actions more reflective of our governing rules. This 
too will give us the ability to take advantage of new opportunities and 
will increase our credibility among Our present and future project owners. 


Our priorities for 1990 should be as follows: 


1. Continue to stabilize our base of operation through the competent 
management of the projects which have been entrusted to us. 


2. Absorb our new responsibilities through our merger with HMA. 
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3. Employ a professional and aggressive new Executive Director who will 
continue in Mr. Klein's fine tradition. 


4. pienentine our organizational structure through the amendment of our 
ylaws. 


nie Increase our visibility within the Diocese and within the broader low- 
income housing community. 


6. Under the leadership of our new Executive Director, increase our portfo- 
lio of properties where we can make an excellent contribution to non- 
profit owners. 


7. Conduct seminars, provide expertise, and become stronger advocates for 
the type of management that is professional and committed to enhancing 
the lives of our residents. 


I am grateful to Mr. Klein and his staff and to our Board of Directors for 
their level of dedication. I look forward to being part of our efforts 
during this promising time. 


I also wish to note in closing our gratitude to Mr. Lou Stark and the 
Reverend Douglas Judson for their years of faithful service to our Board 
and to our ministry.

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On Lay Ministry 


Expanding the number of active members was the major task of the Task Force 
on Lay Ministry during 1990. A diocesan-wide Conference was held in March, 
followed by one Regional workshop in San Gabriel. Out of these workshops 
the Task Force obtained a clearer perspective of its objectives and of the 
need which exists for direction in developing lay ministry within the 
Diocese at the parish level. 


Bishop Borsch has encouraged the ongoing program of the Task Force by 
establishing it as a Commission of the Diocese. The first meeting as a 
Commission took place with eighteen members on September 15th. The empha- 
ses of tend toward the development of resources which parishes can use for 
managing volunteers, and for coordinating ministries through a Lay Ministry 
Coordinator. The Commission has worked up covenant agreements for use in 
the parish and is collecting various job descriptions and coordinating 
material from parishes. Several members of the Commission are available 
for teaching and consultation on the issues relating to Lay Ministry.

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On Liturgy and Church Music 


The Commission exists as a resource to support the people of the Diocese in 
providing opportunities to participate in worship in accordance with 
historical, as well as current, appropriate liturgical and musical 
practice. 


We publish a _ newsletter seasonally, addressed to both the clergy and the 
musicians of all diocesan congregations, containing articles designed to 
provide both theological soundness as well as practical usefulness. 


Additionally, we: provide regional workshops twice a year to train lay 
eucharistic ministers; serve as resource planners for and masters of 
ceremonies to all diocesan and regional liturgies; provide a council of 
advice to the Bishop as chief liturgical officer of the diocese, as well as 
for the clergy and laity of the diocese as they design and plan liturgical 
events; offer regional workshops in various areas of musical and worship 
interest; facilitate communication and commonality of vision between 
parishes, regions and the diocese in liturgical and musical matters; work 
at strengthening relationships and communication between ordained and 
unordained liturgists in parishes, and encouraging contractual agreements. 


In the coming year we especially look forward to assisting in the ordina- 
tion of the Reverend Chester Talton as a Bishop, as well as hosting the 
annual meeting of the Association of Diocesan Liturgy and Music 
Commissions. 


The Commission is served by members with a variety of gifts and perspec- 
tives, including people from small mission congregations as well as those 
who are national decision makers. 


People interested in working with us are welcome to attend one of our 
meetings.

The Commission hosted four conferences in 1990 to consider persons for 
ordained ministry. The Postulancy BACAM, held on January 20, considered 
fifteen persons for Postulancy - eleven were recommended. At the Ministry/ 
Study Year Conference, held on February 17, fourteen people were inter- 
viewed of whom twelve were recommended. The Candidacy BACAM, March 10, 
recommended five people as Candidates and did not recommend two. At the 
first-ever Vocational Diaconate Conference, held May 7, 1990, five persons 
were interviewed. Two were accepted, two were deferred for one year, one 
was not accepted. The two accepted were made Postulants in June. 
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The Commission on Ministry has dealt with such diverse concerns as a cost 
of living» increase for diocesan clergy, lay preachers, and a revised 
booklet which describes the ordination process in this diocese.

The Commission works for the fullest possible participation in church and 
society of persons with disabilities. We pursue this goal through activi- 
ties which: a) educate the Church about the existence, needs and abilities 
of disabled people; b) encourage the Church to practice affirmative action 
with the disabled; and c) promote the well-being of the disabled in our 
communities. 


In 1989-90 our work included: 1) Awareness Sunday at St. Gregory's Parish, 
Long Beach; 2) an Access Training Workshop at Prince of Peace Parish, 
Woodland Hills, in March; 3) an Awareness Workshop at the Santa Buenaven- 
tura Regional ECW Meeting; 4) sending three representatives to the Episco- 
pal Conference of the Deaf Convention in San Diego; and 5) providing Sign 
Language Interpreters for the Province of the Pacific meeting here in Los 
Angeles, as well as having a display table of materials in the exhibit 
hall. 


The Commission has resources to help any parish increase its accessibility 
for the disabled. Look through the "Disability" section of the Diocesan 
Resource Library, or contact me at (213) 482-2040.

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On Peace and Justice 


The activities of the Commission so far this year have centered around: 1) 
participation in a leadership training program developed by Tom Chabolla, 
Director of the Peace and Justice Office of the Roman Catholic Archdiocese; 
preparing to have other Episcopal leaders participate in the same program 
in the fall and spring; responding to requests from parishes for informa- 
tion or assistance; responding to requests from individuals in the diocese 
who asked for our sponsorship in various activities; soliciting the parti- 
cipation of all parishes in national Peace and Justice Week (which will 
occur in October); and supporting and learning from our own members and 
others in the Diocese who traveled to Central America and many of whom were 
active participants in the demonstrations opposing U.S. funding of the 
military government of E1 Salvador. 


We sent representatives to two national conferences: The Episcopal Peace 
and Justice Network in Washington, D.D., and the Under One Roof Conference 
of the National Episcopal Church which was held in St. Louis, Missouri. 
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We published our newsletter, The Mustard Seed, in the spring and another 
issue will be forthcoming in the fall. 


We have begun and hope to continue to strengthen regional activities, some 
of which may be ecumenical. One of our members, for instance, is active in 
the Interfaith Peace Ministry of Orange County and is encouraging strong 
Episcopal participation in that active and effective ministry. 


Early in the year at the request of the vestry of a Los Angeles parish 
which asked us to carry the concerns of their people and their community to 
Diocesan Council, we embarked on a rather extensive study of the Immigra- 
tion Reform and Control Act of 1986. In June, we went before Council with 
our recommendations. Our presentation was outlined in the July/August 
issue of The Episcopal News. 


We look forward to giving more person to person support to clergy and lay 
leaders who are attempting to begin or strengthen peace and justice work in 
their parishes. We are especially hoping to broaden the understanding of 
“peace and justice" to include, not only efforts to affect public policy 
(crucial as these are), but all ministries wherein we are servants of - or 
better yet, co-workers with - people in need in our congregations and in 
our communities.

After the 1988 General Convention the National Church requested that each 
diocese gather material reflecting the “findings and experience" of the 
Church on sexuality to be forwarded to the National Commission on Human 
Affairs for use in preparing their report on human sexuality to the House 
of Bishops and the next General Convention. Our Commission was charged 
with this responsibility for the Diocese of Los Angeles and this task 
became our major focus for the past year. The Commission designed a 
program, planned and conducted a series of dialogues about human sexuality 
in eight parishes and missions in the diocese, collected and analyzed data 
from the dialogues, and prepared a report for the Bishop and the National 
Church. An overview of the study was reported in the Episcopal News and 
the entire report is available for review at Diocesan House. 
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The response to the dialogue was very positive and the Commission is 
seeking ways to expand opportunities for discussion. A major focus is 
being placed on resource development: guidelines for dialogues, discussion 
groups and bible study are being developed; a resource data bank is being 
compiled; a speakers and consultation service is being organized; and a 
training program for discussion leaders is being planned. These resources 
will be made available to interested parishes, missions, and diocesan 
institutions. 


In all of its efforts the Commission seeks to encourage the study, prayer, 
and open and respectful exchange of ideas and personal reflections that 
will help the diverse membership of the church grow in its understanding of 
human sexuality as God's people seek together to discern God's will.

Clericus has met monthly at different churches around the Region, for lunch 
and fellowship. Guest speakers have included Bishop Borsch; the Dean of 
St. George's Cathedral, Cape Town, South Africa; Jack Plimpton, Diocesan 
AIDS Ministry Coordinator; Gary Nazdan of Habitat for Humanity; and the 
Reverend David Duncan, Director of Episcopal Migration Ministries. 


Region Council meeting in September 1989 featured a presentation on the 
Decade of Evangelism by the Reverend David Anderson, Rector of St. James’, 
Newport Beach and concluded with small group discussions on evangelism 
experiences. At the November 1989 Pre-Convention Region Assembly meeting 
1990 Region Grants were approved as support for - Youth Rally, Episcopal 
Service Alliance, Seamen's Church Institute, UCI Campus Program, Fullerton 
Soup Kitchen, AIDS Housing Ministry, Chino Prison Ministry and Migration 
Ministry study. The Third Annual. Santa Ana Region Youth Rally at Camp 
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Stevens on November 10-12 was the most successful yet, with 78 young people 
and 20 advisors participating from 11 congregations. Region Council 
February 1990 meeting saw enthusiastic attendance by 21 congregations for a 
presentation on Adelante 2000 led by the Reverend Canon D. Bruce MacPher- 
son; sponsorship was approved for one youth delegate from the Region to 
attend the National Youth Conference in August at Missoula, Montana. At 
the Region Council March meeting it was announced that Richard Helmuth II 
will be our representative to the Diocesan Program Group on Missions. 


May 12 - THE DAY OF CELEBRATION at St. Paul's Tustin began at 9:00 a.m. 
with a Region Assembly meeting with representatives from 24 churches in 
attendance. Jennifer McKenzie was introduced as Youth Ministry Coordinator 
for the Region for the balance of the year as a pilot program of the 
Diocese; Dr. Mitties de Champlain gave an outstanding presentation on the 
current Diocesan 3-year Budget Process and firmly expressed the desire by 
her Committee to receive input from those in the Region. The Day of 
Celebration continued with more than 500 people involved in festivities - 
morning workshops on Flower Arrangement, Christian Education, Evangelism, 
Music, and Youth Activities. A picnic lunch was served and over 170 people 
were Confirmed or Received into the Episcopal Church by Bishop Garver and 
Bishop Krumm. Columbian Folk Dancers from Messiah Parish gave a great 
performance at the Reception which concluded the day. 


May 23rd saw the visit by the seven Nominees for Suffragan Bishop to St. 
Michael's in Anaheim. A large number of both clergy and lay delegates 
responded to this opportunity to meet and talk with the Nominees.

The Church Periodical Club 


What do you do with your pennies? Now you can give them to the "MILES OF 
PENNIES FOR CPC" project. The Church Periodical Club/CPC in this diocese 
has joined with the National CPC in collecting pennies for books, and to 
date we have collected $316.62, or 1/3 of a mile of pennies. This is a 
fund and easy way to buy books, and everyone can participate. Start a 
penny jar or can at your church, and remember that it takes $844.80 to pave 
one mile of pennies. 


The Church Periodical Club has only one ingathering a year. Last year our 
Presiding Bishop, the Most Reverend Edmond L. Browning, designated Sunday, 
October 1, 1989 as CPC Sunday. Our Ingathering totaled $1,629.73. Other 
means of financing the work of CPC has been to put coin cards out at 
regional and diocesan ECW meetings. In addition several churches have put 
CPC in their Outreach Budgets. I especially want to thank the Diocesan ECW 
Board for dividing the collection from Today's Woman between CPC and UTO. 


Thanks to your generosity this past year we have supplied Bibles to both 
the Los Angeles Central Prison and Chino Prison Ministries. We also 
supplied Bloy House with several needed reference books, and bi-lingual 
service books to the Hispanic Ministry in this diocese. In addition we 
supported the National Books Fund, the granting program of CPC, paid our 
Fair Share to Province 8 CPC, supported the Administrative Fund of CPC, and 
assisted the National CPC in replacing prayer books and hymnals at Gethse- 
mane Cathedral in Fargo, North Dakota after their disastrous fire in 
September. 


The goals of CPC in this diocese have remained the same this past year. 
These goals are (1) to inform this diocese about the work of CPC; (2) to 
encourage participation by all congregations in the diocese; (3) to promote 
CPC in relation to the needs of our own diocese; (4) to support Bloy House, 
the seminary in our diocese; (5) and continue "MILES OF PENNIES FOR CPC". 
Remember that UTO is building the shelves and CPC is filling those shelves. 


What better way to do the work of Evangelism than to supply Bibles to those 
who cannot otherwise afford the. This is what the Church Periodical Club 
has been doing for over 100 years. I ask for your prayers and support so 


we may continue spreading the Christian Message by means of the Printed 
Word.

The Archivist/Historiographer 
(Constitution, Article XIII, Sec. 28 and Canon XXIII) 


The importance of a Diocesan archivist/research center cannot be overempha- 
sized. Calls upon resources come at least weekly by mail or by phone for 
biographical information about members of the clergy who very early served 
in this Diocese. The increasing frequency of these requests indicates the 
interest and importance of this work. In addition, a number of inquiries 
have come concerning congregations now defunct. There are times when data 
concerning baptisms, confirmations, marriages and burials are needed. All 
Parish Registers of defunct congregations should be in the archives but 
unfortunately this is not always the case. Six congregations celebrating 
anniversaries have sent representatives to the Archive Center to seek out 
information about their congregations. Much material can be gleaned from 
the Journals of Convention of which we have one complete set. These cannot 
be removed from the Center. The Episcopal Home in Alhambra has uncovered a 
great deal of information from the Annual Reports of Work to Convention 
which are printed by the Secretary of Convention in The Journal. This is a 
valuable resource often overlooked. 


A number of periodicals such as The Witness, The Living Church, The Chris- 
tian Century, Ecumenical Trends, Historical Society Journals dating back to 
the thirties are all referred to from time to time. We are continually 
trying to fill in the gaps and would appreciate any help from you who may 
have copies of such journals and periodicals. We would like to have a 
complete set of the ECW Bluebook. We have some but are certainly far from 
having a complete set. Families of deceased clergy and retired clergy have 
been very gracious in sharing all sorts of things and we are very pleased 
to accept anything which you would like to contribute. 


The Bishop has expressed to me his realization of the importance of an 
archivist/resource center which needs to be incorporated into our new 
Diocesan Center. I have obtained a copy of the architect's plans of the 
Archive Center in the Diocesan House of the Diocese of Connecticut. Mr. 
Tom Holland, the coordinator for our new Diocesan Center, has been most 
helpful and cooperative. While the planning for our new Diocesan Center is 
underway, the future location and development for the archival/resource 
center is still in a state of flux at this writing with a number of options 
being left open. We are trying our very best to continue providing service 
in this period of transition and with the increasing number of requests for 
information. Please bear with us. 


We are also mindful of the Centennial of the Diocese coming up in 1996 and 
the necessity of developing historical material for that celebration. You 

might like to keep in mind that the Annual Meeting of the First Convention 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles was held in St. Paul's Church, May 25th-26th, 


1896.

The Registrar 


During the period of July 1, 1989 to June 30, 1990, reports of fifty-six 
(56) Confirmations were received in the Registrar's Office. There were 740 
confirmands presented, and the religious backgrounds (Baptisms) were as 
follows: Episcopal, 268; Anglican, 15; Roman Catholic, 167; Lutheran, 27; 
Presbyterian, 36; Methodist, 57; Baptist, 45; Congregational, 14; Orthodox, 
4; Other Denominations, 60; Not specified by the parish, 47. There were 69 
received and 37 Reaffirmed. 


The following are some of the churches represented under the category - 
Other Denominations: Church of Christ, Disciples of Christ, Christian 
Church, Seventh Day Adventist, Latter Day Saints, Assembly of God, Salva- 
tion Army, Church of God, Church of Brethren, Evangelical, Friends, Naza- 
rene, Community, Chapels, and Protestant. 


There were 57 new applications for Lay Readers licensed for three years; 3 
transfers from other Dioceses; and 912 licenses are still current. The 
majority of these Lay Readers have the re-issued licenses with the revised 
regulations of the General Convention and includes the signature of Bishop 
Borsch. This gives a total of 972 Licensed Lay Readers in the Diocese.

The Anglican Fellowship of Prayer 


We have been fortunate and blessed in our work this past year. Great 
progress was made in having the Anglican Fellowship of Prayer better known, 
with an increase in the number of people becoming knowledgeable and parti- 
cipating in many areas. 


Our Los Angeles Chapter is fortunate to be an Associated Organization of 
the Episcopal Church Women. Their support and cooperation add to our 
success. 


Enthusiastic interest was shown by many of our churches with the excellent 
attendance at our Annual Meeting on September 30, 1989, at St. Mark's, 
Glendale. We were privileged to have as our speakers, the Executive 
Director and his wife, Harry and Emily Griffith, from our headquarters in 
Winter Park, Florida. Their subject was "The Power House of Prayer" and it 
was accepted with the utmost interest and enthusiasm. It was a spirit- 
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filled day and requests have been made by many to have similar prayer-in- 
spired and oriented meetings as often as four times a year. 


Harry Griffith, Executive Director for 11 years, has since resigned this 
post to become the full-time director of the Bible Reading Fellowship. 


The 32nd International Prayer Conference was held in Tampa, Florida, this 
past April. A factor of great importance is that this "prayer fellowship" 
is international in scope, having 20 Bishops on their commission from all 
over the world. At the concluding Eucharist of the Tampa Conference, the 
new Episcopal Director was inducted. He is the Most Reverend Reginald 
Hollis, currently Archbishop of Montreal and Metropolitan of the Ecclesias- 
tical Province of Canada. He has served on Boards of the Anglican Fel low- 
ship of Prayer over a_ period of time and he, and his wife Marcia, have 
truly been sent by God for this world-wide mission of prayer. 


Again this year, we had a booth at the Diocesan Convention for the purpose 
of dispensing spiritual materials.

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The Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
The Brotherhood of St. Andrew is a men's ministry in the Episcopal and 


Anglican churches throughout the world. It was started at St. John's 
Episcopal Church in Chicago in 1883. It was incorporated by an act of the 
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United States Congress in 1907. The Brotherhood is the only group provided 
authorization to Evangelize by an act of Congress. 


The ministry of the Brotherhood is the spread of Christ's Kingdom among men 
and boys. To this end, each member of the Brotherhood pledges himself to 
follow three disciplines which are: Prayer, Study and Service. 


The discipline of prayer is to pray daily for the spread of Christ's 
Kingdom especially among men and youth, and for God's blessing on the work 
of the Brotherhood. 


The discipline of study is to study the Holy Scriptures regularly and the 
teachings of the Church to attain a better understanding of how to follow 
Christ and bring others into His Kingdom. 


The discipline of service is to make continuous efforts, week by week, to 
bring others nearer to Christ through His Church. 


Through the efforts of the Brotherhood, two organization in the Episcopal 
Church were started, namely the lay-readers program and Faith Alive. The 
daily bible reading of Forward Day by Day was initiated by the Brotherhood 
prior to World War I. 


At the last Brotherhood convention in February, the National Office estab- 
lished a new position within the organization which is a Diocesan Coordi- 
nator. The purpose of the coordinator is to work with the Bishop and 
Clergy in establishing new members, chapters and assemblies of the Brother- 
hood and to provide information and responses to inquiries regarding the 
Brotherhood. At the present time there are several hundred members of 
chapters and members-at-large within the Diocese. 


These members are actively engaged in various outreach programs, among 
which are, hospital visitations, prison visitations, supporting Meals on 
Wheels programs, sponsoring youth groups, lay-reading. Lay Eucharistic 
Ministers, helping Boy Scouts, sponsoring church gatherings for Christian 
fellowship, education, participating on diocesan Evangelism Consultation 
teams and other similar activities. 


It is our desire to have an active chapter of the Brotherhood in every 
congregation in the Diocese of Los Angeles. If you are a member of the

The Fall of 1989 marked a significant increase in student participation at 
Canterbury USC. Because of demand for more opportunities for spiritual 
growth, we have added a Thursday Bible Study and Eucharist to our regular 
weekly program which includes Wednesday Eucharist and luncheon fellowship, 
and TEAM (our student organization) meeting on Wednesday at 3:00 p.m. 
Canterbury T.A.L.E.S. this year was not only a successful fund-raising 
event, it also served as an opportunity for students to work together and 
in the process building fellowship and community. Students were very 
enthusiastic in contacting our guests, decorating the chapel, being hosts 
and hostesses, serving the guests, sharing their insight about the ministry 
and offering their musical talents. Other special events in the fall 
included hosting a breakfast for students' families on Parents' Weekend, a 
trip to the circus, an "Alternative Christmas Faire" at the Religious 
Center and an Advent/Christmas dinner and celebration. All of which was 
very well attended. 


As part of the effort in sharing some of Chaplain Eric Law's sabbatical 
research at USC, he offered a 4 week seminar called “Living in a Multi-Cul- 
tural World" which was attended by mostly staff and administrators of the 
university. Our Multi-Ethnic Choir also saw an increase in student parti- 
cipation. We not only performed at the Canterbury T.A.L.E.S., we also 
performed at the annual Religious Organization Council Banquet. Of course, 
we had a very successful performance at the USC Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Birthday celebration at the beginning of the spring semester. 


Stability characterized the spring semester with regular TEAM meeting on 
Mondays, Bible Study group on Tuesdays, and Eucharist and lunch on Wednes- 
days. The ministry was also enriched by a group of very committed and 
active students who came to the Canterbury Lounge for worship, programs or 
just to chat. We are excited about next fall because six students have 
committed themselves to become Bible study group leaders, so that next year 
we can begin the semester with four student group meetings. We believe 
this — allow us to include everyone who wants to participate in Canter- 
bury USC. 


Lent and Easter provided many opportunities for fellowship and ecumenical 
events.

The Chaplain continued to serve on the USC AIDS Awareness Committee and to 
chair the Values in Higher Education Committee at USC. He was invited also 
to speak in classes on sexuality and religion, church music, and intercul- 
tural awareness. This year, the yearbook did two full page articles on 
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both the Multi-Ethnic Choir and the Values in Higher Education Committee. 
To be recognized this way means that we are definitely making an impact in 
the life of the USC campus in a positive way.

This year has been unusually busy for Canterbury Westwood and its Episcopal 
ministry to the UCLA community. We have been involved in many facets of 
the life of the UCLA and the University Religious Conference, the inter- 
faith ministry to the University. 


As is always the case, our work springs out of the worship and praise of 
the community. With the able assistance of the Reverend Marilyn Adams, 
adjunct chaplain, we have been able to provide a daily Eucharist to the 
UCLA community. This is in addition to our regular Sunday worship and 
fellowship. 


Educational efforts have been made possible through the ecumenical Bible 
study jointly sponsored by the Methodist and Lutheran programs. 


The chaplain has been active in ministry to the hospital, involving himself 
in the On-Call Chaplaincy and serving on the coordinating committee for the 
Host Homes Program. Over the past year, Host Homes has provided in excess 
of 600 nights of guest housing to UCLA Medical Center patients and their 
families, saving them an estimated $34,000. Seed money for this worthwhile 
project came from a grant provided by the Cathedral Foundation of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. Anyone reading this please see Giles Asbury for a 
free button. 


We have been active participants in a number of campus committees such as 
the Human Subject Protection Committee, the Chancellor's Committee on 
Religion, Ethic and Values (serving as Chair of the Subcommittee on Reli- 
gious Toleration). We have also participated in a number of groups who 
conduct a variety of programs on the campus, such as the Concerned Faculty 
and the Central American Education Committee. Such associations enabled us 
to be active in bringing speakers such as Jenifer Casolo and Nobel Peace 
Prize Laureate Archbishop Desmond Tutu to the campus during the past 
academic year. 


Concern over the activities of coercive religious groups led us to edit and 
rewrite a brochure on high pressure groups for the campus community. We 
have a sense that this is going to be an area of renewed activity in the 


coming year. 


In addition to activities related to UCLA, the chaplain was recently 
elected as President of the Episcopal Society for Ministry in Higher 
Education, having served as_ the National Secretary and Eighth Province 
representative to the Steering Committee for the Society, Eighth Province 
representative to the Costa Rica Project for Ministry in High Education,

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The Girls' Friendly Society 


The Girls' Friendly Society in the Diocese of Los Angeles continues to 
provide a parish-centered fellowship for girls, age 7 - 21. The themes of 
worship, study, service, and recreation provide the framework for the GFS 
program. A parish branch program includes a variety of activities to meet 
the needs, interests, and ages of the girls. 


Currently, there are three active GFS branches in our diocese. These 
branches are doing interesting and creative activities with their members. 


We are represented on the Program Group on Youth and we are an associated 
organization of the Episcopal Church Women. 


We publish our own newsletter, GFS Chatter, four times a year, and The 
Episcopal News is very supportive of our ministry. 


In September, we sponsored a mini-camp to replace our traditional Rally 
Day/Leadership Training. The weekend theme of "Love, Forgiveness and 
Trust" was reflected in crafts, recreation, discussions and worship. 
Twenty-five girls and eight leaders attended. 
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In October, a committee was appointed to revise our GFS Symbol Program. 
The committee has been meeting regularly and has completed the revision 
process for most of the First Degree. 


We had exhibit space at Diocesan Convention, December 1 and 2. Our Annual 
Meeting was held on January 13, 1990. 


National GFS Week, January 28 - February 4, was celebrated in our active 
parish branches with Admission Services to welcome new members. 


In preparation for GFS World Council'90 in Sierra Leone, we joined our 
sister dioceses where GFS is active in preparing display materials and 
gifts for the GFS/USA delegation to take with them. 


Our Anniversary Service was held on May 20 at St. Joseph's, Buena Park. 
Three girls received degrees in recognition of their completion of Symbol 
Program requirements. 


I want to thank our branch leaders and their clergy for their commitment to 
this youth ministry. They are our front line. My gratitude is also 
extended to the Board members with whom I work. Their encouragement and 
support are important to me and to the future of GFS in this Diocese.

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Hillsides Home for Children 


There's nothing more gratifying then to know we are making a real differ- 
ence in the lives of youngsters who suffer as a result of physical abuse 
and emotional neglect. It's friends like you, who through your generous 
support, make it possible for me to write about our successes in the 
previous year. 


Our first group of 17 infants and toddlers have graduated from our shelter. 
This shelter was designed for children whose parents are unable to care for 
them at the present time. We work intensively with the parents of the 
children in order for them to regain custody of their babies. Our efforts 
have paid off because of the 17 graduates, 16 have gone back to their homes 
or are living with relatives. This represents a 94% success rate and is 
thought of as a model program in Southern California. 


When we add up the total number of children we serve in a year the figure 
totals well over 500 youth. They receive our assistance through our 
educational center, the children's residential living program and family 
preservation. Our school has a wonderful reputation for assisting emotion- 
ally disturbed children who do not fit into the regular school system. 
Within the past year our school population has increased from 36 students 
to 42 students. 


We have received the necessary funds to open our child care center this 
fall. Our center will be available to children of Hillsides' staff. The 
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remaining spaces will be open to those in our surrounding community. The 
center will take in a maximum of 16 children; 4 places for children under 2 
years old, 12 places for children 2-5 years. 


We continue our effort to renovate our cottages on campus. Redwood Cot- 
tage, home to 11 boys aged 9-13, was the most recent to undergo remodeling. 
We improved the wiring, plumbing, kitchen, bathroom and dining room plus 
added more play space for the children. 


Our future calls for further modernization of buildings, expansion of our 
preventive care services, implementation of a program within the court 
system to prevent the removal of children from their homes and development 
of a more specialized training program targeted at the prevention of 
substance abuse in our youth.

During this program year, the Neighborhood Youth Association provided 
services to 3,820 low-income, minority youth and families in the Venice, 
Mar Vista, Culver City, and Santa Monica communities in the West Area and 
the Carson, Willmington, Harbor City, Lomita, San Pedro, and Torrance 
communities in the Harbor Area. 


NYA uses a comprehensive services approach which includes individual, 
group, and family counseling, primary prevention and education, educational 
and employment services, social and recreational activities, and a wide 
array of family services such as child care, child-family therapy, dispute 
resolution, parenting education and crisis intervention. 


These services are provided through NYA programs such as the adolescent 
drug treatment and prevention program, AIDS prevention, the Learning 
Center, the Children's Clubhouse Pre-School and After-school programs, SAY 
program (Seniors and Youth), Adult Literacy Program, and NYA's new Elders 
Mentoring program. Through these programs, NYA attempts to respond to 
pressing community concerns such as: drug abuse among the young, gang 
involvement, crime and violence, delinquency and inadequate child care, 
child and spousal abuse, domestic violence, unemployment and_ school 
drop-outs. 


Highlights for the year included a poster contest for elementary and junior 
high school students in recognition of Drug and Alcohol Abuse Awareness 
Month (DAAM), a Family Night Talent Show which featured a Teatro perfor- 
mance of teen-age youth depicting gang life, a Black History essay contest 
and a Cinco de Mayo Celebration with music and other performances.

This most recently completed fiscal year has been an exceptionally strong 
one for St. Barnabas Senior Center in all areas of our operation. 


Last October our newest project was inaugurated: a Co-op Respite Care 
program for Alzheimer victims and others with dementing disorders. A 
startup grant from The Ralph M. Parsons Foundation brought a pilot project 
to reality under the able direction of V. Christine Ray-Valencia. The 
California Department of Aging recognized the need and the value of our 
Program, and in response to it awarded us a $60,000 annual grant to estab- 
lish an Alzheimer Day Care Resource Center. 


The Center now operates five days a week. It serves moderately to severely 
demented clients and can accommodate monolingual Spanish-speaking clients. 

Through a combination of supplemental funding and cooperative volunteer 
efforts, no clients are turned away because of inability to pay the full 
cost of the program. There are no geographic limitations to its service 
aes so long aS a caregiver can provide transportation to and from the 
enter. 


While there has been no less emphasis on raising money for annual operating 
costs, our Endowment Fund, established only two years ago, has now reached 
a total of $98,000. This fund is designed to guarantee our future strength 
and lessen our dependence on government contracts. We will continue to 
emphasize endowment opportunities in our fund-raising efforts, and, in the 
meantime, it is a pleasure to recognize The Hearst Foundation as the donor 
of our first named, specific purpose Endowment Fund. 


A system of employee performance evaluation has been inaugurated, assuring 
that our staffing is adequate to the goal we have adopted: to prevent 
premature or unnecessary institutionalization and by the prevention of 
abuse and neglect of the elderly, to allow our clients to live in a resi- 
dence of their own choosing as long as possible. 


In pursuing this goal, we delivered 558,606 social services to 47,171 
unduplicated clients in Fiscal Year 1989-90, both new records for the 
agency. Our staff of 42 employees was augmented by 59,697 volunteer hours 
donated by 140 individuals in the areas of caregiving, telephone reassur- 
ance, nutrition, escort, and clerical support. 


Our target population has always been the low income elderly and the 
realities of our service area now dictate that we take an increasing role 
in the delivery of services to the low income minority elderly. In re- 
sponse to this need, we have established Chinese, Filipino, Korean and 
Vietnamese nutrition sites. Of our ten caseworkers, two are Japanese, one 
’ Chinese, one Korean, and three others speak Spanish. We have a social work 
subsite in the heart of Chinatown. 


We suffer three bittersweet losses at this time. Three valued individuals 
will no longer be with us in their former roles. Geneva Clymer, retired 
Executive Director of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, has resigned as 
Volunteer Coordinator. In that post she developed Board of Director 
profiles, job descriptions and nominee packages. She drew up volunteer 
agreements, job descriptions and manuals. She put into effect fire/safety/ 
earthquake preparedness guidelines and universal precautions for our 
medical programs. Geneva will, however, continue as a member of our Board 
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of Directors. Dr. Andrew Scharlach leaves the Board at this time to accept 
new employment in Berkeley. Andy has been invaluable as a Board member and 
as a valuable contributor to our Program and Planning Committee, represen- 
ting a professional social work point of view. Meno T. Lake came to us as 
a volunteer from Executive Service Corps to assist us in board development. 
His greatest contribution to our Board proved to be himself, since after 
his volunteer assignment was completed, he was elected to the Board and has 
just completed four years as Chair. His tenure spanned fund raising for 
and completion of our new building, the forging of cooperative relation- 
ships in the corporate and foundation communities, the establishment of an 
endowment fund, and the general strengthening of the agency. Meno has been 
elected Director Emeritus, and we look forward to his continuing good 
counsel. 


Board, staff, donors, contract funders, and volunteers share in any success 
this agency may have. To them we are all grateful, but more importantly, 
so are those this agency exists to serve, the senior citizens of downtown 
Los Angeles.

1990 was marked by continued growth at the School in terms of the number of 
students, facilities and programs. We have also been clearly identified as 
the strongest college preparatory school in South Orange County according 
to statistics printed in The Los Angeles Times and The Register. We are 
number one in SAT scores, percentage of students taking SAT'S (100% com- 
pared to 73% for our closest competition), percentage of students passing 
Advanced Placement exams for college credit (72% compared to 49%), percent 
completing U.C. required courses (100% compared to 54%), and percent 
participating in extra-curricular activities (100% compared to 81%). 


Our preschool (with 126 students), one of the few accredited by the Nation- 
al Association for the Education of Young Children, had a wonderful year 
under the leadership of Mrs. Jody Parsons, Director. Our School has 
volunteered to host a Diocesan-wide Early Childhood Education workshop in 
October 1990 which will be sponsored by the Diocesan Commission on Schools. 
Ann Gordon, President of NAES has agreed to be the Keynote Speaker. 


Our Lower, Middle, and Upper Schools (570 students) are all benefiting 
daily from our new 19,000 square foot Athletic Center. With this facility 
we have gained a 10,000 square foot gym area, three classrooms, a weight 
room and five offices. The School is also benefiting from substantial 
gifts in support of our computer science program, allowing us to equip our 
lab with IBM 386 machines and number of new and exciting software applica- 
tions. 


The programs in these schools continue to gain strength under the leader- 
ship of Barbara Deubert, Lower School Principal; David Boyle, Middle School 
Principal; and Diane Melton, Upper School Principal. 


In interscholastic athletics, we had championship teams in both the Middle 
and Upper Schools. The Middle School won their boys' flag football and 
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girls’ volleyball leagues. The high school football team won the Southern 
Section CIF 8-man football championship, and the boys' varsity basketball 
team played in the championship game, losing to Ribet Christian. 


All in all, this has been a great year for St. Margaret's Episcopal School. 
Our graduates went off to such schools as Harvard, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Santa Clara, UC Irvine, UCLA, Colgate, University of San Diego, and 
others. Individual students received district-OQwide and even national 
recognition in such diverse areas as English, computers, football, piano, 
gymnastics, Latin, Spanish, and swimming. There is a wealth of talent at 
St. Margaret's, both among the students and the faculty, and it is exciting 
to watch the tremendous growth of individuals, teams, and groups. 


As a Diocesan School, St. Margaret's is committed to being a full partici- 
pant in the life of the Diocese of Los Angeles through service and outreach 
to Parishes and Missions by offering the use of the campus on an as-avail- 
able basis and seeking opportunities to host meetings and workshops.

For the last one year period there were 8,872 seamen on 855 ships from 40 
different nationalities in our ministry in Los Angeles-Long Beach Harbors. 
There were 180 Chapel worship services and many of them have been ecumeni- 
cal and even interfaith religious services according to the religions 
represented. There were 41 hospital visits made. 6,840 magazines were 
delivered to seamen on board ships. 


The Seafarers Communication Center at the Port of Los Angeles World Cruise 
Terminal is operated jointly with the Catholic Maritime Ministry. Over 
40,000 overseas telephone calls were made and $40,000 in postage was 
processed. Nine volunteers served with three staff and two chaplains from 
both the Seamen's Church Institute and the Catholic Maritime Ministry. 


The Seamen's Center Guild made almost 200 ditty bags for seafarers at 
Christmas time and 20 bags of stationery on Easter Day for distribution to 
ships. The Guild members are also active as volunteers at our Thrift Shop 
providing gifts for seafarers. Their service also includes the Altar Guild 
for religious services and fund raising activities such as yard sales, 
harbor tours, etc.

NOTE A - Summary Of Significant Accounting Policies

Basis of accounting 

i 
The accounting policies of The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Diocese) conform 
to a modified basis of cash receipts and disbursements which have been consistently applied In the preparation of 
the financial statements. Consequently, certain revenue and the related assets are recognized when received 
rather than when earned, and certain expenses are recognized when paid rather than when the obligation Is 
incurred. Accruals are made for pledges receivable and the Agency Funds. 


Fund accounting 





Financial activities are recorded in the individual funds described below, each of which Is deemed to be a separate 
accounting entity. The financial affairs and operations of each fund are accounted for In separate accounts which 
represent the funds’ assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenue and expenses. 


Mission Share Fund 





Transactions related to revenue primarily from the churches within the Diocese and used to finance the annual 
programs and budget of the Diocese as approved at the Diocesan Conventions are accounted for In the Mission 
Share Fund. 


Agency Funds 





Transactions for which the Diocese maintains a fiduciary responsibility are accounted for in the Agency Funds. 


Missionary Expansion Loan Fund 





Transactions related to resources obtained and used for the purpose of providing financing for various missions 
and parishes are accounted for in the Missionary Expansion Loan Fund. 


Endowment and Trust Funds 





Transactions relating to resources obtained through an endowment or trust and restricted for specific purposes are 
accounted for in the Endowment and Trust Funds. 


Venture in Mission Fund 





Transactions relating to resources obtained through fund ralsing activities and restricted for specific purposes are 
accounted for in the Venture in Mission Fund.

NOTE C - Diocesan Investment Trust 





The Diocesan Investment Trust Is Included as a portion of a portfolio of various securities maintained and controlled 
by a board of trustees. The Trust Is carried at cost. Aggregate market value of the Diocese’s portion at December 
31, 1989, Is $2,946,286. 





NOTE D - Loans Receivable - Missions And Parishes 





Loans receivable from missions and parishes consist of various notes, some of which have no specific due dates or 
principal payment arrangements. Principal amounts vary from $300 to $350,000. Loans made prior to 1986 have 
interest rates ranging from 0% to 2%, up to a maximum of $600 per year for any one church. An interest rate of 2% 
is charged on all loans made subsequent to 1986. 
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NOTE E - Bonds Payable 


The proceeds from the bonds were used to fund the construction of facilities for St. Margaret of Scotland Mission. 
Two classes of bonds were Issued: income bonds and capital bonds. Both issues bear interest at 10% per annum. 
Simple interest on the income bonds is paid semi-annually. Compound interest on the capital bonds is accrued 
and paid upon redemption. The maturity dates of the bonds are as follows:

NOTE F - Note Payable To Bank 





The bank note payable is secured by a deed of trust and Is due August 1, 1993, with a provision for renewal. 
Interest is at a rate equal to 1.25% above the bank's prime rate. The proceeds of the loan were used for 
construction of the San Juan Capistrano School. The school is responsible for repayment of the loan. 





NOTE G - Note Payable To Others 





The note payable to others consists of an unsecured, noninterest bearing loan payable to the Diocese of San 
Diego. Principal payments of $10,000 are due annually. 
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NOTE H - Employee Benefit Programs 





The Diocese Is required to contribute 18% of all clergy compensation, as defined, to the Church Pension Fund. The 
Fund provides retirement and other benefits to members of the clergy. During 1989, the Diocese contributed 
$87,989 to the Church Pension Fund. There are no clergy contributions and the Diocese contributions are made 
quarterly. 


The Diocese also participates in the Church Life Insurance Pension Plan for full time lay workers, not covered by 
other means, who have been employed by the Diocese for one or more years. Lay workers of the Diocesan 
Corporation are covered under a fixed contribution pension plan. The contributions are computed at 9% of eligible 
wages and amounted to $40,289 for the year ended December 31, 1989. 





NOTE | - Litigation 





The Diocese is among those named in a cross-compliaint alleging defamation and seeking unspecified special 
damages. Ina related action, the Diocese is among those named in a complaint asserting defamation and seeking 
unspecified damages. The Diocese intends to vigorously contest both actions. It is the opinion of the Diocese that 
the ultimate disposition of these matters will not have a material adverse effect on the Diocese’s financial position.

1. ACCOUNTING BASIS USED IN FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Society maintains its accounts on a cash receipts and disbursements basis. 
Accordingly no accruals of interest receivable are included in the financial 
statements as of December 31, 1989. 


2. DIVISION OF THE SOCIETY 


The Board of Directors of The Church Extension Society authorized the alloca- 
tion of one-sixth of the assets of the Society to the Episcopal Diocese of 
San Diego, the valuation date being December 31, 1973. Pursuant to this 
authorization, one-sixth of the cash on hand as of the valuation date plus 
one-sixth of loan collections and interest income subsequent to the valuation 
date through 1984 were remitted to San Diego.

As reported in November, to the Delegates of the 94th Con- 
vention, the 40th year results of your Diocesan Investment Trust 
were consistent with our strategy: 1) to preserve capital, 2) to 
maximize income while at the same time at least keeping pace 
with inflation through growth of the principal. 

The Trustees are pleased with the results relative to the DIT 
goals. Total Return was 15.16%, comprised of a cash return of 
6.22% and growth in principal of 8.94%. 

Over the past 40 years, such returns would be considered 
outstanding. But, during the past year, the results were not as 
ebullient as many managers and even some of the popular aver- 
ages. Our Investment Advisers believed that the risks were rela- 
tively high and were not willing to take the aggressive posture 
adopted by some. In fact, approximately 46% of the DIT funds 
were in common stocks during the year. é; 

An independent performance appraisal service has also 
given our Investment Advisers good marks, not only for the past 
year, but for the past six years. The Merrill Lynch Asset Informa- 
tion and Management Services (AIMS), at no direct cost to the 
DIT, has been providing quarterly analyses of the DIT perform- 
ance since April, 1989. They compare the DIT with a universe of 
1600 similar portfolios. For the past year, the DIT ranks in the 
48th percentile whereas for the past six years, the rank is in the 
22nd percentile. 

As always, we are pleased to answer any questions you

Note |—Summary of significant accounting policies: 
The following is a summary of significant accounting policies consistently followed by the 
Diocesan Investment Trust of the Diocese of Los Angeles (the Trust) in the preparation 
of its financial statements. The financial statements have been prepared in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Basis of accounting 
The accompanying financial statements have been prepared on the accrual basis of 
accounting. 


Security valuation 

Investment securities traded on a national securities exchange are valued at the last 
reported sales price on the last business day of the year: securities traded in the over- 
the-counter market and listed securities for which no sale was reported on that date are 
valued at the mean between the last reported bid and asked prices. Mutual fund shares 
are valued at quoted net asset value. 


Income taxes 

The Trust was incorporated in California in 1949 as an investment trust. Subscription 
to the Trust is limited to churches and other institutions affiliated with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Southern California area. The Trust is exempt from federal 
and California income taxes and had no unrelated business income during the years 
ended October 31, 1989 and 1988. Accordingly, no provision for federal and California 
income taxes is necessary. 


Shareholders of Beneficial Interest 

Cash tenders for subscriptions to shares and requests for withdrawal and redemption of 
shares must be received three business days prior to the end of any period. During the 
fiscal year ended October 31, 1988, the Trust agreement was amended to allow cash ten- 
ders for subscriptions to shares and requests for withdrawal and redemption of shares to 
be made each month. Prior to May 1988, subscription to and the redemptions of shares 
was limited to once each quarter Share prices for tenders and surrenders are based on 
the period end net asset value per share determined on the same basis as in the annual 
financial statements. 


Note 2—Investment Policy: 
The investment policy of the Trust is to invest approximately two-thirds of Trust assets in 
mutual funds managed by Capital Research and Management Company with the remain- 
ing one-third in assets managed by Cramblit & Carney Inc. 


Note 3—Shares Of Beneficial Interest Outstanding: 
The shares of beneficial interest outstanding include 10,032 and 44 shares to be issued 
for subscriptions received at October 31, 1989 and 1988, respectively. During the fiscal 
year ended October 31, 1988, approximately 5,966 shares of beneficial interest were 
issued in exchange for marketable securities valued at approximately $491,500.
